In 1926 this Society printed the Musters Book of Sir Richard 
Knightley of Fawsley (A.D. 1586-1623)!; for the western division of 
Northamptonshire. Owing to the generosity of the Duke of Buccleuch, 
it is now possible to complete the picture with this edition of Sir Edward 
Montagu’s Musters Book, dealing with the eastern half of the county 
between the years 1602 and 1623. 


Sir Edward’s book forms part of the well-known collection of 
manuscripts at Boughton House.’ It is a volume of 201 paper folios, 
measuring 8% inches by 13 inches. It is bound in boards covered with 
marbled paper, with brown leather back and corners. The title, 
in gilt lettering on the spine, is :—‘**Northamptonshire Musters 1602 to 
1619.”’ The binding is probably of the 18th century. The first eleven 
and the last seven folios are blank. It has fortunately been possible to 
print in the appendix supplementary material of great value from 
the correspondence in the same collection, and also various documents 
from the collections of Karl Spencer, the Earl of Westmorland? and 
Mr. George Brudenell. In the Acts of the Privy Council, and the 
State Papers (Domestic Series), in the Public Record Office, and also 
in the collection of Lord Montagu of Beaulieu,* there is much relevant 
material which has been constantly referred to. Through the courtesy 
of Mr. S. C. Ratcliff, Secretary to the Historical MSS. Commission, 
the editor has been given access to copies of unpublished documents in 
the Cecil MSS., from which the Marquess of Salisbury has kindly 
allowed her to print extracts. 


The registers of the Privy Council between 1 January, 1602 and 
30 April, 1613 were destroyed in the fire at Whitehall on 12 January, 
1618. Therefore the many official documents in local collections here 
printed serve to some extent to supply the gap in the central records.® 
Our grateful thanks are due to those private owners whose public 
spirit and interest in the Society has enabled all this material to be 
brought together for the benefit of the student.

INTRODUCTION. 


A year before “the setting of that bright occidental star, Queen 
Elizabeth of most happy memory,” Sir Robert Spencer, sheriff of 
Northamptonshire, received orders to levy ‘one hundred good, able 
and sufficient men” for the reinforcement of the army in Ireland. The 
copy of the Queen’s letter on this occasion was sent by Spencer to Sir 
Edward Montagu, one of the commissioners for the musters, and is 
still at Boughton House. There also, in the Northamptonshire home 
of his descendants, is the Musters Book kept by Sir Edward, which 
is printed in these pages. The first entry, in Montagu’s own hand, is 
headed “The Last Service in good Queen Elizabeth’s Reign.” It 
consists of the accounts for sending fifty men from the east division 
of the county to Chester en route for Ireland in 1602, in obedience to 
the Queen’s command. The entry was not made until thirteen years 
after the event. The style of accountancy, though a tribute to Sir 
Kdward’s honesty, reveals the ‘‘civil service” of the county in a rudi- 
mentary stage. The last two items run as follows :— 


“Item laid out but it is torn out in a mouldy paper being kept so 
long and remember not for what,—£2. 
So remaineth due to the country which hath been kept by itself 
in a bag ever since,—£8-17-0.” : 


The rest of the volume is concerned with business relating to the 
musters in the eastern division of Northamptonshire during the lieuten- 
ancy of Thomas Cecil, first Earl of Exeter, from his appointment in 
1603 until his death in 1623, thus covering all but the last two years 
of the reign of James I, 


TERMS. 


The word ‘‘musters”’ is derived through the old French “‘moustre’’ 
from the Latin monstrare, ‘“‘to shew,’! the men being summoned to 
the musters for the purpose of shewing themselves and their arms, for 
the “‘view” or inspection by the deputy lieutenants. It may also be 
noted here that the word “‘country”’ is used in our documents to mean 
the county or shire, and that the villages are always referred to as 
“towns.” The modern meaning of the word town was in those days 
expressed by the word “‘borough”’ or ‘“‘city.’’ | 


PLAN OF INTRODUCTION. 


The official letters and long lists of names in the text will convey 
little to the reader without some understanding of the conditions of the 
time and of the system which produced the records. The plan followed 
in this Introduction, therefore, will be to give first, a description of

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Northamptonshire in the reign of James I. and a survey of the general 
organisation of the county for military purposes during our period, 
with a brief indication of its development from earlier times. This 
will be followed by an account of the raising of the draft for Ireland 
‘n 1602. of the activities of the lieutenant and his deputies connected 
with Catholic recusants, the Gunpowder Plot, the Northamptonshire 
rising of 1607, and of the miscellaneous duties of the deputies. Finally, 
the routine work of mustering and training the local forces during 
Exeter’s lieutenancy will be described, | 


NORTHAMPTONSHIRE IN THE REIGN OF JAMES I. 


There exists at Boughton House a description of the county 
by Sir Edward Montagu in 1614 (see p. 235). He was writing from an 
economic point of view, to prove that the inhabitants were not under- 
rated, but the details given are interesting. Northamptonshire 
“though it be long, yet it is very narrow, and though it contain many 
parishes, yet they are very small ones,”’ is the first of his statements. 
Though Northampton, (still surrounded by walls), Peterborough, 
Kettering, Wellingborough, and Oundle were in point of view of popula- 
tion little more than what would be considered large villages to-day, 
it is probable that many of the villages have not altered much in size, 
and some are doubtless smaller now than they were then. Sir Edward 
alludes to the many royal forests and parks. Salcey, Whittlewood and 
Rockingham Forests extended much further in those days, but the 
districts technically within the precincts of the forests were not necess- 
arily heavily wooded. The many noblemen’s seats are mentioned— 
the magnificent houses which are still one of the chief glories of 
Northamptonshire. In James I.’s reign many of them were still new or 
comparatively so, had been recently added to or rebuilt, or were in 
process of rebuilding. Stone still fresh from the famous local quarries 
must still have glistened to the sun at Burghley, Deene, Kirby, Rock- 
ingham and elsewhere, for this and the previous century were the great 
era of domestic architecture. Small men as well as great vied with 
each other in building. Many a fine farm house, substantial dwelling 
of the small free-holder and well-built cottage which still adorn the 
country-side date from the period of our Musters Book. 

“Jt is no inclosed country,” continued Sir Edward, “but the lands 
of the frecholders, farmers and tenants lie in common.” Here he 
puts his finger on the great difference in the landscape between his 
day and ours. The greater part of Northamptonshire lay in open 
field until the nineteenth century, though piecemeal inclosure was 
going on in James I.’s reign in many parts of the county. But, in 
general, with the great arable fields around the villages and the open 
heaths and commons, the country must have looked more like the 
northern part of modern France than the county as it is to-day, cut 
up into small fields with innumerable hedges. 

The age was one which had recently seen the rise of the solid 
middle class of the lesser landowning gentry on the ruins of the ancient 
aristocracy. The families were few, which, like the Knightleys, 
managed to survive the turbulent end of the middle ages. *“Most 
of the ancientest gentlemen’s houses in the country are either divided, 
diminished, or decayed,” wrote Sir Edward, Even Exeter’s father, 
the great Lord Burghley, had been regarded as an “upstart”? by his 
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contemporaries,' and many of the knights and squires belonged to 
families of local or extraneous origin who had made money early in 
the previous century by the law, trade, or sheep farming, and who, 
attracted by the good land, excellent building stone, comparative 
proximity to London, and the many other amenities of the county, had 
bought themselves estates and settled within its borders.? 

Shoe-making on a large scale and ironstone working were still 
industries of the future. ‘‘There is no special trade in the county to 
set the people on work,” Sir Edward tells us. Agriculture was still 
the normal occupation of the inhabitants, whether as lords of 
manors, yeomen, tenant farmers, or labourers. Coaches were only 
just coming into fashion; riding and walking were still the usual 
means of getting about. The roads before the days of turnpike trusts 
and Macadam, were very bad. 

Sir Edward’s notes may be supplemented by John Norden’s 
description,*® written when he paid a brief visit to the county to survey 
it for his map in 1610. Though in many respects the accounts agree, 
Norden over-rated the prosperity of the inhabitants. A few extracts 
will serve to give the impression conveyed to an observant stranger. 
“This Northamptonshire” he said, ‘“‘is a most pleasant Shire, adorned 
both with salutarie and profitable Seates, manie and notable Sheepe 
Pastures, rich feedings for Cattle, firtile Corne Groundes and lardge 
Feilds greatly inrichinge the industrious Husbandman...The Countrie 
most comfortable for Travaylers not only in regard of the open perspects 
which are delightfull to wayfaringe Men ; But also in regarde of plentie 
of Townes, Parishes and Villages, which are so universallie dispers d, 
that in every two or three Myles at the most, is found a Place of ease 
to the wearisome Travylour. . . . The firtilitie, salutarie ayre, 
pleasant perspects and conveniencie of this Shire in all things to a 
generous and noble mynde have so allured Nobilitie to plante themselves 
within the same, that no Shire within this Realme can answere the 
like number of Noblemen, as are Seated in those partes. . . . No 
Shire within this Lande is so plentifullie stored with Gentry in regarde 
whearof this Shire may seeme worthy to be termed the Herralds 
Garden.’ After mentioning the excellent hawking, and abundance 
of deer, which attracted the sport-loving gentry as fox-hunting does in 
our day, he refers to the great flocks of sheep, and herds of cattle and 
swine, adding . . . “the baser sorte of Men prove wealthie, and 
wade through the World with good countenance in their calling, least 
beholden generally to the monied Men of any other Shire whatsoever 
that I knowe. abit 

Nowe for Meadowes and deepe feedings, they are every wheare 
so disperst as they seeme to rejoyce the poore Countrieman, nay every 
Travaylor may rejoyce to see the Feelds on the Hills above, and the 
Vallies below, with such comly Garments of Corne and Grasse every 
wheare as David sayth, to rejoyce and singe in regarde of the plentie 
it Yearly yeeldeth.

Though the first statutory regulations for the relief of the poor 
had recently come into force, it was in many respects a brutal and 
superstitious age. Wandering beggars were flogged at the whipping 
posts of every parish, the village stocks were in constant use, and the 
justices of the peace could still order women “to be doused and ducked 
in the manner of scolds” in the village ponds.!. But rural life was 
brightened, as Professor Trevelyan tells us,” “by the pleasure taken by 
all classes in a native music. Wandering minstrels played in ale- 
houses, farms and rich men’s mansions,” and then, as now in our 
county, bell-ringing was a popular pastime in the villages. The village 
feasts were celebrated with great enthusiasm, sometimes exceeding 
the limits of propriety in the eyes of the authorities,’ and many local 
fairs, now extinct, brought the people of the countryside together 
for both business and pleasure. 

A general idea of the turbulence of the times may be gathered 
from the records of the Star Chamber.4 Many cases from Northamp- 
tonshire came before this court in our period, including trials for assault 
and affrays, timber and deer-stealing in the royal forests, cattle-driving, 
forcible entries, armed resistance to arrests, brawlings in churches, 
and personal quarrels among the local gentry. The case of Mary 
Clement and her companions may be quoted. They were summoned 
for “cutting Daniel Deeves’ wheat at Oundle while still unripe, with 
bagpipes playing and ringing of bells for a day and a night, throwing 
up hats from the top of the steeple, and holding the manor court without 
the steward.” The local opinion of the central court is revealed by 
the proceedings against John Marriot, a crown tenant of Ashton, for 
calling the Star Chamber ‘‘a base and most roaguishe court.’”° 

In other respects life was taken very seriously. Religion and a 
keen interest in theological questions occupied a far more prominent 
place in men’s minds than they do to-day. Laxity on the part of some 
of the clergy and indifference in a section of the laity also existed, 
but these were tempered on the one hand by the staunchness of the 
Catholics in the face of persecution and on the other by the earnestness 
of the Puritans. Puritanism in its wider sense had secured a great hold 
over many in Northamptonshire, including Sir Edward Montagu, 
who must have been one of the best men of his, or indeed, of any age. 

As the more prominent of the local gentry were often at court, 
so James I. frequently visited Northamptonshire. He stayed at 
Burghley on his way south after his accession and was at Castle Ashby 
on three or four occasions. In 1612 the gentlemen of the county were

He stayed at Rockingham for hunting,” and was frequently at Apethorpe. 
The stone statue of himself, which he gave to Sir Antony Mildmay 

is still there. i 

The supreme authority in government was vested in Parliament 
expressing itself through statutes. But there were wide fields of the 
national life unaffected by statute law. These were dealt with cen- 
trally by the King in Council, acting through proclamations and letters 
and in the counties by the machinery of local government. Apart 
from what remained of the ancient manorial jurisdictions,—which was 
sporadic but by no means negligible in Northamptonshire—this machin- 
ery was worked by the justices of the peace. Outside the limits of the 
innumerable statutes which they had to administer, the justices had 
enormous discretionary powers. ‘The central executive authority of 
King and Council, also bound by the statutes, still possessed freedom 
to deal with nearly every facet of life, and no detail which affected 
the peace and prosperity of the nation was too insignificant for their 
attention. Their agents locally were the gentry acting as justices 
of the peace, as officials of the lieutenancy, and as commissioners of 
various kinds. So overlapping and entangled were these various 
functions of the gentry, that it is often impossible to decide in which 
particular capacity they were acting. 

Though perpetual war was waged on the continent, James I, 
aware of the defects in the military system of the country,*pursued a 
peaceful policy until the last year of his reign. The miserable failure 
of the expedition which, at Charles’ and Buckingham’s instigation, 
set out in 1625 to recover the Palatinate, shewed that his caution had 
been fully justified. The troops under Mansfield consisted largely of 
forcibly enlisted men.* English volunteers, however, who served in 
great numbers in the foreign wars of this century were reckoned among 
the finest troops on the continent. 

In conclusion, our period was the golden age of letters. The trans- 
lation of the Bible, completed in 1611, resulted in the greatest master- 
piece of the English language. While Exeter and his deputy lieutenants 
| _ were busying themselves over the training of horse and foot, Shakes- 
Benoni (,<peare and Bacon (Exeter’s first cousin), were at work on some of the 
| finest productions of English literature. : 


THE LORD LIEUTENANT. 


In James I.’s reign the lord lieutenant, in comparison with the 
sheriff, was a new-comer. Before the institution of the lieutenancies, 
the sheriff was normally the chief military officer of the county. Even 
in our period he was still theoretically at the head of the posse comitatus 
or county force. In the sixteenth century he was assisted in the work 
of mustering and training the local levies and sending drafts on foreign 
service, by specially selected local gentry acting as commissioners for 
the musters. Commissions for musters were first issued under the

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Tudor monarchs.! They were closely allied to the old commissions 
of array which they appear to have superseded.? Lieutenants, or 
lords lieutenant as they soon came to be called, no doubt to distinguish 
them from the lieutenants of the trained bands, were also an inven- 
tion of the Tudor sovereigns to strengthen their hold over the counties 
in times of danger. Henry VIII, had set up Councils of the 
North, of the Marches of Wales, and of the West, to keep those dis- 
tricts in order.2 ‘‘In times of special emergency other commissions 
were issued, namely, commissions of lieutenancy, which placed the 
levies of a specified district consisting of one or more counties, under the 
control of a single man, usually, though not invariably, a nobleman. 
Under Henry VIII. these were military officers and little else besides, 
appointed for a particular district during a time of crisis. By the 
end of the reign of Elizabeth they were playing a by no means unim- 
portant part in the social and administrative history of the counties, 
though even so there was by no means a lieutenant for every county 
in England.’’* 

The first recorded lieutenant of Northamptonshire was William 
Parr, Marquess of Northampton, appointed by Protector Somerset 
during the troubled reign of Edward VI. to look after the counties of 
Northampton, Cambridge, Huntingdon, Bedford and Norfolk, From 
1586 to 1591 Sir Christopher Hatton occupied the office in Northamp- 
tonshire. Before the regular appointment of a separate lieutenant 
for every county had become the normal state of affairs, during gaps 
in a lieutenancy the Crown issued commissions of musters as in times 
past. Thus in 1602, when our volume opens, the forces of Northamp- 
tonshire were under the control of the sheriff and commissioners for 
musters, to whom the letters of the Queen and Council were directed 

. 8). . 
: nape special qualifications were required in the lieutenant. 
The general policy of the Crown was to choose a local landowner of 
influence and high rank, well acquainted with local conditions. The 
sheriff would normally possess all these qualifications except that 
of rank. The Crown required something more. The lieutenant must 
be a man in constant touch with the public affairs of the realm, who 
could be trusted to side with King and Council when their point of 
view, as so often occurred, was at variance with local feeling. Military 
experience was also doubtless considered a great asset. 

The Earl of Exeter, both by his social position and military ex- 
perience on the continent, was particularly well-chosen to fill the post 
of lieutenant.® The eldest son of the great Lord Burghley, he was 
born at Cambridge in 1542. He was sent as a young man to travel 
on the continent for two years in the charge of Sir Thomas Windebank. 
His wildness and idle habits caused Windebank to send back bad re- 
ports, and Burghley expressed the fear that his son would “return

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home like a spending sot, meet only to keep a tennis court.” But the 
evil promise of his youth was belied by his subsequent career.! The 
year after his father’s death in 1598 he was made president of the 
Council of the North and lieutenant of the county of York, with which 
he had territorial connections through his wife. His chief work was to 
keep watch on the “popish recusants.’’ He wrote to his brother two 
months after his appointment to say that he had already “filled a little 
study with copes and mass books.” His relations with the Catholics 
may be further illustrated by another letter to Cecil, written from 
York (1 March, 1600) in which he said : ‘““My health requires me to take 
some physic this spring, which I dare not do here because there is none 
that is acquainted with the state of my body, neither dare I trust 
any poticarye in this town, being none but that are recusant.”’? On 
James’ accession in 1603 Lord Burghley (as Exeter then was) was made 
a privy councillor and lieutenant of Northamptonshire. He was 
at this date sixty-one years of age, a well-seasoned soldier with ad- 
ministrative experience, and through his position on the Council 
and his relationship with Sir Robert Cecil, in close touch with the 
government. To serve under a younger brother (Cecil was Secretary 
of State) might have led to friction, but from their letters to each 
other, the two seem to have been on excellent terms.* They were 
both made earls in 1605, and, says the Victoria History of the County, 
‘““Eixeter’s story may end with his earldom.’ But with us it is with his 
earldom that his story may be considered to begin. It remains to be 
said here that he was a sick man during the period of his lieutenancy. 
His constant ill-health may have accounted for the irascibility of temper 
revealed in the letters of his subordinates.> It certainly prevented 
him from giving that personal attention to the business of the musters 
which might have been expected from the lord lieutenant. In addition, 
his continual absences in London and at his house at Wimbledon threw 
all the greater responsibility on his deputies. 


THE DEPUTY LIEUTENANTS. 


The enforced absences of the lieutenants at Court or Council 
Board quickly led to the realisation that for the new system to be 
effective they must be provided with assistants in the counties. These 
assistants were called deputy lieutenants. They were selected from 
the landowning gentry dwelling within the counties, the very men 
who as justices of the peace, commissioners for subsidies, and com- 
missioners for the musters, were already well experienced in local 
administration. At first the Crown kept the appointment of the 
deputies in its own hands. They were named in the lieutenants’ 
commissions, as Sir John Spencer, Sir Richard Knightley and Sir

XX. INTRODUCTION 


Edward Montagu! were named in Sir Christopher Hatton’s commission 
in 1586.2. But in course of time the lieutenants were allowed to choose 
their own deputies, the number thereof only being limited in the com- 
missions. By the introduction of deputies the original object in creating 
the lieutenancies was to some extent defeated. An absentee lieutenant 
acting through more or less unwilling subordinates, who could or 
would only see things from the local point of view, was not much better 
than the old system of sheriff and commissioners for musters or Justices 
of the peace. But perhaps it was as well. The actual work was carried 
on by men who thoroughly understood local conditions and had their 
fingers on the pulse of local feeling. This without doubt often had the 
effect of preventing King and Council from laying on the counties 
burdens too heavy for them to bear, and was therefore for the good 
of the country in the long run. The only real solution to the military 
problem was a standing army, and for this the time was not yet ripe. 

Exeter’s deputies were of the usual type, landowners and justices 
of the peace, nearly all of knightly rank. Six out of the total number 
of fourteen who served during our period had had some legal training 
at the Inns of Court, and one, Sir William Tate, was a barrister-at-law. 
Seven were educated at Oxford or Cambridge. Many were members 
of families whose names still ring familiarly in Northamptonshire ears— 
Cecil, Montagu, Fitzwilliam, Watson, Knightley, Fermor, Spencer— 
one might almost be reading a list of justices of the peace of the present 
day. The families of others, such as Tate of Delapre, Andrew of 
Harlestone, Lane of Horton, Mildmay of Apethorpe, Throckmorton of 
Paulerspury, have disappeared from the scene. But in their letters 
to each other, full of the urgency of public affairs, though pleasantly 
seasoned with a friendly humourousness, Exeter’s colleagues in the 
lieutenancy come to life once more. A noteworthy fact about them 
is that so many were related to each other by blood, or marriage, or 
both. Exeter himself was father of one deputy (Sir Richard Cecil), 
first cousin to another (Sir Robert Wingfield), and connected by marriage 
with a third (Sir William Tate).* 

Exeter seems to have been given a free hand in the choice of his 
deputies.» He made his first appointments in 1607 from among 
“the best sort of gentlemen within that county”? who had previously 
been commissioners for musters, after putting them on their trial at 
the musters of 1605 (p.4). This freedom of selection shews the 
great trust reposed in him from above, for in other counties the Council 
was still exercising considerable pressure in the matter, as their frequent 
letters among the State Papers recommending men for the posts of 
deputy lieutenant or commissioner for musters bear witness.6 There

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seems to have been great eagerness for the post of deputy. When 
Exeter was presumably making his provisional selection, Sir William 
Lane wrote to Lord Salisbury complaining of the imputation resting 
on him at having been passed over.} Perhaps Salisbury used _ his 
influence, for Lane was, after all, included in the commission. Sir 
William Fitzwilliam was obviously much annoyed at. being left out, 
and also wrote to Salisbury complaining of Exeter in this and other 
matters.” Salisbury wrote to Exeter; “I esteem it ill fortune that 
the world must . . . see my brother seek the ruin of my kinsman’s 
reputation.”> (Fitzwilliam was first cousin to Salisbury through his 
mother, Burghley’s second wife). Exeter shewed some character in 
refusing to appoint him, and had probably good reason for his action, 
for Fitzwilliam was evidently a quarrelsome man.4 It has also to be 
remembered that Exeter was officially limited to three deputies, though 
he appointed seven in 1607, and later, eight. Fifteen gentry had 
acted as commissioners for musters in 1605. There were, of necessity, 
some disappointments. In 1613 the Council ordered Exeter to appoint 
the mayor and another as his deputies in N orthampton (see p. 97n.). 

Another point worthy of notice is the advanced age of most of 
the deputies on their admission to the commission. Knightley did 
not resign until he was eighty years of age. It was not until 1614 that 
anyone under forty was appointed. Sir William Spencer, the youngest 
of all, was about twenty-seven when he first appears in the lists in 
1618. Biographical notes of the deputies and commissioners for 
musters will be found on p. 245, but it is due to Sir Edward Montagu 
as owner of our Musters Book to give some account of his career at 
this point. 


SIR EDWARD MONTAGU. 


The Montagus were described by Sir Philip Warwick as “a noble, 
worthy family, and of a leading consideration in N orthamptonshire.’’6 
Our Sir Edward was the second son of Sir Edward Montagu kt. of 
Boughton. We find him in command of a foot company in the east 
division in 1587 at the age of 257 thus early fitting himself for his 
duties as deputy, and later as lord lieutenant. He succeeded to his 
father’s estates at the age of forty in 1602.

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He was a devoted member of the Church of England “yet so severe 
and regular in his life, that he was by the most reckoned amongst 
the Puritans.”! Morning and Evening Prayer were read daily in 
his household, and two psalms were sung after supper in the great 
hall. On Sunday evenings his servants were eatechised by the chaplain, 
and one of them was put to the ordeal of repeating the gist of the 
sermons heard during the day at Weekley church. Sir Edward’s 
hospitality was boundless. A coachman, who had driven a physician 
down from London to Boughton one Christmas, told his friends that 
he had seen twelve hundred people ‘“‘served in a day at my Lord Mon- 
tagu’s gate.” This was doubted, and ‘‘a wager was laid of it of ten 
pounds and brought to a trial and proved.” Montagu was adored in 
Northampton “and the multitude and vulgars flock’t about him when 
he came to town, as if he had been their Topical Deity.” 
On occasions he was apt to stand somewhat on his dignity, as we 
gather from Sir Arthur Throckmorton’s apology for addressing a letter 
in error to “Sir Henry Montague,” and rectifying the mistake by merely 
crossing “Henry” through, and inserting “Kdward” above (p. 240). 

In February, 1605, Montagu was one of those knights who pre- 
sented to the King a petition, signed by fourty-four gentlemen of the 
county, on behalf of the Puritan ministers who had been deprived 
of their livings in the previous year.? For this action he, with Sir 
Valentine Knightley, was summoned before the Council, ordered to 
retire to the country and ‘‘to desist from all dealings in matters con- 
cerning the king’s service.”? He cannot have been long in disgrace, 
for six months later he was acting as commissioner for the musters 
qo yf 
He succeeded the second Earl of Exeter as lord lieutenant in 1642, 
and on the outbreak of the Civil War in that year he proceeded to put 
in execution the commission of array for Charles I. The Parliament 
thereupon sent down a party of horse and took him prisoner. He 
was insulted by the fickle populace as he drove through Northampton 
accompanied by his nurse. He was over eighty years of age at this 
time, but had the spirit to tell his coachman to drive on when later 
on the journey he met the Earl of Essex who had attempted to salute 
him. On his arrival in London he was brought before the Committee 
of State who proposed to detain him in his daughter’s (the Countess 
of Rutland’s) house, “which he utterly refused and said ‘If he deserved 
to be a prisoner, he deserved to be sent to prison’.’”’* He was sent to 
the Tower, but on account of his health, was removed to his own 
house in the Savoy, where he died in custody nearly two years later. 
His character is well summed up by Sir Philip Warwick. ‘‘No man was 
more knowing in the country (i.e. county) affairs, whether it was in 
relation to the king’s service, or the common administration of justice, 
as at the Assizes and other such meetings. . . . In Parliament he 
was never froward to the Court, nor forward to flatter it; but was

TERRITORIAL ORGANISATION FOR THE MUSTERS. 


Among those required by the lieutenant’s commission to aid him 
and his deputies were the bailiffs and constables, and it is quite obvious 
that in dealing with men from over 300 villages and towns, the assist- 
ance of the local officials was indispensable. | 

Within the counties the unit of administration for judicial, taxational 
and military purposes was still the hundred.?2. The chief officer of the 
hundred was the high constable. In Northamptonshire there were 
two high constables of each hundred. Assisting them were the hundred 
bailiffs. The administrative unit within the hundred was the parish, 
and the military duties within the parish fell on the shoulders of that 
hard-worked man, the petty (or village) constable. 

The high constables were drawn from the yeoman class. Sir 
Arthur Throckmorton of Paulerspury, recommending a high constable 
for the hundred of Cleyley in 1618, says he “‘is a pretty clerk, an under- 
standing man and a freeholder.” (p. 178). The bailiffs may have 
been of the same or of a slightly inferior status socially. The petty 
constables were drawn from the “substantial honest men” of the 
villages, and though not many of them could have claimed to be “pretty 
clerks” they had to know how to write,’ even if slowly and painfully, 
as many constables’ account books still in our church chests bear 
witness. They had plenty of writing to do in connection with the 
musters (p. 57). 

Northamptonshire, with the Soke of Peterborough (otherwise 
the Hundred of Nassaborough), contains twenty hundreds. For 
purposes of local administration, except those connected with the 
lieutenancy, the Soke or Liberty of Peterborough had its own separate 
organisation inherited from the abbots in pre-Reformation times.4 
But the lieutenant of Northamptonshire, in common with those of 
other counties, was in his commission given authority not only over 
the county in general, but “in all corporate and priviledged places 
within the limits and precincts of the same, as well within liberties 
as without.” His authority therefore extended over the Soke of 
Peterborough, and the corporate boroughs within the shire. 

The awkward shape of Northamptonshire, which has been a 
perpetual source of difficulty in loeal administration, necessitated a 
certain amount of subdivision for the work of the musters. Therefore

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were responsible only for the work in the division in which they dwelt, 
and not for the county as a whole. Each division was again sub- 
divided into smaller groups. In the eastern division Sir Edward 
Montagu managed the five hundreds of Higham, Rothwell, Huxloe, 
Orlingbury and Hamfordshoe. Sir Antony Mildmay, and after his 
death, Sir Francis Fane, were responsible for those of Corby, Navesford, 
Polebrooke, Willibrooke and Nassaborough. Sir Richard Knightley 
scems to have superintended the whole of the west division down to 
1613. In that year Sir William Tate of Delapre took over the six 
hundreds of Wymersley, Warden, Fawsley, Nobottle Grove, Guils- 
borough and Spelhoe, Sir Richard reserving to himself those of Cleyley, 
Sutton, Norton and Towcester.! Special authority was also given 
to one deputy in each division. In the east division during our period 
the principal deputy was Sir Antony Mildmay, and after his death in 
1617, his son-in-law, Sir Francis Fane. 

The two leading deputies of each division were in close touch 
with each other, but frequent conferences with their colleagues of the 
whole county were necessary from time to time. These meetings 
usually took place at Quarter Sessions or Assizes at Northampton, 
but on one occasion all the deputy lieutenants were invited by Exeter 
to Burghley House? In 1618 after the appointment of some new 
deputies “‘which were never yet practised in these courses,”’ he desired 
them all to mect two or three days before the training (p. 175). In 
spite of these efforts at co-operation, the lack of ‘‘correspondency”’ 
troubled the more energetic deputies not a little. Sir William Tate 
wrote to Sir Edward Montagu in 1618, “‘I wish you would give some 
taste into our division of your projects, that we may hold correspond- 
ency by a mutual consent”? (p. 232).’ 

When King and Council had decided that the musters were to 
be taken throughout the realm, the normal course in Northamptonshire 
and presumably in other counties under a lieutenant was as follows. 
A letter signed by the Privy Council was sent to the lieutenant, who had 
copies made, which he sent with a covering letter under his own hand 
to one of the two principal deputies in his county.‘ _In his covering 
letter the lieutenant drew attention to the principal points of the 
Council’s instructions, and either added further instructions of his 
own, or committed the details as to times and places of mustering 
to the discretion of the deputies. The principal deputy, after shewing 
the letter to the deputies in his division, sent it on (or a copy), together 
with the copy of the Council’s letter and a covering letter of his own, 
to the principal deputy of the other division, who circulated it among 
his colleagues in like manner. 

Precepts were then issued by the deputies in each division to the 
high constables of each hundred, specifying the time and place of the 
musters and ordering them to warn all those summoned. Sometimes

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the precepts were signed by all the deputies in a division (p. 27), but 
normally only by the two leading deputies.!. The precept was ac- 
companied by lists of the men selected for the trained bands and of 
the gentry charged with horse, together with the assessments for armour, 
weapons and money. The high constables then gave notice to the 
petty constables of the quotas for which each parish was responsible, 
and it was the petty constable’s duty to produce the men, arms, and 
money at the forthcoming musters (pp. 5, 28). In the case of those 
“dead, insufficient or removed out of the county,’ he was ordered 
to bring two other good and sufficient men for every default, that the 
best might be chosen to make up the deficiency. He was doubtless 
furnished with a copy of the high constable’s precept.2 The high 
constable was responsible for the results, but the actual work was 
done through the petty constable of each parish.* It was also the 
duty of the high constables to collect the money assessed for the 
expenses of the trainings, and instructions to this effect were included 
in the precepts directed to them.! 

The musters and trainings were held quite independently in 
each division, at one, two, or more centres. The convenience of those 
attending the musters was best suited by having several centres, as 
in 1608, when the mectings for the foot were at Wansford,® Oundle, 
Kettering and Wellingborough, and for the horse at Rothwell. But 
this led to the practice of borrowing arms, and Exeter favoured one 
centre for each division. In the east division a compromise was 
usually made by holding the musters at two centres, normally Kettering 
and Oundle, but even so, many of the men must have had distances of 
over twenty miles to walk, carrying their armour and weapons. 

Before 1614 the horse were mustered apart from the foot. In 
that year and to the end of our period, they were mustered with 
one of the footbands. In 1616 Exeter desired to have the horse for 
the whole county mustered together, but on the deputies’ plea, that 
they were in two bands, “‘the shire very long,’”’ and that Exeter could 
not be present (pp. 1385, 136), they were mustered separately in each 
division as usual. 

After the musters and trainings, or musters alone, had been held, 
it was the duty of the leading deputy for each group of five hundreds 
to make up his accounts of receipts and expenses. This done, the 
principal deputy for each division drew up with the assistance of his 
colleagues a report or ‘‘certificate’’ of the proceedings. which was duly 
signed by all the deputies of the division. The certificates of both 
east and west (which included the schedules of horse and foot and 
the accounts) were then sent together to the lord lieutenant for pre- 
sentation at the Council Board.

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THE POSSE COMITATUS OR COUNTY FORCE. 


Though the county licutenancies were an innovation of the Tudor 
period, the military system placed under the control of the lheutenants 
had existed from early times.!. Their duties in relation thereto may 
be understood by a study of James I.’s commission of lieutenaney to 
Lord Burghley (as Exeter then was) in 1608 (p. 217). 

The ancient common law force of the realm was the posse comitatus 
or county force. This was the successor of the ‘‘fyrd”’ of pre-Conquest 
days. It was “based on the natural and proper idea that it is the 
duty of every free able-bodied Englishman to keep ready the arms 
suitable to his wealth and rank, to train so as to make himself efficient, 
and to turn out to serve when he is summoned.”” We may recognise 
this force in the phrase in the commission, “all and singular our subjects 

within our said county . . mect and apt for the wars,” and 
again in the direction to the lieutenant in case of invasion or rebellion 
in any place within the realm, to repair thither “with all the power 
you can make” (viz : the posse comitatus). Sheriffs and justices of the 
peace, anciently in control of this force, are directed to aid the lieuten- 
ant in the execution of his duties, making it clear that the new official 
was intended to supersede the old in respect of their military functions. 

The posse comitatus was mustered only once in the twenty years 
covered by our volume. That was in 1618 when all the ‘table men” 
of the county between the ages of eighteen and sixty were summoned 
toappear. The lists of those in the east division are given on pp. 70-77 
below. These lists were prepared by the petty constables of each 
parish and brought by them to the deputy lieutenants at the musters 
(p. 57). The posse comitatus of our county was never called out as a 
body on active service in our period, though the king was annoyed 
that this had not been done in the insurrection of 1607. But the 
gentlemen and their servants who turned out on that occasion no 
doubt did so consciously or unconsciously, by virtue of their ancient 
obligation as described in the commission. 


THE TRAINED BANDS. 


Out of the whole number of able-bodied men of the county certain 
were selected for the trained bands of foot-soldiers. The gentry were 
charged with the duty of providing mounted service. All were “tried, 
arrayed and put in readiness,” ‘armed and weaponed”’ and “‘mustered 
from time to time,” as the commission puts it. The names of those 
selected for training as foot soldiers in 1613 may be identified in the 
complete lists of able-bodied men, by the numbers written against 
their names (see p. 70). The Council’s instructions to the counties that 
gaps in the trained bands were to be filled with sufficient and apt men, 
“Preeholders, farmers, owners of land or householders,”’ (p. 55) inform 
us of the type of men desired as footsoldiers. Men of some substance

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were required, to avoid constant changes in personnel from musters to 
musters. In addition to the men who served in person, each town or 
village as a unit by itself, individuals with lands of the annual value of 
£5 and upwards, and certain of the clergy, were bound to provide a 
specified amount of armour and weapons, and to send them for in- 
spection and use at the musters. The common law: obligations of 
individuals with regard to the musters had last been regulated by statute 
in the reign of Mary I.! In 1569 a schedule? defined the liabilities of 
the clergy according to their incomes of between £30 and £200 a year. 
Clergy and laity of small means were allowed to join together in 
fulfilling their obligations, which accounts for the bracketing of names 
as on p. 71 below. Bows and arrows and other weapons obsolete by 
the reign of James I are mentioned in these Acts, and the nation seems 
to have accepted without demur the regulations of the Council for 
bringing the statutory provisions up to date.3 

In the lists of the trained bands (p. 9 &c.) appear the headings 
“Corslets,”’ ‘‘Muskets,” ‘“‘Calivers.” These need some explanation. 
The corslet was “the body defence of breast and back plate” of the 
pikeman. (See illustration). His head was protected by an iron helmet 
with brim and his weapon was an ash staff some 15 to 18 feet in length 
with an iron point, known as the pike or pikestaff. The musket was 
‘a heavy matchlock fire-arm used with a rest”; the caliver a similar 
firearm, but lighter, and used without a rest. By the end of our 
period the caliver had become practically obsolete, having been super- 
seded by the musket‘ as bows and arrows had been gradually replaced 
by fire-arms during the 15th and 16th centuries. These headings must 
be understood to mean the full equipment of the pikemen, musketeers 
and calivermen respectively. (See Glossaiy of Terms, p. 253). 

A specified number of corslets, muskets and calivers are entered 
in the lists opposite the names of the villages and individuals charged 
to provide them. In 1605 the sets of equipment tally exactly -with 
the numbers of trained men, but in later years there was considerable 
discrepancy, shewing an excess of equipment. Thus in the lists for 
Montagu’s hundreds in 1617, the total of muskets, corslets and calivers 
is 227, and the number of trained men only 172, an excess of 55 sets of 
equipment. The sum of £8 12s. 0d. paid in wages to the soldiers at these 
musters, at the rate of a shilling a man, agrees with the number of men 
in the lists. 


THE HORSE. 


The classes liable to provide horse in our county were the squires 
(including the knights),’ the smaller freeholders, and (after 1608) 
the well-to-do clergy. Nine out of the ten rated for horse in Corby 
hundred in 1605 (p. 17) appear in the list of freeholders for the same 
hundred in Knightley’s Musters Book.® (The exception is Sir William

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Aprice, part of whose lands lay in Hunts.) A comparison of these 
lists makes it clear that the laity in the lists of horse were normally 
freeholders,! though not by any means every freeholder had to provide 
horse. 

The commissioners for musters for the county were assessed for 
horse with the other gentry, but the deputy lieutenants of the east, 
though not of the west,? division seem to have consistently evaded the 
obligation. Their names appear in only one of the lists,—that for 1608,— 
and then there are significant blanks opposite their names. Noblemen 
were exempt, but as there were only six peers in the county, one of 
whom was the lord lieutenant, this did not make much difference.® 
The servants of noblemen also claimed exemption, but this was not 
always granted,* except to “menial and household servants.” In 1615 
even the servants of the king in court had to do their service with the 
rest. 

There were three classes of horse-soldiers, which appear in the 
lists as (1) lances or demi-lances, (2) light horse, (3) petronels (pp. 114, 
117, etc.). The “lances”? were the heavy cavalry, armed with lance, 
sword, dagger and pistol. The lance, from the fact that it originated — 
from the long tilting lance, later cut down to a shorter length, was also 
known as the ‘“‘demi-lanee.”” The armour worn by the lancers consisted 
of “helmet, body-armour, brassards, cuisses reaching to the knee, 
and boots.”> The light horsemen wore helmets (burganets or skulls), 
and body armour, and were equipped with a “northern staff’’ or short 
spear, pistols, sword and dagger. The petronels ‘‘were horsemen armed 
with the wheel-lock fire-arm, between the pistol and the musket,”’ 
known as the petronel (from “‘poitronel’’ as it was “ fired from the 
breast and not from the shoulder’’).° 

Each person liable to assessment was rated at a specified number 
of one or more of each of these types, which meant that those assessed 
had to supply the men as well as the horses, armour and weapons 
according to their assessment. This is apparent from the Council's 
order in 1608 that the justices of the peace should send “‘their horses, 
furnitures, and servants” to the musters, (p. 26) and from the absence of 
the wages of the horse-soldiers in the accounts. Both clergy and laity 
of small means were allowed, as with the foot, to club together to provide 
one horse soldier, which explains the term “Di’”’ or “half light horse,”’ 
which occurs so frequently in our lists. (See p.119). This arrangement 
reminds us of feudal times when certain tenants holding of the king by 
military service were assessed at fractions of a knight.

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THE OFFICERS. 


The muster masters of the period were usually sent down to the 
counties by the Council, who selected men of military experience.! 
Such military efficiency as was attained by the county forces depended 
on these officers. In 1608 the muster master in Northamptonshire 
was Captain Lawrence. He was imported by Exeter, probably on 
the recommendation of the Council, “‘for his fitness and sufficiency.” 
Krom 16138 to 1616 or 1617, and again in 1619, Captain John Fisher 
was muster master. Dr. Morris says he was “apparently a professional 
soldier from outside the county.”? This may have been so. The 
Council in their letter to the deputy lieutenants and justices of the 
peace refer to him as “‘heretofore placed muster master in the county.”’ 
He does not seem to have been a favourite with the deputy lieutenants, 
who were continually in arrears with his pay. On the other hand the 
Council on occasions approved of a local choice? and Fisher may have 
been a member of the well-known Wellingborough family of that 
name. Catesby who acted as deputy for Fisher in 1618 is possibly 
identical with the Catesby who served as lieutenant at the musters in the 
west division in 1613.4 He may have been George Catesby of Whiston 
The “Mr. Knightley’? who was muster master in 1621 and 1622 was 
certainly a local man. Beyond the fact that he was Montagu’s cousin 
(p. 211) it has been impossible to identify him more particularly, 
The muster master acted for the whole county, going from place 
to place to conduct the trainings. He was also frequently in touch 
with the lieutenant in London, and on one occasion, perhaps oftener, 
carried up the certificates to him after the training. 

The usual number of horse for the county was 100, divided into two 
companies, one in each division.® Of the 600 foot, half were mustered in 
the east and half in the west. The foot for each division was trained 
(except in 1608, when there were four places of training in the east) 
in two companies, each group of five hundreds supplying the 150 
men or thereabouts for each company. Both horse and foot were 
commanded by gentlemen of the county, as a glance at their names 
. will shew. The captains of the horse for the east in our period were 
Sir Robert Lane of Barford in Geddington and Henry Lane. Sir 
Robert was brother to Sir William Lane of Horton and Glendon (deputy 
lieutenant and captain of horse in the east in 1601), and to Parr Lane, 
who had been captain of horse in the west division and muster master 
in the previous reign. William Fitzwilliam,’ captain of one of our 
companies of foot in 1608, was the eldest son of Sir William Fitzwilliam 
who was commissioner for musters in 1602. Exeter appears to have

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appointed the officers at his own discretion. Before his appointment 
the Council had exercised some influence." 

The under-officers of each foot company consisted of one lieuten- 
ant, one “ancient” (ensign), two sergeants, two corporals, and a drum- 
mer and fife.2. A few only are named in our book. F rend, the drummer 
from Northampton, may have been the conductor of that name who 
took thirty men to Chester in 1602 (p. 217). Frend the drummer’s 
son played the fife in 1614 (p. 109). Plowgright was one of the fifes 
and Mekins a drummer in 1618 (p. 62). Thomas Newbond and 
Thomas Lane were sergeants in that year (p. 62), but these names 
give little indication of their social status. 

A provost martial is mentioned in Exeter’s commission, but 
not in our Musters Book. The duty of that officer of maintaining 
discipline among the soldiers at the musters, was doubtless executed 
by one of the under-oflicers, possibly the lieutenant.? In the minister 
who received 5s. from the public fund for reading prayers at the musters 
of 1616, we may recognise the modern military chaplain in embryo. 


THE CLERGY. 


Though in the previous century the principle had been successfully 
established that the clergy, equally with the laity, were subject to the 
common law with regard to their military obligations,* in our period 
and county they were on a somewhat different footing from the laity. 
They would only obey the orders issued by the officers of the lieuten- 
ancy after they had received the sanction of their ecclesiastical sup- 
eriors. To obtain this sanction the Council were under the necessity 
of writing respectful letters to the archbishop.’ As the latter was 
himself a member of the Council and must have heard the arguments 
in favour of the frequent trainings in our period, he was doubtless 
the readier to see that the clergy were not allowed to evade their 
obligations. As a body, they escaped more lightly than the laity, and 
there is no mention of them in our Musters Book until 1608, in spite of 
the Act of 4 and 5 Philip and Mary, c.2, by which the rates for assess- 
ment of the clergy as well as of the laity for armour and horses had been

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was referred to the Council. The archbishop was asked to write to 
the bishops, requiring them to rate the clergy according to their ability 
and to send the lists to the deputy lieutenants, so that the clergy 
might be mustered with the rest of the forces of the county, or separ- 
ately if thought more expedient! (p. 42). The list subsequently 
sent by the bishop of Peterborough to the deputies (in September) 
was evidently an old one? (p. 52). On October 12th he wrote to them 
saying he was making out a fresh list in accordance with later in- 
structions from the archbishop. (See pp. 48 and 44 below for the 
correspondence on the subject). The new list was made out under 
rural deaneries, instead of under hundreds as the first list, which must 
have given a lot of work to the deputies’ clerks. It came too late 
for the clergy to be mustered in that year, (pp. 46-51). For the 
rest of our period (1613-1620 inclusive) the Council ordered the clergy 
to be mustered with the laity. In 1613 the bishop supplied another 
list (p. 63), under deaneries as before, and the deputies reported that 
they had viewed the clergy, who were furnished as required (p. 77). 
It is, of course, understood that the parsons supplied the equipment, 
and.those charged with horse, the men also.* It is probable that they 
were expected to attend the trainings in person. 

In 1614, owing to the heavy charges of the training in that year, 
Montagu and Mildmay decided to levy a money rate, not only on the 
villages and laity charged for the footbands as usual, but on the clergy 
charged for the foot, and on both clergy and laity charged with horse 
(p. 96). In previous years the clergy had escaped money levies alto- 
gether. Though, on this occasion, they were assessed at only half the 
rates for the laity,‘ many refused to pay, saying they were not to be 
taxed without the consent of the archbishop and their diocesan 
(p. 109). We hear no more of the controversy until 1617, when the 
deputies informed Exeter that the clergy had again protested that they 
were not to be charged with training (i.e. money payments), but only to 
find arms, and that they had remitted the levy accordingly. They 
asked Exeter for further directions. ) 

In 1618 the deputies on their own account wrote to the bishop 
asking for a fresh list of assessments for arms for the clergy (pp. 177, 180) 
and Watson while in London spoke with Exeter on their reluctance 
to provide muskets and pay the levies (p. 178). Exeter wrote that the 
clergy were to be charged to shew “horse, or arms and furnitures, 
or both” and to conform themselves to the deputies’ order “for present 
satisfaction of such taxation as shall be laid upon them as well as upon 
the laity’ (p. 179). If any should be found refractory, he added, 
four or five in each division were to be reported, so that, if thought fit, 
they might be summoned before the Council. Andrew, on the west, 
suggested to Montagu that the clergy should be levied at the same 
rate as the laity, and given a fortnight to bring in their money (p. 179).

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The result of these efforts was only partially satisfactory. The clergy 
“appear now more than at former times,”’ the deputies wrote, “and 
most submitted themselves to the charge imposed.” The bishop had 
declared that he had received no directions about the provision of 
muskets, ‘‘and therefore the calivers stand as they did” (p. 194). In 
the following year as the result of a stiffly worded precept (p. 197) 
the deputies were able to report that “the clergy have now conformed 
themselves to their late direction,’’ and this is the last that we hear 
of them. 


AMMUNITION. 


The introduction of firearms necessitated precautions which made 
the whole business of the trainings little more than a farce. In the 
old days of bows and arrows, practice at the village butts on Sundays 
made real efficiency possible. When calivers and muskets were 
introduced the one, or at the most, two days annual exercise at the 
musters was quite insufficient for the attainment of more than the 
barest rudiments of skill in the use of those weapons. The question 
of expense made longer trainings of the bands impossible and the 
risks were too great in those unruly times to supply powder and shot 
for practice in the villages between the musters. In 1608 the Council 
wrote to Exeter (June 30, p. 26) ordering the county ammunition to 
be stored in such places where it would not be “easily subject to danger 
or surprise of any evilly disposed persons.”’ 3 

When Exeter became lieutenant the ammunition for the east 
division was kept at Fotheringhay.! On the sale of the castle by the 
King in 1605, he declared his intention of removing it to Colly Weston, 
another of the royal residences in the county. It is doubtful if this 
proposal was ever carried into effect. In 1608 the deputies reported 
that for greater safety the powder and match had lately been in the 
custody of Sir Antony Mildmay at Apethorpe “thinking it more safe 
there than in any town of this part of the county.” Five years later in 
obedience to Exeter’s orders it had been transfererd to Sir Edward 
Montagu’s residence at Barnwell Castle, (p. 81). The ammunition pur- 
chased by Montagu in the following year (1614) was still in his custody at 
Barnwell. In 1616 the powder, match and muskets were at Boughton, 
whence they were conveyed via Barnwell to Oundle for the September 
training. In the intervening years the records yield no information, 
but in 1619 the powder was again at Barnwell. In the west the am- 
munition was probably stored at Northampton castle, where the quarter 
sessions were still held.? It is interesting to note that during the 
days of the trainings at Oundle, Morton and Penn, schoolmasters, took 
charge of the powder.?® 3 | 

The armour and weapons provided by individuals were kept 
privately in their own houses, except in the case of recusants after the 
regulations concerning their arms were put into force. ‘There is little

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doubt that the village armour was kept in the parish churches. In 
the church at Raunds are two complete sets of pikemen’s armour of our 
period, formerly stored in the little room over the south porch, 

The Council were fully justified in the precautions taken for 
the safe-keeping of the ammunition. The rising of 1607 might have 
been far more serious if the rebels had been able to: use fire-arms. 
As it was, in addition to pikes and bills, they got out their bows and 
arrows. It is possible that here and there archery practice was still 
going on at the butts, enforced under the ancient statutes by lords 
of manors for their own pecuniary advantage. In 1599 the inhabitants 
of Dodford had been fined in the manorial court “for not practising 
with bows and arrows.”! This was eleven years after the Armada 
when not one of the Northamptonshire contingent of 400 men had 
been so armed.?. The musketeers of Northamptonshire whose fortunes 
we have been following, were not put to the test of actual warfare 
until the Civil War. To end the war, as Dr. Morris has pointed out, 
Cromwell’s New Model Army had to be created.? 


CLERICAL WORK: 


The clerical work of the musters in our period was done by the 
private secretary of the lieutenant,‘ the private clerks of the deputies, 
and the petty constables. Exeter’s private secretary was Thomas 
Rashleigh, and the commissions of deputy-lieutenancy® were written 
out by him in the cursive handwriting of his ordinary letters. These 
commissions were issued at intervals during Exeter’s term of office, 
probably when there was any change of personnel among the deputies.° 
It was apparently the custom to make out only orie or two copies which 
were sent to the principal deputies. Rashleigh’s remuneration for 
this work consisted of gratuities sent to him by the deputies on their 
appointment and further sums when their commissions were renewed, 
He was much aggrieved when Mildmay failed to give him anything, 
and he asked Montagu to give him a hint on the subject.’ Rashleigh 
seems to have exercised some influence on the business of the musters, 
for he told Montagu that he always endeavoured to persuade Exeter 
to leave the time and place to the deputies’ discretion (p. 239). 

But the chief burden of the clerical work fell on the clerks of the 
deputy lieutenants and on the village constables. In the first place 
the clerks wrote out the warrants to the high constables for summoning 
the musters. On the occasion of the muster of all the able men of the 
county in 1613 the high constables were ordered by the deputies to 
“charge the petty constables then and there (i.e. at the musters) to

in writing” (p. 57). Therefore it may be concluded that the lists 
of foot at each training were in like manner made out by the petty 
constables. After these lists had been checked with those present at 
the musters, and defaults and defects noted, the deputies’ clerks pre- 
pared the certificate for the lord lieutenant. These certificates con- 
sisted of the lists of names of villages and men, with the assessments 
of arms and money, accompanied by a brief covering letter reporting 
the proceedings, signed by the deputies, such as that for the east 
division in 1616 on p. 148 below. In 1618 a joint certificate for the 
whole county was sent, as we know by the inclusion of Tate’s sig- 
nature (p. 67). 

At the first musters held in 1605 the deputies tried to avoid the 
labour of making out complete lists, telling Exeter that the Council 
had formerly been content with round figures.?, But Exeter would 
have none of this. He found their certificate to be “‘very raw” and 
insisted on full details, at the same time altering the form in which 
the returns were to be made (p. 8). From 1618 on the assessments of 
money are given opposite the names of the towns and individuals 
charged with arms, instead of the money assessments in separate 
lists, as formerly. By 1614 the new system of return which prevailed 
for the rest of our period was in full swing. The foot for each hundred, 
muskets, corslets, calivers, and moneys, appear in parallel columns, 
with the lists of the horse separately at the end. When a full view of 
all the able men was taken, as in 1613, the labour of making the returns 
was of course exceptionally heavy. It may be taken for granted that 
the accounts were also copied out by the clerks, though one Richard 
Presgrave, who seems to have acted as paymaster and treasurer in 
1613, may have assisted in this (pp. 87, 88). The clerks were regu- 
larly paid for their work in connection with the musters out of the 
public fund,’ but there is no record of any remuneration of the village 
constables. Montagu, Mildmay, Fane, Cecil, Lane and the two Watsons 
are all mentioned as employing clerks, but the names of only two 
are given, viz. :—Saxby, Lane’s clerk in 1613 (p. 87), and Barton, 
in Montagu’s service (1614, p. 109).* 

When all the returns had been sent in, the final duty of the deputy’s 
clerk was to copy the certificates and all the relevant documents into 
the Musters Book. These registers of the proceedings in connection 
with the musters were probably kept by the leading deputies, if not 
by all of them, in every county. For Northamptonshire Sir Richard 
Knightley’s and Sir Edward Montagu’s books are the only ones so far 
known to have survived. The one kept by Sir Edmund Dridenell 
as commissioner for musters in the reign of Elizabeth is no longer at 
Deene, but we know that it existed, from a list of books made in 1648 
by the Earl of Cardigan.> The finest example of its kind known to

If Exeter himself kept such a book it has not survived. The 
lieutenancy papers of Sir Christopher Hatton (1586-1591), subsequently 
bound into a volume, are in Lord Winchilsea’s collection in the custody 
of the Northamptonshire Record Society.? But these are original 
documents. 


FINANCE AND TAXATION. 


The money for the expenses of training, which included the supply 
of ammunition and the wages of the footsoldiers, was levied on the 
same units who supplied the footmen and their equipment. The 
‘sums at which the villages, and individuals among the laity, were 
assessed for this purpose appear from 1614 onwards in the same lists 
as the assessments for arms and men. ‘The levies were made by order 
of the Council on the occasion of each training* to meet the expenses 
connected therewith. In 1616, however, there was sufficient money in 
hand to make a general levy unnecessary. On this occasion only, 
every parish and person liable to find arms paid the wages of the soldiers 
direct, at the rate of one shilling a day per man. Certain villages and 
towns were also taxed to provide muskets. All these levies were in 
addition to the ordinary taxes of the period’ and do not seem to have 
had any direct Parliamentary sanction behind them. 

In the west division, and presumably also in the east, the amount 
which each village had to pay was “according to the true worths and 
valuations of the towns in lands, proportionably assessed by the justices 
and constables of the hundreds.’’® In Essex (1608), the justices of the 
peace, having first been informed of the lump sum required from their 
hundred, were responsible with the assistance of the high constables, for 
making the selection.’ It may be takenas true that in many counties the

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rating was left to the discretion of the deputy-lieutenants.! Exeter wrote 
to his deputies in 1613 requiring them to take order that the charges in- 
eidental to the training “be levied upon the country, rateably in every 
hundred,”’ to be brought to the musters by the high constables (pp. 78, 
79). The Council’s letters enjoined that the tax was to be levied 
upon ‘‘persons of sufficient ability in that county.” So far as the 
assessment of villages as units was concerned, we have no means of 
knowing who were considered to answer to that description, for no 
names are given. The individuals among the laity who contributed 
were doubtless tenant farmers? and copyholders together with 
a few free-holders. We have, fortunately, a list of the freeholders of 
the east division for the year 1604-1605 (2 Jac. I.) in Knightley’s 
Musters Book.® A comparison of this list with those assessed for the 
trained bands and horse for the same year in our volume (pp. 16, 17) 
shews that of the fifty individuals in Corby Hundred assessed for the 
former only three were freeholders. The gentry made their contribution 
by providing the horse-soldiers, as described above, and escaped money 
levies until 1614. In that year owing to the heavy expenses of the 
training, Montagu and Mildmay decided to make a levy of 10/- for every 
light horse and 15/- for every lance of the laity. Noblemen escaped 
scot-free,4 and so did the deputy lieutenants, whose names do not 
appear in any of the lists. The taxation of the clergy is discussed above 
(p. XXX1). 

In the years 1616 and 1617 extra money had to be raised for the 
purchase of muskets (pp. 182, 152). Mildmay was nervous as to how 
this might be safely done without causing too much discontent.> The 
charge was 26/8 for each musket, so that, remembering the difference 
in the value of money in those days, the burden was a heavy one, 
especially in addition to the ordinary levy for training. But the 
county responded well and the money was paid. The gentry were 
also expected to give gratuities to the captains for training the horse. 
These varied in amount from 5/- to 35/-.6. The custom was most 
unpopular and the deputies wrote to Exeter in 1616 (p. 136) saying 
“It is much distasting to them, and most refuse to pay especially of 
the best sort.”’ The deputies thought it ‘hard to charge the meanest 
(here actually signifying the most generous) once and again till the best

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be brought to the same obedience.’’ But we note, inspite of their right- 
eous indignation, that none of the deputies’ names appear in the 
subscription lists. 


THE LEVY FOR IRELAND IN 1602. 


In addition to musters and trainings, another duty of the lieuten- 
ant was the raising of drafts for service overseas. In this, he also suc- 
ceeded to the functions of the sheriff and commissioners of array and 
for musters. We have seen how in 1602 the sheriff and commissioners 
for musters of Northamptonshire raised a draft for Ireland. Levies 
from other counties were sent to the Low Countries in 1603, and to 
Ireland in 1608, 1613 and 1615.1 Northamptonshire was lucky to 
escape further levies during our period, but many such drafts had been 
sent from the county in the previous reign. 

In Exeter’s commission, as in those of other lieutenants, there 
is no mention of any such duty. On the contrary, it is expressly stated 
that the forces under his command were to be used against the king’s 
enemies “‘within our said county,’’ and, in case of invasion or rebellion 
outside the limits of his commission (i.e. outside the county), but within 
the realm, that he was to repair to such place with ‘‘all the power’ he 
could make. He was by statute precluded from taking or sending 
the forces of his county outside the kingdom. In the reign of Edward 
III. it had been enacted ‘That no man be compelled to go out of his 
shire but where necessity requireth and sudden coming of strange 
enemies into the realm, and then it shall be done as hath been used 
in times past for the defence of the realm.’ The right of the Crown, 
therefore, to authorise the lieutenant to take the county force into 
other counties to resist invasion by foreign enemies or to suppress 
insurrection is clear, though many difficulties had in fact to be confronted 
in attempting to carry it out.’ But the main idea underlying the military 
obligation of the individual was the defence of his own county.” 

The right of the Crown to levy drafts for overseas had never 
been clearly defined, and in past ages had been the subject of dispute 
with Parliament. But such exercise of the royal prerogative with the 
acquiescence of Parliament had been strengthened by long usage. In 
practice some, influenced by love of adventure and the expectation 
of “loot,” were always ready to go. Others were forcibly taken. All 
were paid.’ In principle the loophole lay doubtless in the phrases 
of the Edwardian Act above referred to :—“where necessity requireth”’ 
and “for the defence of the realm.’ The right of decision as to what 
necessity required for the defence of the realm rested, in Elizabeth’s 
reign, at any rate, with the sovereign. The only service of a kindred 
nature between 1603 and 1623, so far as our county was concerned, 
was the authorisation by James of a levy of volunteers for the service 
of the King of Denmark, in which the deputy lieutenants were ordered 
to assist. But this, being voluntary service under a foreign monarch, 
comes under an entirely different category.

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In common with other English institutions, the military system 
was of slow, illogical, and fortuitous growth. The intricacies of its 
history are hard to unravel. This sketch of its main outlines has been 
attempted for the better understanding of the Musters Book. How 
far precisely the mustering of the horse and trained bands (as apart 
from the general musters of able men); the obligations of townships 
and individuals to provide men, horses, equipment and money ; and 
the levy of men for service overseas, were part of the common law 
‘militia’? system, how far a part of the system of raising troops by 
commissions of array and commissions for musters, authorised by 
various statutes from the reign of Edward II, and how far the result 
of the exercise of the royal prerogative with the tacit consent of Parlia- 
ment, is still, apparently, an unsolved problem.’ It will not be dis- 
cussed here, though it may be suggested as a subject for further re- 
search. A study of what actually occurred in Northamptonshire 
during our period may possibly throw some light on these questions. 

Queen Elizabeth’s claim to have reigned with her people’s loves 
was no vain boast. Neither, considering what circumstances obliged 
her to exact from them, could it have been an easy task. But she 
loved her people, and her great gift of tact in dealing with them is well 
illustrated in her letter to the commissioners for musters of 26 April, 
1602, in which she ordered the levy of 100 men from Northamptonshire 
for service in Ireland (p. 214). “The last occasion we had to levy for 
our service in Ireland,’’? she wrote, “‘did manifest sufficiently unto 
you how unwillingly we are drawn to burden our subjects more than 
the necessity of our state doth urge us.” She referred to the decay 
‘in the number of natural English” in her army there, and appealed 
to her subjects’ patriotism and hatred of the Spaniard. “‘It appeareth 
that the King of Spain, not abating his malice though frustrate of his 
first attempts, doth still intend to maintain a war in that our kingdom.” 
Even after this appeal, it must have been with heavy hearts that her 
servants proceeded to carry out the detailed instructions of the Council 
sent with this letter (p. 214). The men were to be at Chester by May 
20th, money for arms at 30/- and for apparel at 40/- a man was to be 
collected, and an honest conductor to be chosen. . Shortly after, 
fifty men from the east division set out along the Watling Street under 
the leading of Roger Robinson, to be joined later by the contingent 
from the west division, thirty of whom were conducted by John Frend, 
possibiy the professional drummer at the musters in later years. On 
the present occasion he was paid £13: 16s :10d for his service, at the 
rate of 2/- a day for himself and 8d. a day for each man. The march 
of 125 miles between Northampton and Chester occupied eight days. 

There is some doubt as to the normal sources of supply for these 
drafts for foreign service. From the military standpoint, the natural 
course would have been to take men from the trained bands, and 
this was attempted in some counties. Miss Scott Thomson speaks

When the Council had given way on this point,* their policy still 
fluctuated between the need of sending efficient men, and the desire 
to rid the country of undesirables. When the levy for Ireland was 
raised in 1596 the Council issued instructions that ‘‘special choice is 
to be made of able and likely men, known to be of good behaviour, 
and not vagrant and of the baser sort.’”+ In 1613 a letter was sent to 
certain counties (not Northants.) requiring a number of foot to be 
prepared, “‘of the most able men, not being of the trained bands” for 
garrison duty in Ireland.’ On the other hand in 1608 the Council 
wrote to eighteen counties ordering then to take up “‘vagabonds and 
masterless persons of able bodies”? to be sent to the Low Countries.® 
Here they were trying to kill two birds with one stone. 

The process of selection was vividly described by Captain Barnaby 
Rich,’ writing about 1604. ‘The Prince or Council, sendeth down 
their warrant to certain commissioners, of every such shire when 
they mind to have such a number of soldiers levied and appointed ; 
the commissioner he sendeth his precept to the high constable of every 
hundred ; the high constable of every hundred, he giveth knowledge 
to every petty constable of every parish within his circuit that upon 
such a day, he must bring two or three able and sufficient men, to serve 
the Prince, before such commissions, to such a place ; the petty constable 
when he perceiveth that wars are at hand, foreseeing the toils, the 
infinite perils and troublesome travails that is incident to soldiers, is 
loth that any honest man should hazard himself amongst so many 
dangers, wherefore if within his office, there hap to remain any idle 
fellow, some drunkard or seditious quarreller, a privy picker or such 
a one as hath some skill in stealing of a goose, these shall be presented 
to the service of the Prince.” The bitter feelings engendered in village 
life by these levies may easily be imagined. No wonder the office of

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In Northamptonshire the local justices and deputy lieutenants 
were glad of the excuse to ship off the disorderly among the unemployed. 
When a levy for Ireland had been ordered in December 1600, Sir Antony 
Mildmay wrote to Sir Edward Montagu, sheriff: ‘Some particular men 
not named in the general warrant for this hundred, I thought good to 
send you, both because I judge them very efficient and able for this 
service, and to disburden the country of such disordered persons, 
whom neither fair means nor foul can contain within any compass of a 
well-ordered life’’.1 

But whoever was selected, no-one was willing to go. One way 
of escape was to purchase substitutes. ‘“‘We have daily experience” 
wrote the Council in 1602 (p. 215 below) “that the abuses are so in- 
tolerable which are committed by the conductors in the chopping and 
changing of men and suffering them to escape for gain, as doth ex- 
ceedingly prejudice the service and maketh the levies almost fruitless.” 
Desertions were rife all over the country.” If the men did not escape 
before they left their counties, they did so at the ports or after they 
reached Ireland. At Chester they were abetted by the townspeople, 
who concealed the runaways in return for their military equipment 
until after the ships had sailed. Captured deserters were clapped into 
the gaols, to be released on condition of rejoining. Northamptonshire 
men were no better than the rest. In the Montagu correspondence 
is an undated list, probably between 1591 and 1603, of runaways, 
defective men and substitutes for the east division. Miles Pumrie 
of Bulwick is here described as “‘A tall fellowe but shooke like an aspen 
leafe eyther for feare or sicknes when he should have gone,” and a 
substitute is recorded to have run away with his furniture (i.e. armour 
and weapons) before the men were shipped. When a draft was levied 
for Ireland in 1597, a local official, Thomas Mulsho, wrote in despair 
to Sir Edward Montagu: “I am at my wit’s end, and cannot tell 
what to do to be rid of this service. We pressed and gave 6d. apiece 
to fourscore and fourteen men at Kettering, this day sennight, and 
charged them upon pain of death to appear at Northampton upon 
Monday at which time there appeared but three score and six 
men that the captain would take, and many did not appear at all but 
as. it seemeth are run away” . . . “I beseech your assistance 
herein for I am so tired that I know not what further to do without 
your good help.’’? 

Montagu did not approve of filling up the drafts by emptying 
the gaols of runaways, and when Sir George Fermor and Sir Arthur 
Throckmorton suggested this course he wrote :—“I hold it not good, 
neither yet will consent, to meddle with those that be runaways and 
now in prison, for that their fact is felony, but leave them where they 
are until the gaol delivery.”* The claims for exemption remind us 
of the tribunals which sat during the Great War. One Thomas Hurland 
wrote to Mr. Lyne (Lane ?) asking that another might be sent in place 
of his neighbour, Thomas Gudlad: ‘The constable of the hundred hath 
charged the constables of our town with him, willing that he be in a 
readiness to set forward in an hour’s warning,’’adding that it “should 
surely be to the utter undoing of his wife and mother.”® ~“Kdmund

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Elms of Lilford wrote in 1594 or 1595 to Montagu asking for exemption 
for his shepherd and another.! The terrible experience of those who 
finally had to go was sufficient justification for their unwillingness. 
The great majority perished miserably from disease, others were killed 
fighting. The lot of those who returned maimed and disabled must 
indeed have been a hard one, though the budding humanitarian in- 
stincts of the nation, had led in the previous reign to the passing of two 
Acts of Parliament for their relief.? 

The responsibility lay heavy on those who had to select Dick, Tom 
and Harry for the drafts, and the feeling of the local gentry about 
these impressments is probably well exemplified in a conversation 
between Sir Thomas Brudenell of Deene and Sir Christopher Hatton 
of Kirby Hall in 1626. After a long discussion on inclosure and common 
rights at Deenethorpe, Sir Thomas complained that he had been accused 
of attempting to send one Adam Taylor a freeholder of that village 
and his son as pressed soldiers, ‘‘which I no sooner knew of,”’ said Sir 
Thomas, “‘but gave order to prevent it, as I believe A. Taylor will ac- 
knowledge and the constable will aver, and I hope the world cannot 
tax me without slander to be any ways guilty or accessory to so foul 
base and impious an act, no, not to a thought so greatly devilish and 
bloody.’ 

The levy for Ireland of 1602 was no more successful than the general 
run. So far as our county was concerned. probably less so. “North- 
ampton has sent very ill men” wrote John Baxter from Chester on 
their arrival, “‘not forty good ones; never a county send such men 
hither as they, yet he must take most of them with him if the wind 
serves in time.” The inherent weakness of the military system is 
revealed by these incidents, and Essex’ reluctance to join issue in 
battle with the Irish rebels may partly be explained when the quality 
of his re-inforcements is considered. 


CATHOLIC RECUSANTS AND THE GUNPOWDER PLOT. 


The activities recorded in our Musters Book are limited to musters 
and trainings and one draft for foreign service. The lieutenant in 
his commission was required to conduct his forces as need might require 
against the King’s enemies, traitors and rebels, and to use them for 
the suppression of insurrections, riots, routs and unlawful assemblies. 
For such incidents and for the part therein played by the lieutenant 
and his deputies we must turn to the public records and the corres- 
pondence which has survived in local collections. \ 

Ever since the Pope had released the English Catholics from their 
allegiance to Queen Elizabeth they had been under suspicion. Per- 
secuted in the exercise of their religion, they were indeed placed in a

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most trying position. They were torn in two between their patriotism 
as Englishmen and their natural desire to see the return of their country 
to the old form of the faith. To secure the latter was impossible with- 
out political measures and alliance with England's enemies. In so 
far as they indulged in activities of this nature they were with reason 
regarded as traitors and enemies by their fellow-countrymen. At the 
beginning of James’ reign two plots had been discovered, one of which 
was actually revealed by loyal Catholics to the bishop of London. The 
more moderate among them were in great hopes of securing toleration, 
and two deputations—one of them headed by Sir Thomas Tresham 
of Rushton—-had waited on the King to this end. James was sin- 
cerely anxious that all his subjects should live in peace and amity 
together, and promised to accede to the request. The penal laws of 
the previous reign were more or less in abeyance, and the order given 
in February 1604 for the banishment of the priests had remained un- 
executed. In the following May the Catholics boasted of 10,000 con- 
verts. James became alarmed. He asked Parliament to prepare 
legislation, and an Act was passed for the execution of the existing 
laws. In February, 1605, all the imprisoned priests were sent overseas, _ 
and 5,000 persons were tried and convicted of recusancy,! but of these 
only 112 paid the full fine of two-thirds the annual value of their 
estates. The execution of the statutes against the recusants varied 
much from county to county. In some the law remained almost a 
dead letter. Local policy depended on the personal relations between 
the Protestant and Catholic gentry, and on the prevailing religious 
opinion in each area. In Northamptonshire, the Puritan element 
was strongly represented? and Excter’s hatred of the papists was 
well-known. 

All through 1604 consultations among a handful of the most 
ill-affected had been carried on. One of the leading conspirators was 
Robert Catesby of Ashby St. Ledgers, a Northamptonshire man. 
The putting into force of the recusancy Acts in 1605 brought matters 
to a head. Francis Tresham, who, in September of that same year, 
had inherited his father’s estate at Rushton, was taken into the 
confidence of the plotters. But his heart failed him at the last moment, 
and he sent the famous anonymous letter to his brother-in-law Lord 
Mounteagle, which led to the discovery of the conspiracy to blow up 
King, lords and commons at the opening of Parliament. 

The excitement in Northamptonshire must have been intense. 
Many of the squires and a large part of the population were strongly 
Puritan by persuasion, but all parties, without doubt including many 
of the Catholics, were roused to feelings of horror at the dastardly 
attempt. 

Orders were immediately sent from the Council to Sir Arthur 
Throckmorton, sheriff as well as deputy-lieutenant, to search the houses 
of all Catholics and to seize their goods. He was in London, but 
galloped post haste down to Northamptonshire with six horses, probably 
by night, for he was accompanied by a guide. He hastily sent letters to 
Sir Richard Chetwode and Sir William Samuel, justices of the peace, 
to meet him at Rushton. From there he went to Drayton, where he

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seized Lord Mordaunt’s goods. Mordaunt was committed to the Tower. 
In Lord Salisbury’s collection is a paper containing observations 
about priests and recusants associated with Mordaunt :—*Slaughton, 
Bowker, and Halle are known recusants and have sons at seminaries 
abroad. His (Mordaunt’s) house appears to be a receptacle of most dan- 
gerous persons, and there is a continual concourse between it and 
foreign seminaries.”’? Sir Arthur then searched the houses of Catholics at 
Liveden, Rushton, Pipewell and Silsworth.3 Finding that he had 
seized some goods wrongly reported to belong to Francis Tresham, he 
returned with them to Liveden, where Tresham’s newly widowed mother 
was living. Great must have been her distress at these terrible happen- 
ings. At Ashby St. Ledgers, Throckmorton seized the goods of Robert 
Catesby and others. Then on to Harrowden to search unsuccessfully 
for incriminating papers at Lord Vaux’s house.4. His task completed, 
Sir Arthur hurried back to London to make his report to the Council, 
dining with his companions at Kettering on the way.5 

The rest of the story is well-known—the arrest, torture and 
execution of Guy Fawkes, the hunt for the rest of the conspirators, 
the gallant deaths of some as they fought at bay against. their 
pursuers at Holbeche in Worcestershire, the execution of others, the 
starving out of the priests from their hiding places, their torture, con- 
fession and execution. ‘Tresham escaped this fate by dying a prisoner 
in the Tower, but not the gruesome sequel, which we learn from the 
Council’s letter to the Lieutenant of the Tower, ordering “‘his head to 
be stricken off, and so used by some skilful surgeon, that it may be 
preserved till further direction be given.’’® The head was exposed at 
Northampton. Sir Edward Montagu’s part in the proceedings was to 
draft the Act for the Public Thanksgiving, to be held annually on 
November 5th. This service remained in the Book of Common Prayer 
until 1859.7 

The Catholics naturally remained under grave suspicion - for 
years after the plot, which turned many against them who had previously 
been disposed in their favour. It has been seen how in 1618 the special 
reason which moved the Council to order musters and training after 
a lapse of five years was “‘the boldness and assurance which the recusants 
have taken of late’’ (p. 93). But the deputies had other duties thrust 
upon them. In January of this year, the sheriff, deputy lieutenants 
and justices of the peace, received letters from the Council directing 
them to invade the houses of the papists or suspected papists and to 
seize their arms. Those with ultra-Puritan sympathies such as the 
Knightleys and Sir Edward Montagu were no doubt ready to obey, 
but even so it must have been a delicate and uncongenial task to 
go armed to the houses of neighbours and friends, sometimes even of

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kinsmen, to force an entrance and to make the necessary search. The 
local officials were also faced with the difficulty that many, well-known 
to be Catholics, by occasional attendance at their parish churches were 
able to deny that they were recusants,1 and so in carrying out their 
instructions the unfortunate deputies were apt to get into trouble with 
the Council for excess of zeal. 

On receipt of the instructions a conference of the sheriff, Justices 
and deputies took place at Northampton and an agreement was drawn 
up as to the manner of procedure. A list of recusants’ houses was 
made, thirty in the east division, fifteen in the west (p. 224). It was 
decided to begin on the east side of the county, with the houses of the 
best sort, and to remove all fire-arms, leaving swords, daggers, some 
brown bills, and ordinary pikestaves, in accordance with the Council’s 
orders to leave the recusants sufficient arms for the defence of their 
houses. Owing to Sir Thomas Brudenell’s subsequent protests to 
the Council and the deputies’ defence of their action, it is possible 
to reconstruct a vivid picture of the occurrences at Deene. 

We may imagine the sudden arrival of Sir Euseby Andrew, sheriff, 
with Montagu, Mildmay, two justices of the peace, the high constables 
of Corby hundred, and the attendant train of servants and grooms. 
We can conjure up the dismounting in front of the house (which can 
have altered little from that day to this), the thundering on the door, 
admittance asked and refused by a loyal retainer of the family, a 
scuffle probably in the courtyard, though the deputies declared they 
went in most peaceably, the arrival of Sir Thomas Brudenell on the 
scene, hastily summoned from his beloved books, his order to his too 
zealous servants to put up their arms and allow the intruders into 
the hall. By this time the news would.have spread round the 
great house, and we can see Sir Thomas and his wife, own sister to 
Francis Tresham, surrounded by their household, while the intruders 
in another group stand uncomfortably near the great door. The 
sheriff reads the Council’s warrant. Sir Thomas indignantly protests 
his loyalty. He declares he is no recusant, is as ready to serve his 
king and country as any sheriff or justice of the peace, and how can 
he do his duty at the musters if his arms and weapons are taken away ? 
His protests are ignored. Is it not common knowledge that he and 
Lady Brudenell and members of his household to the number of fifteen 
recusants have already been presented several times before the justices 
at Northampton, and also indicted for recusancy at the last assizes ? 
(p. 227). Fire-arms, armour and other weapons are hastily gathered 
together, the intruders remount, and laden with their spoils, go clattering 
down the drive, Sir Thomas gazing after them in impotent fury. 

After their departure Sir Thomas sat down and wrote an indignant 
letter to the Council. The deputy lieutenants were thereupon asked

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for an account of their proceedings. They consulted together and 
drafted a long letter which was not sent, but which has luckily survived 
(p. 226). Then they wrote a brief defence of their proceedings (p. 228) 
concluding as follows :—‘‘Now may it please your lordships to be 
advertised, that we have been heretofore familiarly acquainted with 
reproachful words and distasteful letters from Sir Thomas Brudenell 
which we have to shew and can prove under his own hand. Neither 
must we look or expect any other recompense at his hands for any 
service of this nature. Nevertheless by the help of god we will never 
desist from doing His Majesty the best service we can, although malig- 
nant spirits should do their worst.”’ 

In the list of Catholic houses, Rushton, so well-known as the home 
of the Treshams, curiously appears under the name of Sir Thomas 
Brudenell. He may have been a trustee of the estate in the ordinary 
way. As he had recently been attending his parish church he was not 
technically a recusant. His nephew Sir Lewes Tresham (younger 
brother of Francis) may therefore have nominally made over Rushton 
to him, in the hope of evading the law. But the Council’s orders had 
been to seize not only the arms of convicted recusants, but of those 
“ill-affected in religion.” The sheriff and deputies were consequently 
justified in their raid upon Rushton, which provoked Sir Lewes also 
to complain to the Council (pp. 226, 229). He was greatly provoked 
not only at the seizure of his arms, but at the sealing up of the doors 
of his study and muniment room. The deputies’ excuse (p. 227) was 
that they suspected that further arms were concealed in these rooms. 
If none should be found they considered it fit and reasonable that Sir 
Lewis “be restored his free liberty of ingress into those restrained 
parts of the house.”’ 

This seizure of the papists’ armour served a double purpose. It 
was an insurance against armed insurrection, and the weapons came 
in very usefully to supply defects at the musters, thereby saving ex- 
pense to the county (p. 230). They were sent to the house of John 
Andrew, the Northampton armorer, to be scoured and put in order, 
and those Catholics attending the musters were apparently allowed 
to reclaim their own armour for the period of the trainings! (p. 228).

those arms in the general musters and training of soldiers for his Majesty’s service, 
it is, upon debate and consideration thereof ordered by their lordships that his 
Majesty’s Lieutenants in the several counties of their lieutenancies shall cause all 
such arms to be scoured, amended and repaired at the charge of the particular 
owners of the same. And that the said owners in all general musters and trainings, 
shall be required to wear and use their said arms from time to time for the service 
of his Majesty as others do; and the said musters | being ended shall leave their 
arms to be laid up and disposed in some such public place of the county as shall 
be appointed by the lord lieutenant, or otherwise disposed as in his discretion 
shall be found fit. To which purpose such of the Lords Lieutenant as shall require 
letters of directions from the Board in that behalf shall have the same accordingly 
addressed unto them.” (Acts P.C. July 11, 1619). 
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It was perhaps this side-issue which involved the deputy lieutenants in 
the service. These episodes at Deene and Rushton were doubtless 
typical of other invasions of the houses of the Catholic gentry." 


INSURRECTION OF 1607. 


In James I.’s reign there was no threatened invasion which ne- 
cessitated the calling out of the trained bands as in the Armada year 
in the previous reign. But there was always the fear of “riots, routs 
and insurrections” within the realm, such as the heutenant in his 
commission was directed to quell (p. 218). Apart from the continual 
plots and schemings of the Catholics, the country was in an extremely 
disturbed condition. The many presentments for destruction of in- 
closures which came before the Star Chamber shew that the agrarian 
situation was chiefly responsible for the unrest. Economic causes 
had led to inevitable changes in the agricultural system. The con- 
sequent dislocation in the life of the countryside caused discontent 
which was liable at any moment to flare up into actual rebellion. 

For a century the question of inclosures had loomed large 
as a popular grievance of the first magnitude, especially in the 
midland counties. Owing to the growth of the cloth industry the 
open arable fields in many parishes had been inclosed and converted 
into pasture for sheep farming. This process led to the throwing out 
of employment of large numbers of the peasantry, whose houses were 
pulled down, and who were often turned adrift on the roads to seek a 
living as best they could. At the beginning of the 17th century the 
rise in the price of corn gave a great impetus to inclosure of com- 
mon pasture for improved arable farming. This was equally unpopular 
with the smaller commoners, who lost their grazing rights over the 
inclosed lands. But the trouble in Northamptonshire in 1607 arose 
from conversion to pasture as may be seen by the wording of the 
commission appointed to inquire into the causes of the insurrection.? 
The passing into lay hands in the 16th century of huge quantities of 
land had also affected the situation. The monks had been inclosers 
too, but the church estates were sold and bought and sold again with 
ereat rapidity after the Reformation. A great impetus was given to 
specialised farming, and the policy of the new class of gentry was to buy 
up the copyholds and turn them into leaseholds, to persuade the villagers 
to agree to inclosure, to raise the rents and run their estates on a com- 
mercial basis. ‘These changes were for the good of the country in the 
long run, but caused great hardship at the time. 

Though it was true, as Sir Edward Montagu wrote in 1614, that 
Northamptonshire, generally speaking, “was no inclosed country,”’ yet 
in spite of legislation designed to check it, inclosure had been going on 
piecemeal for a long time. Many prominent members of county families 
were implicated and among the parishes affected were Norton, Plump- 
ton, Guilsborough, Bozeat, Northampton, Mears Ashby and Bugbrooke 
in the west, and Finedon, Rushden, Pytchley, Wittering and Newton on 
the eastern side of the county. It is pleasant to know that in this matter 
Sir Edward Montagu sympathised with his poorer neighbours. On 
March 28rd, 1604, he and Sir Valentine Knightley presented to Parlia-

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ment a list of Northamptonshire’s grievances, which included ‘the 
dispopulation and daily excessive conversion of tillage into pasture.’’! 
The government, however, failed to deal effectively with the situation? 
and early in the summer of 1607 the smouldering disaffection broke 
out into open revolt.’ 

The rising started in the neighbourhood of Kettering* under the 
leadership of a peasant called John Reynolds, nick-named Captain 
Pouch, from a leathern pouch which he wore at his girdle. As usual 
in popular insurrections he claimed the sanction of religion. His 
declaration that he was directed by the Lord of Heaven is reminiscent 
of the pass-word of John Ball’s rebellion in 1381 : ‘‘John the miller will 
grind small, small, The King’s son of Heaven will pay for it all.” 
The rebels collected in bands, armed with pikes, bills, and bows and 
arrows. Their fire-arms were useless, as the county ammunition 
was safe in the custody of the deputy lieutenants at Northampton 
and Barnwell Castle. But they carried spades with which they pro- 
ceeded at Pytchley, Rushton and Newton, to dig up and throw down 
the hateful fences, newly planted on the wide arable fields. They were 
no doubt fortified by the belief that they had the sympathy of such 
men as Montagu. 

News of the trouble was sent to the King and Council. A pro- 
clamation was speedily issued and sent down to the deputy lieutenants. 
Eixeter was in London. The deputies used all their powers of peaceful 
persuasion to get the rioters to desist and return to their homes but 
without avail. Urgent messages were daily sent from the Council, 
and at length Montagu and Mildmay attempted to call out the trained 
bands. Messengers rode post haste with the warrants to the high 
constables. These in their turn sent round to the petty constables. 
But all efforts to put the local forces into the field against their fellow- 
countrymen failed. Some at any rate were among the rioters. Three 
men (from Boughton, Weldon and Kettering respectively), who sub- 
sequently surrendered to Montagu,® had served in the musters of 1605. 
Others served in subsequent trainings. Let the story be continued 
in the words of a contemporary®:—‘“Sir Anthony Mildmay and Sir 
Edward Montacute (sic) repaired to Newton, Mr. Thomas Tresham’s 
towne, where 1,000 of these fellows who term themselves levelers 
weare busily digging, but weare furnished with half pykes, pyked 
staves, long bills, and bowes and arrowes and stoanes. Thease gentle- 
men, fynding great backwardnes in the trained bandes, weare con- 
strained to use all the horse they could make [i.e., the neighbouring

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gentry and yeomen] and as many foote of their owne servants and 
followers as they could trust ; and first read the proclamacion twice 
unto them [the rioters], using all their best perswasions to them to 
desist that they could devise ; but, when nothing could prevaile, they 
charged them thoroughlie both with their horse and foote. But the 
first charge they stoode, and fought desperatelie ; but at the second 
charge they ran away, in which theare weare slaine som 40 or 50 of them, 
and a verie great number hurt.”’ 

Exeter in the meanwhile hastened down from London. He was 
now an old man in very bad health. When he arrived on the scene 
the insurrection was over and nothing remained but to make such an 
an example of the ringleaders among the prisoners as would prevent 
further outbreaks. According to the brutal custom of the age this was 
duly done. Many were hanged and quartered and their quarters set 
up at Northampton, Oundle, Thrapston and other places.’ Another 
proclamation was issued offering pardon to those who would surrender, 
and there is at Boughton House a list of those who came in and sub- 
mitted to Sir Edward Montagu. There are 142 names of illiterate 
peasants (including two women) with their marks scrawled alongside, 
a pathetic record of a hopeless struggle against an inevitable economic 
revolution. 

It is pleasant to hear of the reluctance of the deputy lieutenants 
to resort to force. A letter from Sir William Lane to Lord Salisbury 
also throws a favourable light on the conduct of the lieutenant. “Iam 
bold to affirm,” he wrote, “that my Lord Lieutenant ever since his first 
entry into these parts, hath carried himself so nobly and with that 
moderation as hath begotten him much love and good opinion of all 
sorts.”2 Sir Edward’s Musters Book contains no word of these events. 

The rising spread into Warwickshire and Leicestershire. It is 
noteworthy that our deputies did not summon assistance from neigh- 
bouring shires and that no attempt was made by the Council to send 
in forces from outside the county. This might indeed have led to 
serious trouble. But the King was quite clear in his own mind as to 
the military resources at his disposal, both of the ancient and the 
modern type. The sheriff was still in theory at the head of the county 
force, and the somewhat anomalous relation between it and the trained 
bands under the lieutenant is shewn in a letter from the Earl of Shrews- 
bury to the Earl of Kent, lieutenant of Bedfordshire (2nd June. 1607). 
“Your Lordship hath heard of the tumultuous rabble of people that have 
assembled themselves, first in Northamptonshire on May eve, throwing 
down sundry inclosures in divers parts, both in that county and since 
in Warwickshire and lastly in Leicestershire where now they are, 
continuing to do the like. . . Ithought good to let you understand 
that his Majesty is nothing well pleased with the remiss course that both 
the sheriff and justices of the peace have taken in that matter, and 
also the deputy lieutenants, chiefly in Northamptonshire, where it 
first began, and also in the other two shires of Warwick and Leicester, 
for his Majesty expected that so soon as such insolent numbers had 
been gathered together, the sheriff and justices should have prepared 
themselves with posse comitatus to have gone against them, to have 
apprehended some of the chiefest of them, to have sent some of those 
up hither, and to have committed others, (in good numbers) to the gaols,

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Which if they could not have well been able to have done by their 
posse comitatus, then to have craved the aid of the lord lieutenants, 
or the deputy lord lieutenants in their absence, and so to have raised 
the trained bands of horse and foot, or so many of them as had been 
requisite, and to have set upon them, and so to have either overthrown 
or dispersed them as they should have thought fit. Whereas on the 
contrary they have only used persuasions and no force at all. And 
now I the rather trouble your Lordship with relation hereof, to the end 
that if there shall happen any such loose or bad people to arise in 
Bedfordshire that you will cause that sound and sharp course to be 
taken with them, at the beginning, and in no sort otherwise to tem- 
porise with them, but to cut them off at first if persuasion will not 
prevail, neither use any persuasion at all till you have some 40 or 50 
horses well appointed, which will run over and cut in pieces a thousand 
of such naked rogues as these are.” Kent replied that he had sent 
out his warrants to the high and petty constables and to all the captains 
both of horse and foot, to be ready at an hour’s warning as need might 
require. 

There is little doubt that our deputy lieutenants acted wisely 
in refraining from such desperate measures. The number of rioters in 
Northamptonshire was reported at a thousand. This number may 
have been greatly exaggerated. But six years later the whole of the 
posse comitatus only amounted to 3031 men. For the sheriff to have 
acted on his own initiative would surely have led to trouble between 
him and the deputies, and it would hardly have been possible to have 
collected the force from the farthest corners of a shire over 60 miles 
in length at a few hours notice. The whole county was seething with 
discontent at the inclosure movement and it is really a remarkable 
tribute to the influence and power of the deputies that they were in 
the end able to muster a sufficient force to quell the rising. To be 
led against their fellow-countrymen was bad enough. To be asked 
to charge and shoot down women was worse, and we know from a 
letter of Sir Edward Montagu to his wife that there were many such 
among the rioters. ‘They destroyed more than the men,’ wrote he, 
and “‘tasted of the smart’’ as well as they. 

It remained for the government to bring to book those who had 
broken the statutes against inclosures. In the following August a 
commission was issued for that purpose. Many landowners, including 
members of the Isham, Tresham, and Montagu families, appeared 
before the commissioners to answer for the destruction of houses, 
conversion of tillage into pasture, and obstruction of roads in twenty-two 
parishes in all parts of the shire.? But this is another story. 


MISCELLANEOUS ACTIVITIES. 


The intensely practical and unphilosophical nature of the English 
genius, which seldom allows itself to be hindered by logical considera- 
tions, led to the employment of the lieutenancy officials for many pur- 
poses outside the letter of the commission. Through their lieutenant

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the deputies were more closely in touch with the central government 
than any other body of local men, or than they themselves were in their 
capacity as justices of the peace. They were therefore required by 
the King and Council to carry out measures of the most miscellaneous 
kind in which local influence was needed. 

In 1612 the King of Denmark sent an ambassador to James I. 
to ask for permission to levy troops in England. Lord Willoughby 
was thereupon commissioned to raise volunteers “upon such conditions 
as may invite men of active spirits to serve under such a prince” and 
the Council wrote to Exeter! that it was the King’s wish that the 
lieutenants of counties should give their assistance. Exeter’s letter on 
the subject to the deputy lieutenants and justices of the peace of the 
east division of Northamptonshire is printed below (p. 222). 

This order was not far off the general line of the deputies’ normal 
activities. Very different were other requirements of the Council 
during the period under review. King James had the notion of en- 
couraging the silk trade in England and to this end he imported, 10,000 
mulberry trees. He wrote to the deputy lieutenants of the counties 
in January 1607 ordering them to arrange for the sale of the trees 
at 6/- the hundred to the local landowners, promising later to publish — 
a book of instruction on the management of the silk worm. Many 
ancient mulberry trees still bearing fruit m our gardens may have 
been planted in obedience to this order.’ 

Stranger still was the order to sell lottery tickets in aid of the newly 
planted colony of Virginia. The modern would-be promoters of govern- 
ment lotteries in this country might find some useful propaganda in 
the Council’s letter to the deputy lieutenants of Northamptonshire, 
(>. 236), praying them to employ “their good endeavours amongst 
the gentlemen and other persons of ability within that county to 
adventure in the said lottery destined to so good a purpose, such 
reasonable sums of money as each of them might conveniently spare, 
not doubting but that excited by your good example and persuasion 
they will shew themselves forward to adventure in so sure a lottery 
wherein haply they may be gainers, and whatsoever any shall lose 
shall be bestowed on so good a work and so behoofful to the whole 
realm.” 

It is noteworthy that in these last two instances King and Council 
wrote direct to the deputy lieutenants over the lord lieutenant’s head. 
Truly the deputies were the Marthas of the counties, “‘troubled about 


many things.” 


MUSTERS AND TRAININGS. 


Towards the close of Elizabeth’s reign and in the first year of that 
of her successor the service of the musters had been somewhat neglected. 
A letter from the Council ordering the musters of the horse and trained 
bands of Northamptonshire in January 1597° indicates the possibility 
of a view in that year, but there is no record of any returns. In 1591 
we know that there had been a general muster of the able-bodied 
men of the county. A circular letter from the Council was sent to

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lieutenants and commissioners for musters of the counties on 28th 
April, 1601, ordering the mustering and training of horse and foot 
henceforth without any new direction “‘because there has been no 
mustering and training of late years,’”’ divers are dead, removed, or 
taken for the Queen’s service, and much armou:. has gone abroad 
with the soldiers. From further letters issued this year we may assume 
that the order was carried out in our county.! 


1605. 


Thomas Cecil, Lord Burghley, received his commission. as lieutenant 
of Northamptonshire in 1603. In January 1604 he wrote to Sir Edward 
Montagu of his intention, when his health had improved, to require 
those that had formerly acted as commissioners for musters to report on 
the trained bands and assessments of horse and arms, after which he 
would take action. On 4th May, 1605, he was created Earl of Exeter. 
In the following June the Council turned its attention to military 
affairs and issued a circular letter to lieutenants of counties requiring 
them to use diligence and foresight for the preservation of armour, 
weapons and munitions, which might be done without training or 
musters. Exeter went beyond his instructions, and decided to hold 
musters (30th August, p. 3). 

He had not yet appointed any deputies, but wisely intended for 
this first service to employ “the best sort of gentlemen” in the county 
to act as “Commissioners for the Musters,”’ from among whom, when 
he had seen the certificates sent in, he would choose his deputy lieuten- 
ants. He wrote explaining this to Sir Antony Mildmay, Sir Edward 
Montagu and John Wake (p. 4). As John Wake disappears from our 
Musters Book after this year, we may conclude that he did not come 
up to the required standard. 

The commissioners were to “divide themselves in their several 
liberties or divisions as hath been formerly accustomed,” to muster 
the foot on September 19th, and to note the defects since “‘the decease 
of our dread sovereign.’’ The defects were to be made good by October 
29th when the view of the horse was to be held. In the meantime 
they were to send in a list of the names and dwelling-places of all 
those charged with arms and furniture for the trained bands, to be 
submitted by Exeter to the Council by September 29th. 

The lieutenant’s letter was circulated by Mildmay to his brother 
commissioners, and it would seem from their correspondence that a 
conference among them took place before the precepts to the high 
constables of the hundreds were issued.” The foot of the east was viewed 
at Kettering on Sept. 18th. So many defects were found that two 
days later further precepts were sent out requiring the petty constables 
and those privately charged with armour and weapons to supply the

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defects and to appear again at Kettering on October 29th. Presumably 
this only applied to those found defective. On 21st September the 
commissioners reported to Exeter that the muster of foot had been held, 
and the usual number—300—selected for the trained bands. They 
demurred at sending him the lists of names and dwelling-places. 

Exeter was much annoyed. He wrote (October i4th) complaining 
that the certificate sent up was “‘very raw” and not fit to present to 
the Council Board. He required the particulars asked for previously 
according to “‘the order of the table I herewithal send you.”’ In short, he 
had made out a form to be filled in. A glance at the text of our volume 
will shew that the filling up of forms is not by any means a device of 
modern times. 

Several days seem to have elapsed before the lieutenant’s letter 
reached the county. Sir Edward Watson wrote on October 28rd to 
Montagu saying he had that morning received letters from Mr. Richard 
Cecil (Exeter’s second son) enclosing Exeter’s communication, appar- 
ently with instructions for a conference of the commissioners. These 
he forwarded to Montagu, suggesting dates for the conference and a 
preliminary consultation at Kettering between himself and Montagu. _ 
Montagu replied that he did not see how the certificates in the new 
form could be prepared within the limited time, especially as several, 
including himself, intended to go to London. He was in favour of a 
conference if it could be arranged. If not, he suggested that Mildmay 
and the rest who would be in London should take up the books with 
them, and make out the certificates there. Eventually the muster 
of the horse took place at Kettering on October 29th, and the com- 
missioners, on their trial and anxious to please, supplied the names and 
dwelling-places of foot and horse as desired (pp. 9-17). 


1607. 


Two years later Exeter decided to choose his deputy lieutenants 
in time for the musters in the ensuing autumn. His commission 
making the appointments is dated July 20th, 1607 (p. 221). Though 
by his own commission of lieutenancy he was limited to three deputies, 
he appointed seven, named in the following order :—Sir Antony Mildmay 
Sir Edward Montagu. Sir Richard Knightley, Sir George Fermor, Sir 
William Lane, Sir Robert Wingfield, and Sir William Tate. Mildmay, 
Montagu and Wingfield lived in the east, and Knightley, Fermor and 
Tate in the west division. Lane had property on both sides of the 
county, and seems to have acted, sometimes for the west, sometimes 
for the east division. 

Karly in September the new deputies received instructions from 
Exeter to view the foot at the accustomed times and places “as shall 
be most convenient for the ease of the country,” and to muster the horse 
before him at Rothwell complete with rider, corslet, buff saddle, staff 
and pistol, on Thursday, October Ist. There are no returns for the 
foot, but we may conclude that Exeter inspected the horse for the 
whole county at Rothwell on the above date. This was apparently 
the only occasion during the term of his lieutenancy that Exeter was 
present in person at the musters.

The muster of 1607 was probably limited to counties with ex- 
ceptionally energetic lieutenants such as Exeter, or even to Northamp- 
tonshire alone. In the following year the Council issued orders for a 
general muster and training throughout the kingdom. The reasons 
given contain interesting reference to the national characteristic 
of postponing measures of defence until face to face with an emergency. 
‘We cannot but very much doubt that in this happy time of peace, 
there hath been no less neglect and decay of necessary provisions for 
war than there is commonly in men an improvident forgetfulness of 
sickness so long as they find themselves in good health, which should 
be far otherwise in the wisdom of every state, because peace is best 
continued when there is ready and sufficient provision for war which 
if it happen, (as no state can promise itself a perpetuity or long sufferance 
of peace) it causeth less expense, less trouble and less danger when. the 
means for it are provided beforehand than if they be to seek on the 
sudden.” The Council’s letter was dated June 30th. Special pre- 
cautions were to be taken to make the musters a reality and to prevent 
such abuses as the borrowing of arms to be shewn by different persons 
on. subsequent days. No one was to be exempt but the king’s ordinary 
servants in court, and the menial or household servants of noblemen. 
The clergy were to do their share. Each division was to be mustered 
apart for the convenience of those in outlying parts of the county, 
but the meetings were to take place on one and the same day. 

Exeter issued his orders to the deputies on August 28rd. From 
a letter sent by those of the east to their colleagues of the west it seems 
that on Saturday, September 10th all the deputies met at Kettering 
or Wellingborough to determine ‘“‘of one course to be held by us all.” 
The foot of the east division were mustered at Wansford,? Oundle,? 
Kettering, and Wellingborough on’ September 22nd, 28rd, 26th and 
27th respectively. The muster of the horse took place at Kettering 
on October 20th. The muster master employed was Captain Lawrence, 
an outsider introduced at Exeter’s command® (p. 23). The trained 
bands for the east were made up of 150 pikemen, 20 musketeers, 
and 130 calivermen, making the usual total of 300. They were divided 
into two companies, under the command respectively of William 
Fitzwilliam and John Isham. The 50 horse (10 lances and 40 light 
horse) were under the command of Sir Robert Lane. The draft certi- 
ficate containing this information was sent to the deputies of the 
west division who agreed to send a joint certificate for the whole county 
to Exeter by the hands of the muster master. No training seems to 
have been given at these musters. The effort to include the clergy 
failed, the bishop of Peterborough declaring that he had not been given 
sufficient time to prepare the lists of those chargeable for the service.’

After a lapse of five years King and Council decided in 1613 to 
summon general musters of all the able-bodied men throughout the 
realm (pp. 54,55). Instructions similar to those of 1608 were issued 
to the lieutenants at the end of January, but in addition orders were 
given for the repair of the beacons, which had been long neglected. 
Returns were to be sent in before April Ist. It was unusual to hold 
musters so early in the year. Reference was again made to pro- 
vision for war being the best guarantee for the continuance of peace, 
but on this occasion the ‘‘boldness and assurance” of the recusants 
was given as an additional reason that the service should be undertaken 
“thankfully and executed with alacrity.’’! 

Exeter wrote from London on February 14th enclosing the Council’s 
letter, committing all the details to his deputies, and asking for certifi- 
cates by March 29th. Mildmay and Montagu sent out their precepts or- 
dering the high constables to summon every person whatsoever under the 
degree of a baron between the ages of 18 and 60, and the musters for the 
east were duly held at Kettering and Oundle on March 22nd and 24th. 
In view of the defects revealed, the deputies delayed sending in their 
certificate and decided to appoint another day ‘for review” when 
barley sowing should be ended (p. 67). Exeter signified his approval, 
and ordered musters and training to be held at Whitsuntide or there- 
abouts when he desired the foot to be trained under the direction of 
Captain John Fisher, muster master (p. 67). 

Tate wished for a conference? and the other deputies con- 
sidered that Whitsuntide would be too soon. Tate’s letter to 
Montagu of May 12th (p. 222) evidently refers to two interviews 
with Exeter in London at which he had tried without success 
to ‘‘divert this resolution of training.” The service must be executed 
at the time appointed. Tate added sarcastically “I will make the 
best haste I can from hence to see this May game.” Montagu con- 
sulted with Mildmay and wrote to Tate (May 18th, p. 283) that he 
did not see how they could train until the defects in the armour had 
been made good. He had therefore issued warrants for musters only 
for the first week in June. 

The west was more amenable, though Tate, writing to Montagu 
on May 25th, considered matters had been ordered “‘very preposter- 
ously.”> Fisher was at Paulerspury on May 26th, probably staying 
with Sir Arthur Throckmorton, to attend the training in the west.‘ 
He wrote to Montagu asking when his services would be required in 
the east. On June 2nd Mildmay informed Montagu that he had sent 
his servant to London to get Exeter to postpone the training, whereat 
the choleric lieutenant “had fumed much at first,” but at length had 
been persuaded to agree, and to hold the training of both horse and 
foot together towards Michaelmas, declaring his intention to be present 
in person. However in the end the deputies compromised by holding 
at Wansford, Oundle and Kettering on June 2nd, 8rd and 7th, a partial 
training “for the ease and better satisfying of our countrymen, since 
they have lately been so deeply charged with repairing their. arms ’’

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(p. 77). Part of the horse only were viewed, as the greater number 
were still at grass. The lord lieutenant did not attend. 

But this did not satisfy Exeter. He wrote from Burghley on 
September Ist ordering yet another muster and training of the foot 
towards the end of the month, and a view of the horse in October when 
they should all be up from grass. Mildmay and Montagu demurred. 
They probably knew the state of local feeling better than Exeter who 
was so much away. At any rate they lived in the county and had to 
bear the full brunt of the unpopularity of these frequent musters. 
Apart from the sacrifice of time incurred, the county had already been 
put to great expense in supplying defects in armour and weapons. 
With a touch of insubordination which can hardly have been to Exeter's 
liking, they pointed this out, adding that they had already that year 
performed as much if not more than had been required either by the 
Council or by Exeter himself. (It was true that training was not 
mentioned in the Council’s letter). They concluded by asking Exeter, 
if he should insist on the autumn, training, to issue the warrants in his 
own name, since the legality of their taking the initiative while the 
heutenant was within the borders of the county was more than doubt- 
ful. The reply which these protests provoked is interesting. “I 
marvel,” wrote Exeter “‘to see you so backward touching the training 
of the bands which are appointed for this east division, considering how 
necessary a thing it is that men who are appointed to wear armour 
upon their backs should be learned how to use them, and learn to 
march with them, or else I account it no better than to put arms upon 
a man of straw. . . . . Whatsoever you stand upon the letter 
of the Lords of the Council, you must not stand so much upon the 
literal letter as their meaning, whereunto I was more privy than you 
are, by reason I was present at the determination that was there con- 
cluded, and my hand at several of the letters that were sent to divers 
other shires, whereupon I am sure Kent, Sussex, Middlesex, 
Hertfordshire and Hampshire were all trained. . . And therefore 
I pray you direct your warrants accordingly, . . wherein you 
shall not need to doubt of the scruple you make since you are warranted 
by my letters, for it may be though I be in the county I may not be 
able through my infirmity to be there present myself, and besides you 
are better acquainted than I am with the persons to whom the warrants 
shall be directed. . . . Your very loving friend, Exeter’ (p. 80). 

In spite of this last injunction Exeter did in fact issue the warrants 
himself on September 7th and the trained bands were both mustered 
and trained on September 23rd, 24th and 28th at Kettering and 
Wansford. The horse were inspected at Kettering on October 21st 
and it is satisfactory to learn that they “presented themselves in good 
and warlike manner” (p. 92). There is no record of Exeter’s attend- 
ance. Thus ended the unusual activities of this year. 


1614. 


It has been seen how in 1613, Exeter, in common with a few 
other lieutenants, went beyond the Council’s instructions by training 
as well as viewing the trained bands. As a professional soldier he 
realised the uselessness of mere inspections. It is possible that his 
influence was behind the decision of the Council in 1614 to insist 
not only on a general muster of the county forces, but on the training 
and exercising of the selected men. Explicit orders to this effect were 
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given in the circular letter of September 13th!. This step was rendered 
all the more necessary by the presence of Spinola’s army in the Low 
Countries and of a Spanish fleet in the vicinity of the coast (p. 95). 
On receipt of the letter from Wimbledon, where Exeter was in residence, 
Mildmay and Montagu met at Oundle (September 24th) to discuss the 
assessments of money for the expenses of the training’. The warrants 
to the high constables were issued on the same day jointly in their 
names and in that of Sir Richard Cecil, who had now joined the ranks 
of the deputy lieutenants. If Northamptonshire had exceeded its 
duty in the previous year by training in addition to musters, on this 
occasion the balance was adjusted by summoning the trained bands 
and horse only. There was never again during our period a general 
assembly of all the able-bodied men of the county. The training of 
Montagu’s hundreds took place at Kettering on October 7th, and of 
Mildmay’s at Oundle on October 13th and 14th. Fisher was muster 
master as before. John Isham and William Fisher were in charge of 
the foot companies. Henry Lane commanded the horse, which was 
viewed with the foot at Oundle on October 13th. The clergy as a 
whole refused to do their share. We learn from the accounts that 
£15. 11. 3. was expended on the erection of three beacons in Montagu’s 
district, but in which parishes is not stated. 


1615. 


Early in January, 1615, Montagu and Mildmay received ‘an urgent 
summons to appear before the Council “for some special cause, which 
at your coming you shall understand.”? It may well have been on 
lieutenancy business. Mildmay excused himself on the score of ill- 
health, but the plea was not accepted. His messenger rather meanly 
gave the lords to understand that the account of his indisposition 
was exaggerated, and they sent another messenger to Apethorpe with 
directions not to return without Sir Antony if his health would in 
any sort permit him to travel. This is all we know of the incident. 
On February 8th Exeter himself was sick, together with several members 
of the Council. 

Orders for a general muster and training were issued on June 
26th and at the same time the Council tackled the question of the 
recalcitrant clergy by writing to the archbishops asking them to require 
the bishops to make out proper lists of those fit to be rated to find 
arms, horse, and furniture, for it was the Council’s intention this year 
that the clergy should be mustered with the laity. At the beginning 
of August Exeter was down at Burghley arranging for a conference 
with his deputies before issuing his own instructions. His reason for 
summoning them was a discrepancy in the accounts of the west division 
(p. 111). Mildmay sent Exeter’s letter on to Montagu, saying he 
was doubtful if he himself could attend, “by reason of his want of 
health.’ Montagu, who was at Barnwell Castle, hastily sent his man 
over to Apethorpe with notes of the particulars required by Exeter,

A few days after this meeting at Burghley, Exeter sent a copy of 
the Council’s letter together with the necessary warrants under his 
own hand to Cecil, Mildmay and Montagu. On August 28rd he wrote 
again that for fear of endangering his health, and more especially because 
he had been summoned to appear at court very shortly, he could not 
be present at the musters. The forces of the east division were trained 
together at Oundle on September 4th, and the certificate, with the 
accounts for the past four years, was forwarded to Exeter on September 
25th. 


1616. 


Musters and training were now ordered annually by the Council 
with monotonous regularity, but different questions arose each year 
to trouble the local officials. In 1616 a great effort was made to bring 
the weapons throughout the realm up-to-date by substituting the 
musket for the old-fashioned caliver. Exeter arranged for the pur- 
chase of muskets in London and gave particulars of the type and price, 
(26s. apiece with bandolier and rest) in a letter to the deputies written 
from Exeter House on May 10th (p. 131). The sum total 
required he stated in marks, a method of reckoning surely more 
antiquated than the caliver. The change entailed great expense, 
but the deputies of Northamptonshire did their best, and Throckmorton 
in the west was especially eager for efficiency in this direction. Mild- 
may, on the other hand, while admitting the many defects in the arms, 
was very doubtful how money might be safely levied for this purpose. 
At the instance of the deputies it was at length decided, against the 
wishes of the Council, to make the change by degrees, and to supply 
for this year 100 new muskets for the county, 50 in each division, the 
cost of which was assessed on selected towns and villages. £33 :6:8 
was raised from twenty-one towns and villages in Montagu’s five 
hundreds for the purchase of twenty-five muskets. 

Exeter was dissatisfied with the county’s quota of men and horse, 
particularly the latter. He wished “to have that county of North- 
ampton paralleled with the best’? and complained of the small number 
of horse ‘‘where so many gentlemen, do inhabit” (p. 135). He desired 
not less than 100 horse for the county to be inspected at the same day 
and place, and threatened punishment by the Council of defaulters. 
The harrassed, deputies pleaded (27th August, p. 186) that in all recent 
musters the foot companies had been presented. “‘in decent and comely 
order,” that muskets had been provided as ordered, and with respect 
to the horse, “seeing they shall not be presented to your Lordship’s 
view, and that they are put into two bands, and the shire very long,” 
they requested to be allowed to muster them separately in each 
division at the training of the foot as heretofore. They assured him 
they would “be careful to avoid that which may be most suspected, 
the shewing of one and the self same horse in divers places,” and asked 
for instructions for levying the money on the gentry for the captain 
in command of the horse. 

The finances of the musters had been so managed that no levy 
was necessary for the general expenses of this year’s training, but each 
parish and “private man” (i.e. individual assessed to provide arms) 
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was yvequired to pay the soldiers’ wages during the training “after 
12d. a day for every man.” The meetings were held at Oundle on 
September 25th and 26th. Five gentlemen were reported by the 
deputies of the west division for shewing “‘unserviceable horses and 
borrowed arms.’ They were summoned before the Council, and on 
promising to submit to Exeter in the future, were dismissed with an 
admonition. They were lucky to escape punishment by the Star 
Chamber, but the inconvenience and expense of travelling to London 
in addition to the disgrace, was doubtless a sufficient penalty to bring 
them to obedience.! 


1617. 


In 1617 the musters and training for the east division were held on 
October 1st at Kettering. Exeter’s ill-health again did not permit him 
to be present. He gave special instructions about the horse. De- 
faulters should answer for it at the Council Board ‘‘as some of the west 
division did not long since, both with punishment and disgrace.” 
The deputies copied this sentence into their warrants and told the high 
constables to shew it to the gentry and clergy concerned. The warrants 
were issued on August 27th in the names of Cecil, Mildmay, Montagu 
and Sir Lewis Watson. Six days later Mildmay died. The absence of 
his familiar figure at the ensuing training must have cast a gloom over 
the proceedings. 

The certificate, on the whole, was satisfactory. All or most of 
the calivers had been changed into muskets, supplied by John Kettle, 
the London armorer. Though the deputy lieutenants did not agree 
the clergy protested they were only liable to find arms, and not to be 
charged with expenses of training, and their plea was accepted. The 
horse were ‘“‘better furnished than of late,’ but early in the following 
year Thomas Thornton, Brian Johnson and John Dillworth were all 
summoned before the Council for defaults. At Exeter’s mediation 
they were dismissed after making their submission. 


1618. 


Things did not run smoothly this year. The trouble began with 
the decision of the Council to hold the musters earlier in the season— 
“this summer” in the wording of the Council’s letter. On May 6th, 
Exeter wrote to his deputies from London declaring his intention to 
hold the training of the foot of the east division at Oundle on Wednesday 
and Thursday in Whitsun week (May 27th and 28th), and that of the 
west at Northampton on the Monday and Tuesday following (June 
1st and 2nd). His reasons were :—(1) ‘‘Men will then be least employed 
in the managing of their country businesses and affairs of that nature.” 
(2) “The days are now at the best length, the weather usually fair.” 
(3) “The new arms may now be better provided than towards winter.” 
Exeter further desired a conference of all the deputies a few days before 
the training, ‘“‘because there are of late some new deputy lieutenants 
come in which were never yet practised’? (p, 174).

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These arrangements were not to the liking of the deputies. On 
May 10th Montagu from Barnwell Castle sent a letter to Sir William 
Spencer, Sir Arthur Throckmorton, Sir Valentine Knightley and 
Sir Euseby Andrew, his colleagues of the west. He said’ that owing 
to absence on public business Fane would not be able to attend the 
musters, and that Sir Richard Cecil and Sir Lewis Watson were in 
London, whither he intended to proceed himself on the following day. 
For these reasons the time was too short to muster in Whitsun week. 
The west might do as they thought well, but he suggested they should 
also defer their musters, so that the deputies’ conference might be held 
beforehand on Monday before the (Midsummer) Sessions tp. 177).. He 
thought this would satisfy Exeter since the Council gave “a longer 
liberty.”1 Throckmorton replied in a somewhat ruffled tone, referring 
to “a passage” between himself and Montagu at their last meeting 
(p. 177). He begged to be excused from the conference on the plea 
of urgent private business. He would agree to the decision of the other 
deputies respecting the musters. Sir Lewis Watson’s reply came 
from London, where he had seen Excter, evidently with the object 
of persuading him to allow the musters to, be held at more than two 
centres. But the old lieutenant was adamant. ‘One in a division 
and no more.” “I had not been long with him,” wrote Watson, 
“before he questioned me of himself whether we had appointed it 
so or not, and it came from him with so much passion as I perceived 
it would be in vain to move him further.” For the trouble with the 
clergy this year, see above (p. xxxi). 

The warrants were sent out for the summer musters, the meetings 
on the cast being fixed, against Exeter’s orders, at two places, viz : 
Kettering and Oundle. Shortly afterwards the warrants for the 
musters in the east division were called in. Probably the lieutenant 
had exercised his authority. The deputies received a letter from him 
(of July 4th) telling them that “this distraction hath fallen out only 
through your own fault and no other, in altering that direction which 
was expressed in my letters.” He added that as hay harvest was so 
near he would leave the time and place to their discretion so long as the 
musters were held before Michaelmas and ‘‘so that ye observe one time 
and place as I formerly directed’’ (p. 180). A letter from Thomas 
Rashleigh (Exeter’s clerk) to Montagu (July 10th) throws an interesting 
sidelight on the way matters were organised. He is sorry to hear the 
warrants have been recalled and that the mustering and training 
should not have taken place as in the west. It is not often his Lordship 
restrains them to a certain place as at this time he was pleased to do. 
“But at all times,’’ Rashleigh continued ‘‘as much as in me lieth, I 
use my best endeavours and persuasion sometimes, to leave both time 
and place to your own discretion and direction.’”? He added that 
Exeter was building a gallery at Exeter House, and would not be 
likely to come down to the county that year. 

The training eventually took place on October Ist and 2nd at 
Oundle, for the whole of the east division as Exeter desired. The 
footbands passed muster with credit, but the horse were not up to 
strength, “‘by reason of some decay in the gentry’s estates and absence 
of others . . . out of the country.” The clergy put in a better 
. appearance, ‘‘and most submitted themselves to the charge imposed,”’ 
but the effort to get them to buy muskets failed. The bishop declared

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he had received no such direction—he was not going to take orders 
from the local officials—and therefore, so runs the certificate, “their 
calivers stand as they did.” 

An interesting feature of this year’s proceedings was Northampton’s 
anxiety to do its share. In common with London and Coventry 
application was made in May to the Council for leave to exercise and 
gain instruction in the use of arms. The Council approved and Exeter 
was empowered to arrange for the selection and training of 150 able 
and sufficient inhabitants in and about Northampton, the officers to 
be appointed by him.! 


1619. 


“The levying of forces’? and warlike preparations ‘“‘almost through- 
out all the parts of Christendom”’ (p. 195) was the Council’s excuse early 
in this year for issuing the usual order for musters and training through- 
out the kingdom. A special note of urgency is sounded in their letter 
to the counties (Feb. 11th, p. 195). “It is high time at length after 
so many admonitions that care be taken that the troops of horse in 
that county be filled up and made complete with all provision and_ 
furniture appertaining.” Both horse and foot are to be ready to 
serve at ten days’ warning. Provision of powder and match is to be 
made as in the late Queen’s time. The appeals in times of danger that 
things should be done as in the days of the great Queen are interesting. 
The beacons were to be repaired, furnished with materials for firing, 
and duly watched. The customary letter was sent to the archbishops. 

The deputies seem to have obeyed their instructions with that 
alacrity which was so conspicuously absent in the preceding year. 
Their warrants to the constables were ordered to be shewn to the 
gentry and clergy charged with horse, ‘“‘so that now there may be no 
connivance or winking at any man’s default whatsoever” (p. 197). 
The national emergency seems to have ensured in the east division a 
ready compliance. ‘The musters were held on Tuesday and Wednesday 
in Easter week (March 30th and 31st), at Oundle. There was a greater 
appearance of the foot and better horses than usual. ‘Those few de- 
faults that were are promised shall be forthwith amended.” Even the 
clergy had “conformed themselves in all things to their late direction.’ 
The deputies hoped that the lieutenant would “ find the forces of these 
parts complete upon the least occasion.’’ ‘They were not responsible 
for the doings of their colleagues at the other end of the county. A 
stormy interview which Exeter had with Sir Richard Cecil? may have 
reference to Exeter’s action with regard to the defaulters at these 
musters. On May 24th, he wrote to the sheriff (Sir Clement Edmonds) 
desiring him to send up to the Council five out of many gentlemen 
presented by the.deputies of the west for refusing to shew horse and 
arms. They were “to answer their disobedience and contempt in 
that behalf’? (p. 240). 


1620—1623. 


Montagu in 1620 was in his sixtieth year. The only particulars 
given in his Musters Book for the years 1620-1623 are a copy of part 
of the Council’s letter ordering musters for the former year, and a

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summary of the accounts for the period between 1616 and 1623 (pp. 211, 
212). From the latter we may gather that there was a training at 
Kettering in 1620. The next year was so wet that no musters were 
held, but in spite of this Knightley, the muster master (Montagu’s cousin), 
received £25 for his fee. A payment to Knightley in September 1622 
and the purchase of powder in May 1628 would seem to shew that 
musters were held in those years. The item ‘‘4 October, laid out for 
match against the training at Weldon there being none left”? may pos- 
sibly refer to the 1623 training. The last entry, as the first in the book, is 
in Montagu’s own hand. He does not seem to have made much progress 
in accountancy as the years went by. On July 14th, 1619 he noted 
that there was £7-15-2 in his hands, but added in the margin “I can 
finde but 5l2 11s. 11d. quere.”’ 

Exeter died on February 8th, 1623, aged eighty-one years, and was 
buried in Westminster Abbey, where his effigy may still be seen. ‘“‘In 
regard there was neither dinner, supper, nor banquet, nor so much as 
a cup of drink, it was called a dry funeral.”! Montagu survived his 
chief by twenty-one years, dying a prisoner in the Savoy at the age of 
eighty-two. ) 


CONCLUSION. 


Such was the military system at work in Northamptonshire in 
the reign of James I. On the one hand there was obviously a real and 
growing anxiety for efficiency on the part of King and Council, which 
was zealously backed up by the licutenant. As a soldier who had 
fought abroad Exeter must have realised what little chance his 
Northamptonshire levies would have stood in actual warfare with con- 
tinental troops. We cannot agree with Dr. Morris that James I. 
*‘made no effort to make the militia efficient,’”’? and we feel sure that 
' if he had lived to see Sir Edward’s Musters Book he would have revised 
his opinion. The Knightley Book only records the musters of 1605 
and 1613 in James’ reign. On the other hand, the lieutenant’s zeal 
was rendered somewhat ineffective by his almost continual absence 
from the county. Locally, though hard work was done, there was a 
tendency not to take the musters too seriously. By Tate they were 
cynically referred to as “this May game.’ In Northamptonshire 
the prospect of invasion was remote. Any such danger in our period 
would have been in the south. The experience of 1607 shewed plainly 
that the trained bands were useless to quell a local rising. The frequent 
trainings were a continual interruption to the ordinary avocations 
of all concerned, and on the middle and upper classes the financial 
strain was great. The marvel is that they submitted to it so patiently. 
The only class with whom the musters can have been really popular 
were the “able men,’’—the pikemen and shot who were paid the very 
high wages of 1s. a day during the periods of training. This high rate 
was no doubt necessary to induce them to come. But on the whole the 
execution of the Council’s orders must have severely tested the popular- 
ity of those compelled to execute them, from the deputy lieutenants 
down to the petty constables. There is plenty of evidence that we have 
Crown and Council on the one hand and those on whom the burden 
fell locally, pulling against each other. In this difference of interest 
and opinion lay the whole weakness of the military system. The only 
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solution of the problem was a standing army. This was eventually 
born of the Civil Wars, reduced to a nullity at the insistence of the 
nation in 1660, and finally reconstituted in 1689 with the safeguard of 
the Militia Act. 

Our records have a further interest as giving us a picture of local 
administration. The most noteworthy change in our county and period 
was the disappearance of the sheriff as a military officer. Since the 
appointment of Thomas, Earl of Exeter, in 1605, the line of lords 
lieutenant of Northamptonshire has been unbroken. The Marquess 
of Exeter, who is the present holder of the office (and president of the 
Northamptonshire Record Society), is the direct descendant of Thomas 
the first Earl, and, like him, has seen active service in the field overseas. 
From 1605 to 1623 our Musters Book shews us the lord lieutenant at 
the head of military affairs, forming the effective link with Crown 
and Council. Below him were the deputy-lieutenants, justi- 
fying their existence by unpaid work,1_ The hundreds were still 
in full swing as administrative units, and the high constables of the 
hundreds and the petty constables of the parishes, also unpaid, were 
essential parts of the machine. The hundred bailiffs who attended 
the musters and the private clerks of the deputy-lieutenants who 
did much of the clerical work, were, with muster-masters and officers of 
the foot, paid from public funds. All this labour was directed from 
Whitehall by the Council, who by commands, suggestions, persuasions, 
and threats exerted their influence on the counties. In spite of our 
modern locally-elected bodies Whitehall still brings strong influence to 
bear on local affairs. The lever to-day is the promise of grants from the 
Exchequer in relief of the rates. In the period of our Musters Book 
it was the power behind the Council-—the Court of Star Chamber. 


1 The duties of the lieutenant and his deputies since the period of our Musters

Act of 1882. By the Territorial and Reserve Forces Act (7 Ed. VII, c.9) the . 
lieutenant was made ex officio president of the County (Territorial Force) Association. 

While the lord lieutenant remains as an essential part of the military machine, 
the office of deputy lieutenant has become practically a sinecure, though in the 
late war they were summoned in consultation by the lord lieutenant as to measures 
to be taken locally in case of invasion. ‘Their qualifications were laid down in the 
Deputy Lieutenant’s Act of 1918. A Command Order issued from the War Office 
(28 July, 1921) now obliges the lieutenant, before appointing deputies, to require 
from them a written assurance that they will to the best of their abilities assist in the 
performance of any public duty which may be laid upon the lord lieutenant, es- 
pecially those in connection with the Territorial Force Association of the county.

though vppon our first view there bee some defectes rather by lacke of 
good lookinge to then for want of Armor: Yet will they bee in a ready- 
nes by the xxixth of October. 

Wee haue allso geuen in Chardge that the horse with the Rider and 
whole furniture bee made ready and prepared to bee shewed beefore vs 
the xxixth of October next accordinge to your Lordship’s Direccions, but 
beecawse your Lordship signifieth to vs that you are to make Certificate 
to the Lordes of the Counsell by the 29th of September wee haue thought 
it fitt beefore such time as wee Cann by our warrant view the horse to 
sett downe vnto your Lordship the vsuall momber that of late this parte 
of the County hath beene Charged with, which are 8 Demilaunces and 
48 light horsses.

After our very harty Comendacions to your Lordship It is so 
longe since any generall Muster and Suruey hath beene taken, And accompt 
giuen by Certificate, accordinge to the mannor and vse of former times of 
the Armed Forces of this realme, As wee cannot but very much doubt 
that in this happy time of peace, There hath beene no lesse neglect and 
decay of necessary prouisions for warr, Then there is Commonly in men 
ani improuident forgetfullnes of sycknes, so longe as they finde themselues 
in good health, which should bee farr otherwise in the wisdome of euery 
state beecawse peace is best Continued. when there is ready and sufficient

they haue mooued his Majestie in his wisdome to require and Commaund 
at this time order to bee giuen by vs for agenerall suruey to bee made and 
Certified of the said Forces and of the supply of all Defectes appertayninge 
to them throughout the realme, So the same Direccion [and Commandment’ 
of his majestie is to bee taken thankfully and executed the more readily in re-

Salutem in Christo: Vnderstandinge of some perticuler pointes not 
fully extended in a late letter by the Lordes of his Majestes most Honour- 
able priuy Counsell, To the Lieutenantes and Commissioners [for"] of 
Musters in the seuerall Countyes touchinge a viewe to bee taken of the 
Clergy Forces, Amongst the rest I haue accordinge to my dutye obteyned 
from there Lordshipes a more full explicacion of there Lordshipes mean- 
inge in that pointe, The Coppye whereof enseweth. 


To our verY Goop Lorp THE Lorp ARCHBISHOPP OF CANTERBURY. 

After our right harty Comendacions to your Lordship Whereas in the 
letters of late written from vs by his Majestes Comaundment, for a generall 
view and Muster to bee taken at this time of all the Forces of this 
Realme, both of horsse and foote, wee gaue order amongst other direccions, 
to the Lieutenentes and [other the"] Comissioners of Musters, in the 
seuerall Countyes, that such of the Clergy as haue beene heretofore ap- 
pointed to finde ares, and others of them that are meete in like sorte 
to bee Chardged might bee ordered to Cawse the same to bee shewed at 
these Musters, Forasmuch as some Question hath since beene mooued 
(as your Lordship knoweth) of the Mannor and order meete to bee 
obserued by the Clergy in this seruice of the Musters, And by that 
occation wee haue been desired to deliuer our direccion more perticulerly 
in that beehalfe, wee do therefore hereby signifie vnto your Lordship 
That wee thinke it meete you do Forthwith direct your letters to the 
Bishoppes of [Your"] [the'] seuerall dioceses within the prouince of 
Canterbury, Requiringe them to informe themselues of all such Clergy men 
in there seuerall Bishopprickes (aswell non residentes as others) As are 
htt to bee Chardged with the findinge of horse armes or other Furnitures, 
And therevppon to rate or Cawse them to bee rated accordinge to there 
abillityes for that seruice which beeinge donne, it shall suffice that the 
Bishoppes doe onely sende vnto the Lieutenants of those Countyes in 
theire dioceses, or in such Countyes where there are no Lieutenants to 
the Comissioners of the Musters due and orderly Certificattes Conteyninge 
aswell the names of such ecclesiasticall persons as they haue rated as allso 
the seuerall prouisions of horse armes and Furniture that the said Clergy 
men bee appointed to haue in readynes, wherevppon order [verte fol’ in 
margin] [p. 110.] may bee taken for a viewe and Muster to bee had of them 
eyther with the rest of the Forces of the County or a parte by them 
selues, As shall bee thought most expedient for his Majestes seruice, or 
without any vnnecessary Chardge or trouble of the said Clergy men, 
Herein wee pray Your Lordship to giue direccion accordingly, And so 
wishe you right hartily well to fare, from Hampton Courte the xixth of 
September 1608.

to faile to returne a perfecte and orderlie Certyficate vnto vs by the firste 
of Aprill nexte aswell of the view and Muster both of the defectes in 
euery kinde as allso of the supplyes made or to be made of the said 
defectes and all other your proceedinge and performance in all pointes 
appertayninge to this seruice, [p. 148.] And so wee bidd your Lordship 
very hartylie farewell, From the Court at Whitehall this last of January

to giue Direccions ynto all and euery the head Constables and other 
officers heretofore employde in the lyke service within the said Divisyon ; 
That thone halfe of the aforesaid Trayned men with all theire several] 
Armes and furnitures of the foote Companies maie be readie and prepared 
to be viewed and trayned before me vppon Walnesforde heathe on the 
xvijth and xviijth daies of this instant moneth of September, and that the other 
halfe be in like readynes at Ketheringe on the xxth and xxjth daies of 
the same for the like service.

Our Duties remembered to your good Lordship According to your Letters 
Dated the xixth of September last by virtue of Letters Directed to your good 
Lordship from the right Honorable Lordes of his Majestes most Honorable 
privie Councell the 13th of the same : and We haue vppon the 7 and 3 of this 
instant October viewed the forces for the East parte of the County of Northt’: 
both horse and foote: And haue selected the vsuall number for the trayned 
bandes and made the same Compleat which are 300: whereof there are 150 
Corslettes, 20 Muskettes and 130 Calliuers which wee haue reduced into 2 
banndes vnder the leading of William Fither [sic] and John Isham esqs: As 
also of the horse which are \? Demylances and 40 lighte horses vnder the 
leading of Henry Lane esq: The perticulers whereof may appeare in our 
Certyficate herewith sent. 

For the Clergy we Conceyved their Lordships pleasure that the men 
appointed to beare [their'] Armes should be trayned and put in like readynes 


As the rest of the forces of the County: wherevppon we appointed them _ 


to bring in money for the Defraying of that Chardge yet with this moderacion 
to pay the one halfe which the Laytie did: Accordinglie divers of them paied 
what was assessed But at the daie of trayning at Kettering many of them of 
best account both for Degree and liueing found them selues much agreeved 
And told vs they were not to be levied without the Consent of the Lord Arch- 
bishopp his grace and their Diocesan refusing to paie the Chardge So that we 
proceeded not further in the service Concerning them.’ This we thought 
good to Certyfie your Lordship to avoyd future blame, and to receive further 
direccion That neither his Majestes prerogatiue their Lordships Commaund 
nor your authorytie maye so lightlie be esteemed of, or receive so publike an 
affront. So beseechinge God to giue your Lordship Long life with increase 
of Honor we humbly take our Leaves this [7'he letter breaks off here and the 
rest of the page is blank].

Muster and survey of the armed forces of this County yet forasmuch as 
it appeareth by such few Certificates as haue been returned from some 
Counties vppon our Direccions in September last that there are many and 
great defectes in the armes and furniture both of foote and horse: And 
that it is to be presumed that the rest of the Counties from whence there 
is not as yet returned any Certyficates of the proceedinges vppon the said 
direccions (which we find very strange and shall take further notice of as 
occasion shall require) are no lesse faulty and defectiue and in consequence 
of state Requier a Reall and speedy supply we do once againe by his 
Majestes especiall Comaundment hereby require your Lordship according 
to the aucthorytie of your Leiutenancy in that County presently vppon 
receipt of this Letter all delayes and excuses sett aparte to cause a generall 
view to be taken of all the forces within that County both horse and 
foote: And therin to observe that perfect inrolement be made of all the 
nombers both trayned and vntrayned but specially that the trayned 
banndes may be made Compleat by supplying the Roomes of such officers 


and other persons as are either Dead insufficient or remooved out of that 


County as well of those of the better qualytie as of such other Freeholders, 
farmers owners of land or householders as shall be fitt for the same and to Cause 
the Defectes of Armor, weapons, and furniture to be with all speed sufficiently 
repayred and amended, and that the numbers of horse which are now altogether 
defectiue both in armes and vnserviceable horses may be filled vp and made 


Compleat withall provision and furniture apperteyning excepting only Coates 


for both kindes and Conducte monye which may be spared vntill further order 
be given on that behalfe for the better accomplishment whereof, and to the

and paie the same at the daie and place aforemencioned, And see that your — 
selues be there also making Returne of this precept : Hereof fayle you not at 
your perills Given at Burghleighe this xth of August, 1615.

After our very harty Comendacions to your good Lordship: vppon 
Viewe of such Certyficates as haue beene returned vnto vs since our last 
addresses for a generall Muster and Survey of the Armed forces of this 
Realme, and by what wee are further informed and may presume of such 
other partes as haue returned noe Certyficattes vppon our late direccions. 
Wee easily perceiue the many and great defectes in the Armes and furniture 
both of foote and horse, and how farr shorte they are both of that equipage 
and readynes which in Consequence of state is most necessary and’ 
Convenient, And therefore wee may not omytt to Call vppon your Lordship 
for a reall and speedy supply of those defectes as shalbe requisite vppon 
all occasions for the defence and safety of the Realme: And by his Majestes 
specyall Commaundement doe hereby require your Lordship according to 
the authorytie of your Lieutenancy in that County of Northampton to put 
in due execucion theis direccions following. First that you Cause a generall 
viewe to be taken of all the forces in that County both foote and horse 
and therein to obserue that perfecte inrolement be made of all the nombers 
bothe trayned and vntrayned but specially that the Trayned bandes be 
made Compleate by supplying the Roomes of such officers or other persons 
as are either dead insufficient or remooved out of the Country as well 
with: those of the better qualytie as with such other Freeholders, owners 
of land, or houshoulders as shall be fitt for the same. Secondly, that such 
effectuall and’ speedy provision be made of good and serviceable Armes, 
as shalbe meete for the supply of all defectes and may serue for the 
Furniture of those Forces as shalbe moste behoofefull for his Majestes 
service” Thirdly that the nombers of horse which haue beene so long 
sleighted and neglected; as they are nowe altogether defectiue bothe in 
Armes and serviceable horses' may be filled vypp and made Compleat 
withall provision and Furniture apperteyning excepting only Coates for 
bothe kindes: and Conduct money which may be spared vntill further 
order be given. Fourthly that you Cause all the Trayned bandes to be 
trayned, exercised and: disciplyned, at such fitt and Convenient tymes 
and places as your Lordship in your discretion and knowledge shall finde 
expedient for the ease of the Country and the better instructing of the 
said Forces in the vse and practise of their armes wherein it is specyally 
required, that all Collonells, Captaynes, Leiutenantes, and other vnder 
officers. doe performe the duty of their places according to the 
seuerall Charges Commytted vnto them. From this duty and service noe 
person is to excuse himselfe, but such as are knowne to be his Majestes 
ordynary servantes in Courte, whoe we presume haue furnished themselues 
with competent Armes, either [out'] of duty or by the authorytie of our

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last Letters and will at all tymes be ready, as his Majesty shall please 
to comaund their service: And for such of the Clergy as are appointed to find 
armes your Lordship shall likewise Cause the same [p. 268] To be shewed and 
Trayned as aforesaid. And lastly that such provision be made of powder, 
Match, Bullettes, and Carryages as hath beene thought expedient by former 
direccions for the vse of that County, and which are meete to be Conty- 
newed duly observed and put in execucion. Of all  theis thinges wee 
require your Lordship to haue a specyall Care as a matter highly Concerning 
his Majestes service, and whereof he will expect an accompt and to returne 
a perfecte Certificate thereof vnto vs betwene this and the last of October next.

haue reserved ynto me) I have therevppon thought good at this tyme to vse 
noe further amplyficacion herein, but only to tell you That by this true Coppie 
of the Letter from their Lordships (which I send you here included) you shall

I haue thervppon thought good for the spedier 
and more redy supply of the same as likewise for the well orderinge and 
disiplening of the trayned bandes to appointe the time of meetinge for 
theise seruices at the beginninge of the summer rather then to deferr It 
to the latter end partly for that I suppose men wil bee then. lest Imployed 
in the Managinge of ther Country buisenesses and the affaires of that 
nature, and partly for that the dayes are now at the best length the 
weather vsually faire and the new Armes may now better bee prouided 
then towardes winter: My Determynacion therfore is to haue the Muster 
and traynings both of the hors and foote of the East Devision of that 
County to be appointed and held at Oundle, on Wednesday and Thursday 
in Whitson weeke, and soe likewise for the hors and foote of the west 
diuision at Northampton one Moonday and ‘Tuesday following. And 
because ther are of late some new deputy Leuetennantes!)

After my very harty Commendacions to your Lordship: Although the 
furnishinge and trayninge of the Armed forces of that County hath of 
late yeares, beene often recommended to your Lordships good Care and 
Drawne many direccions from this Board; yet wee hold it still expedient 
aswell for the Continueance of such of those Bandes as are perfect and 
Compleate both in number and furniture: as for the supply of the Defectes 
which vppon veiwe of the Certificattes doe appeare to bee more then wee 
did expecte after soe manye and often addresses from hence, to Call vppon 
your Lordship for an effectuall and speedy supplie therof: as in Consequence 
of state may Conduce to his Majestes High Seruice and the Defence and 
saftie of the Realme: And therfore by his Majestes special Commandement 
signified vnto vs, wee doe herby require your Lordship accordinge to the 
authoryty of your Lieutenancy in that County of Northampton. That at 
some Conuenient time of this Sommer you Cause a generall veiw to be 
taken of all the Forces within that County both foote and horse and a 
perfecte inrolement to bee made of all the nomberes both trayned and 
vntrayned.

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are either dead insufficient or otherwise wantinge as well with those of 
the better quallyty as with such other Freholderes farmores owneres of 
Landes or householderes as shall bee fitt for the same. And_ likewise 
alsoe yt your Lordship bee Carefull to see yt the Armes of those Forces 
bee good and seruiceable which wee vnderstand for the foote to bee 
Muskates and Pikes Compleate and fully furnished for although many 
Calliveres are in diueres Counties imroled amongst the shott yet your 
Lordship well knoweth that the moderne vse Dothe altogether exclude the 
Caliuer as vnserviceable and not to be allowed vppon any Musteres of 
Armes, And therfore wee doe herby require your Lordship to Charge [szc] all 
such Calleveres as are amongst the bandes of that County into Muskattes

Coates for both kindes and Conducte money which may welbe spared 
vntill further order bee giuen: Your Lordship is likewise to Cause all 
the trayned bandes to bee trayned exercysed and diciplyned at such [p. 321] 
fitt and conueniente times and places as your Lordship in your Discresion 
and knowledge shall finde expediente for the Ease of the County and the 
better Instructinge of the sayd forces in the vse and practise of ther 
Armes: Wherin it is specially required that all Collonels, Captaines, 
Lieutenantes and other ther vnder officers doe performe the duty of ther 
places according to ther seuerall Charges Commytted vnto them: from this 
Duty and Service noe person is to excuse himselfe, but such as are knowne 
to bee his Majesties ordinary seruantes in Courte.

both of horse and foote to be prepared and brought in a readynes vppon Tenn 
dayes warning to bee proposed to such service as occasion shall require 
forasmuch as all those Armes and furnitures which hertofore haue bene 
found vnserviceable in that County are noe longer to be Continued but 
by particular and expresse wordes in their Leters from their Lordships : 
their is mencion made of [their*] muskats and pikes for the foote Companies 
without admittance of any Callivers or other Armes and furnitures to ‘bee 
allowed in that behalfe: 1 haue thought good herby to require you: 
And by vertue of his Majesties Commission of Lieutenancy to bee directed 
to athourize and straightly Charge you to assemble your selues speedily 
together and by all the best meanes and Indeavour you may to take 
order for the efectinge of all and euery the particular matters purported 
and required by their Lordships sayd Letters the Coppie wherof I send

vigelant and carefull eye to the safety of his owne domynions and people vppon 
all ocasions and euentes : And therfore hath caused a generall view and muster 
to be taken of all the forces both of foote and horse in this County : Theise are 
therfore in his Majesties name to will and require you that you summon those 
selected men hervnder written with all their seuerall Armes and furnytures as 
is herwith expressed both of Clergie and layety to be ready and prepared in 
their best aray to bee viewed and trayned at Owndle On Tuesday the Thyrtith 
of March by Eight of the Clock in the morning And if any of the sayd persons 
bee dead insufficient or remoued out of the Country that then you bring before 
vs at the day and place afforesayd two other of the most hable persones and best 
liuelyhood out of euery towne where any such default is And likewise yt you 
giue warning as well to the gentlemen as alsoe to those of the Clergie Charged 
with horses whose names are here vnder written that their and euery of their 
horse and horses with an able rider Armed at all poynts may be made ready 
and shewed before vs at the day and place afforesayd And alsoe to Collect 
and gather theise seuerall somes of money which are herevnder written and 
to pay the same at the day and place first aboue mencioned And because strict 
Commaund is giuen from the lordes of the Councell that a Certifficat be made 
of the true numbers aswell of horse as foote Compleatly furnyshed together 
with a particular of the defaults that such further order may bee taken therevppon 
as shalbee beehouefull for his Maiesties servuice : Soe that now there may bee 
noe Connyvency or wincking at any mans default whatsoeuer Therfore if 
any person or persones Charged either with horse or Armes shall absent 
themselues or be found any way defectiue we must Certify the same to the 
Intent this daunger may bee avoyded we will you to shew the Gentlemen and 
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Clergie Charged with horse this our warrant not doubting in regard of this 
speciall occasion of this seruice and for ther owne reputation they will bee Carefull 
to avoyd the same. Off theise and the rest giuen you in charge faile not at 
your perills your selues being there making returne of this precept Dated vnder 
our handes [p. 349.] the Syxt of March 1618.

After our very hearty Commendations to your Lordship wee doubt not 
but your Lordship doth find by the experience of these late precedent yeares, 
wherein by directions from the Board there haue beene generall Musters taken 
of the forces of that Countie what benefit hath thereby arisen aswell in the 
trayneing and diciplineinge of the souldiers and teaching them the vse of their 
armes As alsoe by furnishing the Country with good and seruiceable Armes 
and otherwise supplying the many defects yt by this Longe time of peace and 
securytie, were growne both in the horse and foote Bands of the Realme for 
the better pursuite whereof and to bring the same to yt perfection yt is Requisite 
for the seruice of the state wee are by his Majesties Commandment to Require 
your Lordship [The letter breaks off here and the last 20 pages of the 
volume are blank. The date of this letter is 31 May 1620. The remainder 
is given from Acts P.C. 1619-61. p. 216, as follows :— 

“(accordinge to the authoritie of your lieutennancie) to cause a general muster 
and view to bee taken of all the forces, both foote and horse, in that 
county. Wherein wee shall not neede to prescribe anie further direccions 
unto you then what you have receaved by our former letters, beinge 
conceaved to bee very ample and full for the perfectinge of that service, 
as namely, by makeinge perfect enrollment of all the nombers, both trayned 
and untrayned ; supplyinge the roomes of officers, that are wauntinge, with 
sufficient and fitt persons ; furnishinge the souldiers with serviceable armour 
and weapons, accordinge to the moderne use ; makeinge the troopes of horse 
compleate in all pointes (whereof his Majestie doth nowe expect a good 
accompt); musteringe the forces of the clergie amongst the trayned bands, 
accordinge to the list you shall receave from the bishopp ; excuseinge none 
from this service but such as are his Majesty's ordinary servaunts in Court ; 
causeinge the provisions of powder, match, lead and carryages, required by 
our last letters, to bee alwaies in readines ; and lastly, by keepeinge the beacons 
in good repare, and certefyinge unto us the names of all such as you shall finde 
defaulters in this muster, and in what kinde; the execucion of all which, as 
alsoe of what other former direccions shalbe thought requisite to bee continewed, 
doth relye wholly upon your Lordship’s care, to whose speciall charge his 
Majestic hath comitted the orderinge of the same, and expecteth an exact 
certificate from you of the full and due accomplishment thereof betweene this 
and the first of November next. Whereof your Lordship may in noe wise 


faile. And soe, etc.’ |

witnes that wee spared them of the charge of arms and apparrell and as soone 
as we had news of our victory agaynst the Spanyard vpon hope there should 
be noe cause to vse them wee did appoynte them to be returned to their 
countryes. Now of late wee haue receiued from our Deputy and Councell 
there, advertisment that our Army is with long continuing in the feild both 
decayed much in the nomber of naturall English, and filled for present 
necessytyes sake with greater nombers of meere Irish, then were to be wished: _ 
And likewise by many advertisementes as well from thence as from ~ other 
places it appeareth that the King of Spaine not abating his malice though 
frustrate of his first attemptes doth intend still to mayntayne a warre in that 
our Kingdome: wherby iust cause is giuen vs to supplye our Armye there 
with some competent nomber of men: Wherfore wee will and commaund 
you by vertue herof forthwith to cause to be mustered and leuyed in that our 
county of Northampton the nomber of one hundred good hable and sufficient 
men and them to send to such place of Imbarkinge and at such tyme and in 
such manner armed and apparrelled as from our priuy counsell you shall re- 
ceaue direccion to whom we referre you for other particularytyes Concerning 
this seruice. And these our Letters shalbe your suficient warrant and discharge 
in this behalfe Giuen vnder our Signet at our mannor of Greenewich the xxvjth 
day of Aprill in the xliijth, yeere of our Raigne.

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inge of the decayed Bandes there, by their Longe continuing seruices, both the 
better to answere to any newe forraine attemptes that may be made, and es- 
pecially for the more effectuall, and presente prosecution of the warre in the 
North of that Realme, and fynall extinguishing of that wicked Rebellion, which 
nowe hath subsistance onely in those partes; And for that purpose that her 
Mat requireth to be furnished out of that Countie of Northampton, with 
the nomber of one hundred ffoote. And because her Ma*® referreth you to 
such further dyrections as you shall receaue from vs touching this seruice ; 
wee must therefore first recommend vnto you to haue speciall care that choice 
be made for the said Leauy of persons that be of good and hable bodies and 
fitt for seruice, and next to take order that they may be sent to the Porte of 
Chester by the 20th of the next Moneth of Maye; But touching the Arming 
and Apparrelling of them, it is her Ma‘* pleasure, that there be no prouision 
made thereof, in the Country, for that they shalbe carefullie and well furnished 
of the same at the said place of embarquing, where there is good quantitie of 
those prouisions remayning. for the payment wherof her Ma'® requireth 
that you doe forthwith sende vp to Sir Thomas Tasborough one of the Tellers 
of her Ma‘ Exchequer so much money as will satisfie the charge of the said 
Apparrell, and Armes, after the vsuall rates of xxx s. for the Armes, and fortie 
shillinges for the Apparrell for a man; In which her Ma‘® doubteth not, but 
the Contrey will shewe their forwardness as they haue don towardes the firnishing 
of such a woorke. And where we vnderstand that diuers Citties, and townes, 
which by their charters and Corporations, are exempt from the Common Jur- 
isdictions of the Counties at Large, doe by that meanes free and withdrawe 
themselues from contributinge and assistinge ether Jointly or seuerallie to the 
Common publique seruices of the State, whereby the burthen lyeth the more 
heavily vpon other partes that are not so well hable to beare the same ; . It is 
her Ma‘ expres pleasure, that in occasions of seruice which minister cause of 
so publique and generall assistance and paymentes, as are the seruices and 
Contributions of this nature, against the which noe priuyledges have any speciall 
exemption; That therefore your Lordshipes doe cause it to be made knowne 
vnto the said Citties and townes, and to euery of them (that shall stand vpon any 
such speciall challenge of exemption from the Countie at Large) that they ought 
to beare their indifferent and equall portions, in the said seruices and paymentes, 
with the Contrye, and that they may not fayle without any more question or 
scruple to yeeld therto, and performe it accordingly. Lastlie we must specially 
remember vnto you to make choice of such a person to haue the Conducting 
of the said men to the Porte of embarquing, as is of approued honestie, for that 
wee haue daylie experience that the abuses are so intollerable which are com- 
mitted by the Conductors in the chopping and changing of men, and suffering 
them to escape for gaine, as doth exceedingly wronge and preiudice the seruices, 
and maketh the Leauyes almost fruictles ; ffor the said Conductors wages, and 
for the Cote, and Conduct money, such allowance shalbe made you, as hath 
ben accustomed vpon your Certificate and demande made. ‘There remaineth 
no more to be written by vs for any further dyrection, but that you deliuer the 
men by Rolles tripartite Indented, and sende one of the said Rolles vnto vs 
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as hath ben vsually don. And so wee bid you hartely farewell. ffrom the Courte 
at Greenwiche the 27th of Aprill 1602.

After our very hartie commendacions. Vpon the sondry aduertisementes 
which haue bin sent from the Lord Deputy of Ireland of the sleight and in- 
sufficient Armes which comonly have bin sent out of the Counties here, at the 
times of the leauies which haue bin made of men transported into that Kingdom, 
to the generall wronge and preuidice of the service, and also to the particular 
spoyling of many that vse the said Armes: Her Ma" being specyally carefull 
to have such Capitall abuses reformed, among sondry other persons with whome 
wee deall to vndertake faithfully to furnish good and sufficient prouision of 
Armes, we haue founde that one Edmonde Nicholson a Marchant hath served 
her Ma** with good store of those prouisions, at the rate of thirtie two shillinges 
for the compleate Armes of a ffooteman ; which price we thought reasonable 
to be yealded vnto him he having at all times deliuered so specyall good and 
sufficient Armes as he hath don, of whose good dealinge in these Kinde of pro- 
visions, diuers of the Counties that have bought Armes of him do give very good 
testymonie: In regard whereof we haue thought it not vnmeete (for avoyding 
further Complainte to her Ma‘* of so notorious and dangerous defectes in 
Armes, as commonly do fall out, whensoeuer there is any nomber transported) 
do recommend the said Nicholson to you, that at this time when you are to 
supply the generall- defectes of Armes which shalbe founde in that countie 
of Northampton, you will rather choose to buy of his Armes then of another ; 
If he shall offer you the same at so reasonable rates as you shall thincke fitt 
to agree on according to the seuerall Pattrons of Armes that now remaine with 
[the officers of her Ma‘ Wardrobe in“] [Lieutenant of the Tower of ‘] London 
which haue bin vewed and well allowed of by Comissioners of skill and Creditt, 
to whose iudgment we referred to consider aswell of the goodnes as of the prices 
of the said Armes, according to the sufficiency whereof, It is desired that all 
the Counties might be furnished, wherein you maie receaue the assistance 
of such Comissioners as we haue appointed for the viewing of his Armes to see 
that they maie duely answere in goodnes to his Pattrons, and to be afterward 
marked by the said Commissioners (against further deceipt) with a specyall 
stampe. Herein now that we haue told you the reason of our recommendacion 
aswell of the matter as the man, we would haue you to under stande that our 
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meaning is in no sorte to enioyne you herevnto against your likinge to deale 
or bargaine with the said Nicholson, but only in regard that we are carefull 
that the former abuses might be avoyded, and the Countreyes to be served 
with those Armes which are of approved goodnes, whereof there ought to be 
cheefest respect had, we haue thought it convenient to recommend vnto you 
the choice of him for furnishing the Countrey, considering the good experience 
we haue of his honest and faithfull dealinge in all those services, which he hath 
hetherto vndertaken. And so we bydd you very hartely farewell. from the 
Courte at Greenwich the 29th of Aprill 1602.

by all waies and meanes by your said good discrecion And to doe fullfill and 
execute all and singuler other thinges which shalbe requisite for the levying 
and Goverment [sic] of our said Subiectes for the conservacion of our person 
and peace so by you in forme aforesaid levied and to be ledde and to doe execute 
and vse against the said Enemyes Traytors Rebelles and such other like 
offenders and their adherentes as necessity shall requyer by your discrecion 
the lawe called the marshall lawe according to the lawe marshall and of such 
offendors apprehended or being brought into subiection to save whome you 
shall thinke good to be saved and to sley destroy and put to execucion of death 
such and as many of them, as you shall thinke meete by your good discrecion 
to be put to deathe And further our will and pleasure is and by theis presentes 
wee doe give vnto you full power and authority that in case any invasion of 
Enemyes Insurreccion Rebellion riottes routes or vnlawfull assemblies or any 
like offences shall happen to be moved in any place of this our realme oute 
of the lymittes of this our Commission that then and as often as you shall per- 
ceive any such mysdemeanoures to arise, you with all the power you cann make 
shall withall diligence repaire to the place where any such Invasion vnlawfull 
assembly or Insurreccion shall happen to be made to subdue represse and 
reforme the same, aswell by battell or other Kynde of force as otherwise by 
the lawes of this our realme, and the lawe marshall according to youre discrecion. 

And further we give you full power and authority for the execution of 
this our Comission to appoint and assigne in our said County and all corporate 
and priviledged places aswell within liberties as withoute Mustermaisters and 
one Provost Marshall, which Provost Marshall shall execute and vse the lawe 
marshall in case of any Invasion or Rebellyon in conductinge any nombers 
of men of warre against the said Invaders Traytors or Rebelles and during 
the contynuaunce of such Invasion or Rebellion wherefore we will and com- 
maund you our said Leivtenaunte that with diligence you doe execute the 
premisses with effecte. And forasmuch as it may be that there shalbe iuste 
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cause as nowe there is for you to be attendaunt vppon our person or to be 
otherwise imployed in our service whereby this our service of leivtenauncy 
comitted to youre fidelitie cannot be by you in person executed in such sort 
as we have appointed the same. Therefore we give vnto you for your better 
ayd and assistance and for the better perfourmance and execucion of this 
same our service full power and authoritie from tyme to tyme to assigne 
appointe and constitute by your writing vnder your hand and seale such sufh- 
cient and meete persons not exceding at any one tyme the nomber of three as 
you in your discrecion shall from tyme to tyme thinke fit to be your deputies 
in this said service in our said County of Northampton and all corporate and 
priviledged places within the lymittes and precinctes of the said County of 
Northampton as well within liberties as withoute and by this our present 
Commission we geve vnto such deputies so to be by you assygned and appointed 
as abovesaid or to any two of them full power and authority in your absence

-And 
whatsoever you or in your absence your said deputies or any twoe of them as 
abovesaid shall doe by vertue of this our Commission and according to the 
tennor and effecte of the same touching the execucion of the premisses or any 
parte thereof the same shalbe by theis presentes discharged in that behalf 
against vs our heires and successors And further we will and commaund all 
and singuler our Justices of peace Maiors Sheriffes Bayliefes Constables

It is not vnknowne to you with how great Charge and travell, there were 
in the daies of the late Queene of famous memorie selected nombers of able 
men in the severall Counties of this Realme enrolled and reduced into bandes 
vnder Captains and furnished with Armor and weapons, disciplined trayned 
and put in a readines for the needfull defence of the Realme at all occasions, 
which though for the present time through the great blessinges of the peace, 
which amongst many other benefits, are inioyed by the Kinges majestes most 
happie Coming to this Imperiall Crowne there is not so great vse or necessitie 
of continuall trayning and disciplining of the men in such ordinarie and Charge- 
able manner as was needful in times past. Nevertheles consideringe with what 
great travell and expence to the Subiect this provision of Armor weapon and 
other furniture and munition was made, and what great difhficultie the same 
once decayed and become vnserviceable for want of present looking to, 
would againe be recovered and supplied and consequently how great a weakning 
and dishonor would grow thereby to the Realme in generall his majestie taking © 
due knowledge thereof in his Princelie wisedome and care of the preservation 
of the strength and good estate of his Kingdomes doth thincke it verie expedient 
those provisions alreadie made be not suffered in any case to decay or become 
vnserviceable, and therefore hath commanded vs to let your lordships know 
that expecteth [sic] speciall diligence and foresight be vsed by yow (as his 
lieutenant generall of that Countie) for continuall preservation of the Armor 
weapon and furniture and munition in such manner as it was at the decease 
of the late Queene our dread Soveraigne, which may continuallie be don with- 
out trayning, or drawing men to musters or generall places of meeting (saving 
onely in particuler diuisions) whereby the muster masters or such persons 
as you shall thincke meete, may take view how the same is kept, of what goodnes 
or defect it is, the same to be enrolled and the parties in whose possession it 
is enioyned to repaier and supplie the same, by a day prefixed which is in- 
tended as well of the men and horse of those trayned bandes and troups that 
be found deficient as of the Armor and furniture, etc., and so to cause the same 
to be kept and maintained, from thenceforth as in time of present employment. 
And for the better execution and performance of this important service, your 
Lordships may do well to giue direction for such a view to be taken twice everie 
yeare, and particuler Rowles and bookes orderly to be made as heretofore for 
your Lordships better satisfaction of his ma", when he shalbe pleased to 
requier the same And in what state your Lordship shall find the same at the next 
view to be taken by yow, it is expected by His ma**, that a certificate be made 
thereof by Michelmas day next by your Lordship, and of the good order you 
shall giue, for the supplie of all defectes, and so not doubtinge of your Lord- 
ships good performance hereof accordingly we bidd, etc. 


Post script. 
Whereas in her ma‘* time one Edmund Nicholson did prouide certaine 
Armes of severalle kinds to be issued in the Counties, in regarde of great hurt 
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don to her mates forces in times of imployments through vnserviceable armes, 
destributed by bad choice vpon sodaine occasions, whereof a good part remaineth 
yet vnissued in his hands, vpon theise occasions we do recommend the vtter- 
ance of theise Armes to your Lordships goode furtherance if vpon view they 
shalbe fownd so sufficient and Cheape as the Countrie may else where provide 
them. |

ffor popish recusants: And hee with his wief and others weare at. the last 
assises for this countye indicted for Recusancye before the Lord Cheffe Justice 
of the common pleas which [is“] induced and [now‘] still warranteth vs vppon 
good prooff and not vninst suspecte, to conclude Sir Thomas Brudenell to bee 
fullie within the words and meaninge of your Lordships letters : And what- 
soever mighte bee the Intreatie of some servants of Sir Thomas Brudenells :

. him by some of vs, there had passed a Conviction beefore this time. Your 
Lordships Letters Came presently to take holde of ill affected in Religion, 
whereof wee Cannot excuse him, ffor answere to his Calumnious Peticion : 
wee are Ignorant of anye such dilligent searche in his stables, as hee suggesteth; 
Secondly wee made noe Sallie into his howse but went in most peaceablye ; 
Thirdly it is beeyonde our Conceyte that there shoulde bee anye of our associa- 
tion, that was not willinge wee shoulde goe into the said Peticioners howse :

Now may it please your Lordships 
to bee advertised, that wee have beene heretofore familiarly acquainted with 
reprochfull wordes. and distastfull letters from Sir Thomas Brudenell which 
wee haue to shewe and Cann proue vnder his owne hande; Neyther must wee 
looke or expect any other recompence at his handes for anye seruice of this 
Nature, Neuerthelesse by the helpe of god wee will neuer desiste from doinge his 
Majestie the best seruice wee Cann; Allthough malignant spirites shoulde doe 
there worste, Thus Crauinge your Lordships and Honors’ proteccions in all 
our iust accions, which wee make no doubt but wee shall euer haue, wee will 
endeavour our selues to bee the same you expect, and Rest.

Thirdly there are many noblemen [acomted*] whose principall Seates 
are in that county: As: 


The Erle of Exeter, The Lord Zouche, The Lord Harrowden, The Lord

ceived. 

I haue signed your letter to my Lord Leiutenant wherein I am far from 
beinge a Corrector or Controller of others Conceates knowinge not the reach 
of their reason yet thus far am I bonde to deliuer my opynion, that my Lord 
desiringe to performe so necessary and worthy a worke as the well armyng 
of our Country it is fitt he shoulde be particulerly therein informed that all 
may be amended at once and not by peece meales that a newe trouble 
may be avoyded and that all may be reformed that is now amysse, and other- 
wise then his Lordship lookethe for you know the proporcion that my Lord 
setteth downe Cometh ffar to short of the ordynarie shott of this sheere I mean ° 
from the townes and private men besides the Clergie amongst the which al- 
though ther be some which are allreadie newlie well furnished with good and

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BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES 
ON 


COMMISSIONERS FOR MUSTERS, LIEUTENANTS 
AND DEPUTY-LIEUTENANTS. 


By the Rev. H. ISHAM LONGDEN, F-.S.A. 


ANDREW, Sir Euseby, of CHARWELTON, Kt., eldest son of Thomas 
Andrew, of same Esq. by Mary, dau. of Gregory Isham, of Braunston, Esq. Bapt. 
4 March, 1578-9 at Winwick. Sir Euseby Andrew was aged 15, Esc. 36 Eliz. 
Sheriff, Co. Northants 11 James. He m. Anne 5th daughter of Sir Richard 
Knightley, of Fawsley by his 2nd wife Elizabeth, dau. of Edward Seymour, Duke 
of Somerset. Died 31 July ; buried 2 Aug. 1619 at Charwelton. His father Thomas, 
who was present as sheriff at the execution of Mary Queen of Scots, died 27 March, 
1594. I find in Foster’s Alumni, Oxon that Eusebius Andrews, of Northants, Esq., 
matric. from Magdalen College, Oxford, Lent term 1597-8 aged 19. The rest of 
Foster’s identification, or most of it, must be wrong. He certainly entered Oxford 
after his father’s death and was then styled Armiger. There was another. Euseby 
Andrew, a kinsman, who was executed on Tower Hill, 22 Aug. 1650. Perhaps 
D.N.B. errs with Foster. 


CECIL, Sir Richard, of WAKERLEY, Kt. 2nd son of Thomas, first Earl of 
Exeter. B. at Burghley, 7 Dec. 1570. Grays Inn 9 Feb. 1590-1. Knighted at 
Woodstock, 28 Aug. 1616. M.P. for Westminster 1593, Peterborough 1604, Stam- 
ford 1614 and 1620. M. 23 March, 1602-3 at Hanwell, Elizabeth, dau. of Sir Anthony 
Cope, of Hanwell, Co. Oxford. Buried 5 Sept. 1633 at Wakerley. (Northampton- 
shive Families (V.C.H.) p. 33) 


CECIL, Thomas Lord BURGHLEY (4 Aug. 1598), first Earl of EXETER 
(4 May, 1605). Eldest son of the first Lord Burghley. B. at Cambridge 1542. Ad- 
mitted at Gray’s Inn at the age of 18. Travelled on the Continent. Captain of 
Horse in the Lord President’s Guard in the North, 1569-70. Commissioner for 
Musters, Northants, 1 July, 1577 (Mont.

Robert in the fleet against the Armada 1588. Custos Rotulorum for Northants, 
Lincs. and Rutland, 1594. President of the Council of the North, and Lieutenant 
of Co. York 1599-1603. Helped to subdue Earl of Essex’ rebellion 1600. K.G. 
this year. Colonel-General of the Foot ((London) 1601. Privy Councillor 1603 
Lieutenant. of Northants, 8 Aug. 1603. Joint Commissioner to restore the 
Cautionary Towns to Holland, 1616; ditto to expel Jesuits and seminary priests, 
1618; ditto for ecclesiastical causes, 1620. J.P. for Cos. Surrey, Rutland, Lincs. 
Northants. Marr. (i) Dorothy Neville dau. and co-heiress of Lord Latimer 1564. 
She died 1609. (ii) in 1610, Frances Bridges, dau. of 4th Lord Chandos, and widow 
of Sir Thos. Smith. She died 1663 and was buried in Winchester Cathedral. Lord 
Exeter died 8 Feb. 1622-3. Buried in Westminster Abbey. (Portrait in N.R.S. II:) 
See also p. xvili above. 


FANE, Sir Francis (first Earl of WESTMORLAND) of APETHORPE, eldest 
son of Sir Thomas Fane. B. in Feb. 1579-80. Matric. Fellow Com. from Queens’ 
College, Camb. c. 1595. Adm. Lincoln’s Inn, 19 Nov. 1597. M.P. for Kent, 1601, 
for Maidstone 1604, 1614, 1620, for Peterborough 1624. K.B. 1603. Created 
Baron Burghersh and Earl of Westmorland, 1624. M. Mary, dau. and heir of Sir 
Anthony Mildmay, of Apethorpe, Kt. (g.v.) by whom he had issue, D. 23 March, 
1628-9, buried 17 April, 1629, at Apethorpe. M.I. in Mereworth Church, Kent. 
(Northamptonshive Families (V.C.H.) p. 97). 
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FERMOR, Sir George, of EASTON NESTON, Kt., eldest son of Sir John 
Fermor, by his wife Maud dau. of Nicholas, baron Vaux, of Harrowden. Aet. 22, 
Esc. 14 Eliz. Knighted in the Netherlands, 1586. Sheriff of Northants, 1589-90. 
Had a violent quarrel with John Wake (q.v.) at Quarter Sessions at Northampton, 
1592 for which he was suspended from the office of J.P. and summoned before the 
Council (Acts P.C.) M. 12 Sept. 1570, Mary, dau. of Thomas Curson, of Addington, 
Bucks, esq., by whom he had issue. D. 1 Dec., buried 2 Dec. 1612 at Easton Neston. 
His funeral solemnized 14 Jan. 1612-13 at Easton, acc. to the parish register. 
(Baker’s Hist. of Northants ii, p. 142). 


FITZWILLIAM, Sir William, of MILTON, Kt., son of Sir William Fitzwilliam 
(died 1599). Admitted as Commissioner for Musters, Northants, October 1600. 
Wrote to Lord Salisbury, 15 Nov. 1606 begging to be excused from office of sheriff : 
“Shall have no end as yet of my suits . . . and to enter upon that office with a 
distracted mind and an empty purse would be small comfort to him that should 
execute it.” (Cecil MSS.) Sheriff of Northants. 1607-08. M. Winifred 2nd dau. 
of Sir Walter Mildmay, of Apethorpe, Kt., Chancellor and Under Treasurer of the 
Exchequer. She died 10 Aug. 1597 and was buried at Marholm. They had issue 
William created in 1620 Lord Fitzwilliam, and Anne who married John Isham, of 
Pytchley and Braunston esq. eldest son of Sir Euseby Isham, Kt. Sir W.. F. d. 
5 Aug. 1618, and was buried at Marholm. (Bridges ii. 518 ; D.N.B. ; Northampton- 
shire Families (V.C.H.) p. 148). 


KNIGHTLEY, Sir Richard, of FAWSLEY and NORTON, Kt., b. about 
1533. Gray’s Inn, 11 March, 1583-4. Sheriff-1567 and 1580. .M.P. for County, 
31 and 39 Eliz., as an advanced Puritan. Twice summoned before the Star 
Chamber for his support of the Puritans. M. (i) Mary, dau. of Richard Fermor, 
of Easton Neston, esq. (ii) Elizabeth, dau. of Edward Seymour, Duke of Somerset. 
Buried 2 Sept. 1615 at Fawsley, aged 82. (Northamptonshire Families (V.C.H.) 
pp. 184, 197; D.N.B. ; See also N.R.S. TI for further account and portrait.) 


KNIGHTLEY, Sir Valentine, of FAWSLEY, Kt., eldest son of Sir Richard 
Knightley (q.v.) by his first wife Mary Fermor. Hart Hall, Oxford. Matric. 1568, 
aged 13. M.A. 30 Aug. 1605. Student of Gray’s Inn, 1583. M.P. Tavistock 
1584-7, Northampton 1592-3, Northants 1604-1611. Knighted 11 May, 1603. 
With Sir E. Montagu, presented petition against Northants inclosures, 1604. M. 
Anne-dau. and co-heir of Sir Edward Unton, of Wadley, Berks., Knight of the Bath. 
D. 9 Dec., buried 12 Dec. 1618 at Fawsley. (Northamptonshire Families (V.C.H.) 
p. 185). 


LANE, Sir William, of HORTON and GLENDON, Kt. The following is 
from the parish register of Horton under date 1617 :—‘Dominus Gulielmus Lane, 
Dominus de Horton, miles auratus, pietate et prudentia insignis prae propero fato 
lugentibus omnibus suis cognatis ereptus, vixit annos, 68. Obiit Londini duo- 
decimo die mensis Marcij et sepultus fuit in ecclesia parochiali de Westminaster 
decimo tertio Marcij.””. M. Mary, dau. of Sir Thomas Andrew of Charwelton, Kt. 
She was buried 23 Oct. 1612 at Horton. Captain of the Horse for the county in 
the Armada year (Mont. Corr.) and for East Northants 1601. (Acts P.C.) Assisted 
in the collection of a tax on Brigstock Park for provisions for the King’s household 
1610 (Cecil MSS.) | His grandson and heir William Lane of Glendon, esq. married 
Anne, dau. and heir of John Isham of Pytchley. (Bridges i. 368; Heralds’ 
Visitation of Northants. App. p. 186). 


MILDMAY, Sir Anthony, of APETHORPE, Kt., son and heir of Sir Walter 
Mildmay, of Apethorpe. M.P. for Wilts. 1584-86. Sheriff (Northants) 1592-93. 
Knighted 1596. Founder of Emmanuel College, Camb. Ambassador to K. Henry IV. 
of France in 1596-97. M. Grace, dau. of Sir Henry Sherington, of Lacock, Wilts. 
D. 2 Sept., buried 2 Oct. 1617 at Apethorpe. Will P.C.C. 100 Weldon. His dau. 
and heir, Mary, married Francis Fane, first Earl of Westmorland (q.v.) (North- 
amptonshive Families (V.C.H.) p. 97; Alumni Cantab; D.N.B. Portrait in 
Northants Families, V.C.H. and The Ancestor, Vol. XII.) 


MONTAGU, Sir Edward, of BOUGHTON, and BARNWELL CASTLE, Kt. 
2nd son of Sir Edward Montagu, of Boughton Kt. by his wife Elizabeth, dau. of 
Sir James Harington of Exton (Rut.) Grandson of Sir Edward Montagu, Chief 
Justice of King’s Bench. Ch. Ch. Oxford. Matric. under date c. 1574 aged 13. 
B.A. 14 March, 1578-9. Student of Middle Temple, 1580. Captain of Foot in 
East Northants 1587. Sheriff 1595-96, 1600-01. M.P. for Beeralston, 1584-5, 
for Brackley 1601 ; for Northants 1603, 1604-11, 1614, and 1620-22. K.B. 25 July, 
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1603. Presented petition against inclosures 1604. Endowed hospital for aged 
men at Weekley 1613. Created Baron Montagu of Boughton, 29 July, 1621. 
Occupied with ship-money assessment of the county 1635-37. Attended the King 
at York, Feb. 1638-9. Lord Lieutenant of Northants. 1642. M. (i) 21 Sept. 1585 
at Weekley, Elizabeth, dau. of Sir John Jeffery of Chittingleigh, Sussex, Lord Chief 
‘Baron of the Exchequer. (ii) 24 Feb. 1611-12 at Weekley, Frances dau. of Sir 
Thomas Cotton, of Conington, Hunts. (Buried, 16 May, 1620 at Weekley). (iii) 
Anne, dau. of John Crouch, of Thornbury, Herts. esq. (Buried, 12 July, 1648 at 
Weekley) Died a prisoner in the Savoy, 1644, aged 82. Buried, 26 June, 1644, at 
Weekley. (D.N.B., Heralds’ Visitations of Northants 1618 and 1681). See frontis- 
piece and p. xxi above. 


SPENCER, Sir Robert, Kt. (Ist Baron SPENCER of WORMLEIGHTON, 
1603) of ALTHORP, son of Sir John Spencer and Mary, dau. of Robert Catlin. 
Knighted c. 1600. Commissioner for Musters, Northants. 1600. Sheriff 1601-02. 
Reputed (1603) to be the richest man in the Kingdom. M. Margaret, dau. of Sir 
Francis Willoughby. Died 25 Oct. 1627. (D.N.B. etc.). 


SPENCER, Sir William, 2nd but eldest surviving son of Robert Spencer, 
created Baron Spencer, of Wormleighton, Warw. Bapt. 4 Jan. 1591-2 at Brington. 
K.B. 4 Nov. 1616. M.P. for Northants. 18 and 21, James I. and 1 Charles I. 
Succeeded his father as 2nd baron 1627. M. Penelope, eldest dau. of Henry 
Wriothesly 3rd Earl of Southampton, (buried 16 July, 1667, at Brington). Their 
eldest son, Henry was created Earl of Sunderland. D. 19 Dec., buried 27 Dec. 
at Brington, aet. 44. (Baker’s Hist. of Northants. i. 109). 


TATE, Sir William, of DELAPRE (in par. of Hardingstone) and Whitley (co. 
Warw.) Kt., son of Bartholomew Tate, of the same. Bapt. Nov. 1559 at Gayton. 
Magdalen Hall, Oxford ; matric. under date 22 Dec. 1576, aged 17. Bar. at Law, 
Midd. Temple 1587. M.P. Corfe Castle, 1593, for Northants, 1614. Sheriff of 
Northants, 1603-04. Knighted 2 Feb. 1605-6. M. 1597 at Hackney, Elinor, 
eldest dau. and co-heir of William, Lord Zouch, of Harringworth. She was buried, 
24 April, 1617 at Hardingstone. Their eldest son, Zouch Tate, of Delapre, esq. 
was M.P. for Northampton 1640. He married Catherine, dau. of Sir Giles Allington, 
of Horseheath, Cambs. by Dorothy, dau. of Thomas Cecil, Earl of Exeter. Zouch 
Tate was buried at Hardingstone, 8 Jan. 1650-1. Sir W. T. was buried 14 Oct. 
1617 at Hardingstone. (Heralds’ Visitation of Northants. App. p. 198). 


THROCKMORTON, Sir Arthur, of PAULERSPURY, eldest son of Sir Nicholas 
Throckmorton, of Paulerspury. Magdalen College, Oxford. Matric. under date 
1571, aged 14. Sheriff 1604-06. M.P. for Colchester, 1588-9. Knighted at 
Cadiz 1596. Captain of the Horse for West Northants. 1601 (Acts P.C.) Seriously 
ill in 1606. (Cecil MSS.) M. Anne, dau. of Sir Thomas Lucas, of Colchester, Essex. 
She was buried 31 August, 1629, at Paulerspury. Sir A. T. was buried at Paulers- 
pury, 1 August, 1626. (Baker’s Hist. of Northants. ii, 202). 

(In Paulerspury church there is a fine monumental effigy of him and his wife. 
The cheerful, half-humorous expression of the face-is quite in keeping with the 
tone of his letters. The end of the nose is missing. Dr. Alfred Linnell, formerly 
of Paulerspury, informs me that it was knocked off about a hundred years ago, by 
a village boy named Pointer, with the key of the church door. He, with other lads, 
was examined before the justices at Towcester, but refused to confess. His brother 
related the story in old age to the rector, the Rev. J. B. Harrison. Tradition says 
that Pointer was afterwards transported for what was probably some venial offence. 
Sir Arthur’s helmet and gauntlets still lie on the monument.—J.W.) 


WAKE, John, esq. of SALCEY FOREST (eldest son of John Wake, of 
Piddington). B. in 1542. Apptd. Commer. for Musters, 1 July, 1577. (Mont. 
Corr.) Suspended from office of J.P. and summoned before the Council for a 
quarrel with Sir G. Fermor (q.v.) 1592. M. Mary Goodwin. Their son, Baldwin, 
was created a Baronet, 29 Nov. 1621.’ John d. 23 June, 1621. 
(Northamptonshive Families (V.C.H.) p. 326). 


WATSON, Sir Edward, of ROCKINGHAM CASTLE, Kt. Sheriff of 
Northants, 1592. Knighted, May 1603. M. April, 1567, Anne, only dau. of 
Kenelm Digby, of Stoke Dry, Rutland, esq., who d. 16 Feb., buried 17 Feb. 1611-12 
at Rockingham. They had issue, 2 sons and 4 daughters. Sir E. W. d. 1 March, 
buried 4 March, 1616-17 at Rockingham, aged 67. (Leicester and Rutland N. & Q. 
iii. 276). 
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WATSON, Sir Lewes, of ROCKINGHAM CASTLE, Kt., son and heir of 
Edmund Watson, of the same, Esq. Born, c. 1584. Magdalen College, Oxford 
Matric. 24 May, 1599, aged 15. Student of the Middle Temple, 1601. Knighted 
19 Aug. 1608. M.P. Lincoln 1621-2, 1624-5. Created a baronet, 18 Dec. 1621. 
Sheriff of Northants. 1632-33. For his services to King Charles created at Oxford 
Baron Rockingham of Rockingham, 29 Jan. 1644-5. M. (i) Catherine, dau. of 
Peregrine Bertie, Lord Willoughby of Eresby, sister to Robert Earl of Lindsay. 
(Marr. Lic. Peterborough, 31 Oct. 1608). She died s.p. M. (ii) Eleanor, dau. of 
Sir George Manners, of Haddon, Co. Derby, Kt., sister to John, Earl of Rutland. 
She died in London, 23 Oct. and was buried 8 Nov. 1679 at Rockingham. Sir 
L. W. was buried, 12 Jan. 1652-3 at Rockingham. 


WINGFIELD, Sir Robert, of UPTON, near Peterborough, son and heir of 
Robert Wingfield, of Upton, by Elizabeth, sister of William, Lord Burghley. M, 
Prudence, dau. of John Crooke alias Blount, of Chilton, Bucks. (Sir John Crooke, 
Ixt. was buried at Chilton, 20 Feb. 1608-9). Commanded the horse in Ireland at 
the battle of Kinsale, 1602 (S.P.D.) Commissioner for levying the Aid in 
Northants, 1609 (S.P.D.) Sir R. W. d. 24 Aug. 1609 (Cecil MSS). Will proved 
1610 (P.C.C. 35 Wingfield). (Bridges ii. 508; Heralds’ Visitation of Northants. 
App. 204). 


OFFICERS. 


CATESBY, —, deputy muster master, 1618. Possibly George Catesby of 
Whiston (1575-1645). (A Thomas Catesby commanded a foot company in the 
east division in 1587 (N.R.S. ITI, 9), and a Catesby was lieutenant at the musters 
of the west division in 1613 (ibid. 171)). 


FISHER, John, muster master. See p. xxix. 
FISHER, William, captain of a footband in 1614. Possibly of Wellingborough. 
FITZWILLIAM, William, captain of a footband in 1608. See p. xxix. 


ISHAM, John, of Braunston and Pytchley, captain of a foot band in 1608, 
1613, and 1614. Son of Sir Euseby Isham of Pytchley. M. Anne Fitzwilliam, da. 
of Sir Wm. Fitzwilliam, q.v. Their da. and heir, Anne, m. Wm. Lane of Horton, Esq. 


KNIGHTLEY, —. muster master. Doubtless one of the Knightleys of Fawsley, 
(See p. xxix). 


LANE, Henry Esq., commanded the horse in the east division in 1614, and 
probably in 1615 and 1616, though in these years he is only referred to as Captain 
Lane. In 1601 he was captain of a draft of men from the county for service in Ire- 
land. (Acts P.C. 273-5). Possibly a son of Sir Robert Lane of Horton. 


LAWRENCE, Captain, muster master in 1608. Evidently from outside 
the county. See Lord Exeter’s letter ordering the deputy lieutenants to appoint 
him, p. 22.

BALL, Edward. Rector of Woodford by Thrapston, 1558-1608. 

BAXTER, Daniel. Rector of Lamport, 1602, ceded 1629, and Rector of Draughton 
1607 to 1633. M. 25 July, 1608 at All Saints, Northampton, Amy dau. of 
Thomas Humfrey, twice Mayor of Northampton. Buried, 14 May, 1633, at 
Draughton. 

BAXTER, Thomas. Rector of Draughton, 1569-1607. Buried 24 Oct. 1606, at 
Draughton. 

BAYNES, Nicholas. Rector of Ecton, 1592-1611. Clare Hall, Camb. B.A. 
Buried 11 Oct. 1611 at Ecton. Will 1611 (Arch. Northt.) 

BINGLEY, Peter. Rector of Ashley, 1593-1611, referred to in text as “Mr. Bangby 
of Ashby.’’ Rector of Braybrook, 1572-93. Died 30 June, 1611. Will 1611, 
(Arch. Northt.) 

BROUGHTON, Andrew. Rector of Brampton by Dingley, 1577-1614. Buried, 
7th January, 1614-5 at Brampton. Will at Peterborough. 

BROWNE, Robert. Rector of Achurch 1591-1633. Rector of Casterton Parva 
1591, deprived 1605. Founder of the Brownists. (Serjeantson’s History 
of St. Giles, Northampton, p. 188, etc.) A monument to his memory has 
recently been erected in the churchyard of St. Giles. Lic. (Peterborough) 
5 Feb. 1612-13 to marry Elizabeth Warryner of St. Martin’s, Stamford, widow, 
at Achurch or St. Martin’s, Stamford. Buried, 8 Oct. 1633 at St. Giles, 
Northampton. Admon. cum Test. 21 Apr. 1634 (P.C.C.) 

BRUDENELL, Paul. Rector of Deene, 1608-1613; of Stonton Wyville, Co. 
Leicester, 1599-1609 ; of Weldon, 1613-1614; of Cranoe, Co. Leicester, 1613. 
M. 30 Oct. 1600 at Glooston, Co. Leicester, Eleanor Lightfoot, of the same, 
by whom he had issue. Will at Peterborough and also P.C.C. 

BUDDLE, Robert. Vicar of Maxey, 1585-1612. Buried, 17 Nov. 1612 at Maxey. 
Admon. 20 Nov. 1612 to relict Alice. 

CAMPION, William the elder. Rector of Holcot, 1581-1636. Trinity College, 
Oxford 1574. B.A. from Exeter College, 1579 ; M.A. 1582. Buried at Holcot, 
28 Jan. 1636-7. Will 1636-7. (Arch. Northt.) 

COLDWELL, Henry. Rector of Sywell, aged 30 in 1576. Buried there, 7 April, 
1612. 

CONYGRAVE, Mark. Rector of Stoke Albany ; occ. 30 Aug. 1561. Buried, 9 Oct. 
1614; aet. 82. Will at Peterborough. 

COOPER, Thomas the elder. Rector of Arthingworth, 1576-1640. Will proved 
1640 (P.C.C. and Arch. Northt.) 

CREWYS (CRUYS) Walter, M.A., Christ’s Coll. Camb. Rector of Lutton cum 
Washingley, 1586-1628. Admon. gr. 16 April, 1628 to John Carter, of Lutton, 
gent., no exor being named (Peterborough). 

DAVYE, John. Rector of Pilton, occ. 1584 to 1625. Buried 12 Sept. 1625 at 
Pilton, Will at Peterborough 1625. 

DENT, Robert, or Ives alias Dent. Rector of Bowden Parva, inst. 20 Sept. 1564. 
Died 1598. 

DILLINGHAM, William. Rector of Cranford St. John, 1583-1621. Will dated 
10 Feb. 1618-9, proved 7 Aug. 1621 by William, his son (P.C.C.) 

FRANCIS, Thomas. Rector of Wadenhoe, 1588-1610. Buried, 22 June, 1610 
at Wadenhoe. Will dated, 4 Dec. 1609, pr. 1610. (Peterborough and also 
P.C.C.) 

FULLER, Thomas, Trin. Coll. Camb. B.D. Fellow. Rector of Aldwinckle St. 
Peter’s, 1602-1632. Preb. of Salisbury, 1622. Admon. granted to his son 
Thomas, the celebrated divine and historian, 10 April, 1632. 

FULSHURST (or FULSIS), Edward. Rector of Wakerley, 1578-1623. Buried, 
9 Feb. 1623-4 at Wakerley. Will dated 8 April, 1622, proved, 5 Feb. 1623-4 
(Peterborough). - 
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GIFFORD, Thomas. Rector of Braybrooke, 1607-1620, and of Ashley, 1611-1644. 
Will dated 18 Feb. 1643-4, proved at Westminster, 25 May, 1653 (P.C.C. 2 
Brent) Heralds’ Visitation of Northants. 1618. 

GRANT, John, M.A. Rector of Benefield, 1606, resigned 1623. Magd. Coll. 
Camb. M.A. 1601, D.D. 1614. Rector of St. Bartholomew by the Exchange, 
1623-53, when he died. 

GRAY, Thomas. Rector of Clopton, occ. 1594. Fellow Christ’s College Camb. 
M.A. Admon. 8 March, 1629-30 (Peterborough) to son, Cornelius Gray, 
later Rector of Wicford, Essex. 

GREENE, Christopher. Rector of Scaldwell, 1587-1611. Buried there 20 Sept. 
1611. Will dated 25 July, 1611, proved 10 Oct. 1611 (P.C.C.) 

GREENHILL, William, the elder. Vicar of Brixworth, occ. 1589. Acc. to the 
parish register he came to Brixworth, 1 Sept. 1589. His son, William, suc- 
ceeded him as Vicar of Brixworth in 1621, became Rector of Peakirk 1637, 
and was there buried, 1 May, 1652., Buried at Brixworth, 2 Sept. 1621. 

GWINN, Maurice. Rector of Loddington, 1595-1618 when he resigned. 

HAMMOND, Maurice. Kector of Barnwell All Saints, 1592-1617. Buried there, 
16 Feb. 1616-7. Will dated 28 January, 1616-7, proved 11 Feb. 1616-7 
(Peterborough). 

HAWFORD, Daniel. Rector of East Farndon, 1588-1622. Buried 14 Nov. 1622 
at E. Farndon, aged 72. M.I. Will dated, 10 Aug. 1622, proved 25 Nov. 
and 13 Dec. 1622. (P.C.C. and Arch. of Northt.) 

HEYWOOD, Raphael, S.T.B. Vicar of Harringworth, 1601-1639. Vicar of 
Badby, 14 Sept. 1597-1639. Died 17 April, buried 21 April, 1639, at Badby. 
Heralds’ Visitation of Northants 1681. 

HODGEKIN, Francis. Vicar of Earls Barton, 1591-1622. Will dated 22 January, 
1622 (sic.), proved 6 July, 1622. (Arch. Northt.) 

HOUGHTON; Thomas. Rector of Blatherwick, 1565-1613. Will dated 1 Sept.

HOWE, Jaspar. Rector of East Carlton, 1582-1633. Buried there 7 Oct. 1633. 
Will dated 28 Sept. 1633, proved 19 Oct. 1633 (Peterborough). 

HUNT, Zacharias. Rector of Twywell, 1573-77, and Collyweston, 1577, resigned 
1615, being succeeded by his son Abraham. Buried 24 March, 1615-16 at 
Collyweston. Will dated 19 Dec. 1615, proved 20 April, 1616 (Peterborough). 

HUTTON, Thomas. Rector of All Saints and St. Peter‘s, Rushton, 1575. Aged 
26 in 1576. In 1579 he was to be arrested (Privy Council Acts) being mixed 
up with the Treshams. Perhaps rector till 1616. 

JOHNSON, John. Rector of Tansor, 1601-1620, probably of Clare Hall Camb. 
M.A. 1587. Schoolmaster of Fotheringhay. Died 28 Oct. 1620, buried at 
Tansor. M.I. Will 1620 (P.C.C. 102 Soame). 

JONES, alias GWYN, Griffith. Rector of Barton Segrave, 1575-1610. Buried 
25 Oct. 1610, at Barton Segrave. Will dated 19 Oct. 1610, proved 28 Nov. 
1610 (Arch. Northt.) 

JONES, Thomas. Vicar of Wellingborough, occ. 1607, ejected and about 1642 
suffered cruelly. Vicar for 40 years. His burial cannot be found. 

LATHAM, Nicholas. Rector of Barnwell St. Andrew 51 years. 3rd son of John 
Latham, gent., Keeper of Brigstock Great Park. Great benefactor and 
founder of hospitals and schools. Died 4 Aug. 1620, aged 72. M.I. Will 
1620 (P.C.C. Soame) (Bridges ii. 394). 

LEWES, Richard. Rector of Kelmarsh, 1579-1620. Vicar of Brackley, 1600- 
1620. Hart Hall, Oxford 1572, aged 17. B.A. 1573-4. M.A. 1575-6. D.D. 
1594. Buried 18 Dec. 1620 at Brackley. 

LINGARD, Robert. Rector of Lowick (p. 86 ms.), 1602-1647. In 1646 he was 
sequestrated. Will proved 12 Oct. 1647 (Peterborough). 

LINDSELL, William. Rector of Marholm, 1602-1613. Buried 6 Oct. 1613 at 
Marholm. 

LYON, Richard. Vicar of Sibbertoft, 1582-1628. Will dated 20 Dec. 1625 
proved 26 June, 1628 (Arch. Northt.) ; 

MASSEY, Edmund. Rector of Thrapston, 1579-1629. Buried 11 January 
1628-9 at Thrapston. Will at Peterborough (Registered Will XI. 122) 1628. 

MAYDWELL, Thomas, of Easton-on-the-Hill. Rector, 1606-1646. Buried 29 
July, 1646 at Easton. Admon. granted 19 August, 1646 to relict Anne and 
son Thomas (Peterborough). 

MEERES, John of Stanwick. Rector of Stanwick, 1576-1609. He occurs as 
aged 36 in 1576 (Lambeth Charters) as Rector of Stanwick. He signed the 
pages of the parish register there as John Myers, parson. The name occurs 
as Maior, Mayre, Meeres. 
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MEREDITH, Richard. Rector of Newton Bromswold, 1591-1634. Died 9 Sept., 
buried 11 Sept. 1634 at Newton Bromswold, aged about 75 years. Will 1604 
(Peterborough). 

ovat Richard. Rector of Rockingham, 1602-1617. Buried there 29 Oct. 

17. 

MOSSE, Richard. Rector of Hannington, 1579. Resigned 1611, when his son 
John succeeded him as Rector. Buried there 25 July, 1619. Will 16ly 
(Arch. of Northt.—but now missing). 

NELSON, William. Rector of Harrington, 1600-1606, referred to in the text 
(p. 36) as “Mr. Parson of Harrington.” St. John’s College, Camb. Fellow S.T.B. 
University Preacher. Chaplain to Sir John Stanhope, Treasurer to the 
Queen. Vic. of Holy Trinity, Cambridge 1593-98. Rector of Little Peatling, 
Co. Leic. 1598; of Harrington 1600-1605 ; of Wittering, 1605-1633, when he 
died. Admon. granted 23 Jan. 1635-6 to his creditor John Popeley clerk 
(Peterborough). 

BL aes Robert. Rector of Luddington, 1584-1633. Will 1633 (Peterborough 

II. 42). 

NICHOLAS, Thomas. Vicar of Harrowden, 1580-1622. Buried 16 Oct. 1622 at 
Harrowden Magna (Lansdowne MSS. 991). 

NORBURY, Robert. Rector of Oakley Parva, instituted 22 Oct. 1576. Buried 
1618. Mar. Lic. (Pet.) 19 March, 1599-1600, to marry Helen Watts, gentle- 
woman of Rockingham, widow. 

OWEN, John, eldest son of Owen Owen, Rector of Burton Latimer. Bapt. 13 
Nov. 1580. Christ’s College, Cambridge, D.D. Rector of Burton Latimer 
1607-1629. Bishop of St. Asaph, 1629. Died 15 October, 1651 and buried 
in his Cathedral. Impeached by Parliament for high treason in 1642, and 
imprisoned. Admon. P.C.C. 

PEAKE, Richard of Rushden. Rector of Rushden, 1577-1631. Buried there 
28 Jan. 1630-1. Will dated 30 July, 1629, proved 5 Feb. 1630-1 (Arch. of 
Northt.) 

PICKERING, Henry. Rector of Aldwinckle All Saints, 1592-1636. Son of 
John P. of Tichmarsh, gent., bapt. there 10 Dec. 1564. M.A. Christ’s College, 
Camb. Will 1636 (Registered Will Peterborough xij. 279). 

POWELL, John, B.D. Rector of Cottingham, 1597-1624. Buried 13 January, 
1624-5 at Cottingham. Will 1624 (Registered Will Peterborough x. 263). 

PRATT, John, jun. Rector of Weldon, 1596-1613. Son of George Pratt, of Weldon, 
gent. Trinity College, Camb. M.A. Died unmarried. Buried at Weldon 
26 March, 1613. Will dated 17 March, 1612-3, proved 30 May, 1616 (Peter- 
borough Wills). 

RAND, John, Rector of Thorpe Malsor, 1599-1618. Buried there 30 June, 1618. 
He married 14 Dec. 1602 at Thorpe Malsor, Elizabeth, widow of David Dryden, 
Schoolmaster of Finedon. 

RAYNSFORD, Richard. Vicar of Farl‘s Barton, 1579-91. Rector of Lower 
Isham, 1588 and of Upper Isham, 1605, holding both livings until his death. 
Buried there 2 Nov. 1637. Will dated 26 Oct. 1637, proved 11 Nov. 1637 
(Arch. of Northt.) 

RICHARDSON, John. Rector of Twywell, 1577-1628. Buried there 3 January, 
1628-9. He was succeeded as Rector by his son John Richardson, who was 
instituted 12 January, 1628-9, and buried there 30 March, 1637. Admon. of 
John, the son, granted 8 May, 1637 to his son, Nicholas (Peterborough). 

RYVET, Stephen. Rector of Grafton Underwood, 1569-1611. Scholar of Cam- 
bridge, ordained deacon 28 Sept. 1567, priest 19 Nov. 1568 (Peterborough). 
Aged 35 in 1576 (:Lambeth Charters). Will Nuncupative declared 3 May, 
1611, proved 16 May, 1611 (Arch. of Northt.) 

SEVERNE, William. Rector of Orlingbury, 1593. Buried there 3 Nov. 1621. 
Will dated 27 Sept. 1621, proved 30 March, 1622 by his son-in-law Percival 
Lelam, of Brixworth (Arch. of Northt.) He died possessed of lands in Wal- 
grave and a manor house in Little Harrowden. . 

SHARPE, George. Vicar of Brigstock, 1605-1615. Probably of Trin. Coll. Camb. 
M.A. Will 1615 (Peterborough). 
SMITH, Abel, B.A. Fellow of St. John's College, Cambridge. Rector of Thorn- 
haugh, 1581-1616. Rector of Stibbington, Hunts. 1589. Dean of Stamford, 
co. Lincoln, 1610. Died 1616. Will 1616 (P.C.C. 114 Cope) as of Stibbington. 

_ Benefactor to Stibbington Church. 

SMITH, John, of Hargrave (p. 84 ms.) Rector of Hargrave, 1577-1610. 

SMITH, Michael, M.A. Trin. Coll. Camb. Rector of Northborough, 1598-1640. 
Will (P.C.C.) proved 19 Feb. 1639-40 by his brother, Thomas Smith, D.D. 
Probably buried at Hildersham, co. Camb., 13 January, 1639-40. 
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SMITH, Richard, B.D. Rector of Bulwick, 1595-1615. Preb. of Peterborough. 
Will dated 30 March, 1613, proved 25 May, 1615 (Peterborough Wills). 

STANTON, Laurence, D.D. Fellow of St. John’s College, Camb. Dean of Lincoln. 
Rector of Castor, 1600-1613. Died 17 Sept 1613, aged 62. Buried in Uffington 
Church, M.J. Will 1613, (P.C.C. 95 Capell). 

STONE, Thomas. Rector of Warkton, 1583-1617. Buried there 18 April, 1617. 
‘Will dated 20 May, 1615. He stated that he was then three score and five 
years of age. No date of proof given. 

STRICKLAND, Thomas, D.D. of Clare Hall, Camb. Rector of King’s Cliffe, 
1589-1640. 

SUTTON, Thomas. Vicar of Wollaston, 1582-1600. Died in June or July, 1600. 
Will dated 14 June, 42 QO. Eliz., proved 28 July, 1600 (Arch. of Northt.) 

SUTTON, Thomas. Rector of Islip, 1608-1614, described at his ordination at 
Peterborough in 1599 as of Linc. Coll. Oxford, literate. M. 20 Sept, 1613 at 
Addington Parva by Lic. Margaret, dau. of John Weekley (Wickley) of the 
same, gent. 

WELLS, Anthony. Rector of Stoke Doyle, 1598-1632. Emanuel College, Camb. 
B.D. Buried 31 July, 1632, at Stoke Doyle. He mar. 23 Oct. 1600 at. 
Blakesley, Barbara, dau. of Thomas Sanders, of Denton, gent. by Lic. Will 
1632 (Peterborough). 

WHITE, John. Rector of Marston Trussell, 1561-1622. Buried there 24 August, 
1622. There may, however, be two of the same names. 

WHITING, Giles. Rector of Etton, 1587-1627. Trinity College, Camb. B.A. 
Rector of Panfield, Essex, 1582-87 (deprived). Rector of Etton, 1587-1627. 
Buried there 20 June, 1627. Will 1627 (Peterborough). See Heralds’ Visita- 
tion of Leicestershire, 1619, for pedigree, also Lansdowne MS. 991. 

WILKINSON, Robert. Rector of Barnack, occ. 1595, resigned 1614. 

WILLIAMSON, Robert, senior, D.D. Christ’s Coll. Camb. Prebendary of Peter- 
borough and Lincoln. Rector of Titchmarsh 1582-1631, when he resigned 
and was succeeded by his 4th son, Robert. Buried 30 May, 1632, rector for 
50 years. Admon. granted 30 May, 1632 (Peterborough) to his widow Grace. 
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GLOSSARY OF TERMS. 
By Charles ffoulkes, C.B., O.B.E., F.S.A. 


Ancient The ensign or officer in charge of the colours. 

Artillery. This term was used loosely for bows and arrows, 
firearms and heavy guns. 

Artillery Man. As no field guns are mentioned, he was probably 
the custodian of the armoury and munition store. 

Bandolier. A cross belt carrying small wooden cases, each of which 
had a charge of powder and a bullet bag. 

Bastard Musket. A fire-arm of the same type as, but lighter than, 
the ordinary musket. 

Brassard. An articulated defence for the arm. 

Brown Bill. A long shafted axe, heavier than the halberd. _. 

Brown Paper. This is probably for an early form of cartridge. The 
earliest mention of the cartridge that I can find is about 1640. 
The powder was made up into cartridges and kept in a pouch, 
which was safer than the bandolier. The soldier bit off the end of 
the cartridge and poured the powder into his musket. 

Buff Saddle. Probably a leather or ‘‘Morocco’”’ saddle, mentioned by 
Markham, (‘‘Souldiers Accidence’’ 1645). 

Caliver. A form of fire-arm similar to, but lighter than the musket, and 
used without a rest. The word is derived from calibre. The 
whole equipment of caliver with powder flask, etc., cost 14s. 10d. 
in 1620. 

Captain. A title introduced in the 16th century. 

Casque. Any form of helmet. 

Colonel. The Colonel General was a rank in Queen Elizabeth’s army. 
Fynes Morrison mentions colonels in an account of the army 
in Ireland. In 1639 the colonel was in command of ten or twelve 
companies. : 

Conduct money. Pay in lieu of subsistence for troops on the march 
in England. 

Corn-powder. Gunpowder was originally ‘‘mealed,” that is, in dust 
form. In the 16th century two kinds were used ; mealed powder 
for priming the touch hole, and corned or granulated powder of a 
coarser kind for the charge in the barrel. 

Corporal. Next in rank below the sergeant, in command of a squadron, 

Corslet. A body defence of breast and back plates. 

Cuisse. Armour for the thighs. 

Cuisette. A short cuisse. 

Culette. A piece of plate to protect the loins. 

Dagger. The type of weapon known by this name to-day. It was 
carried by the ‘‘demi-lance”’ q.v. 

Demi-lance. According to Markham (op. cit.) the demi-lance was 
armed with helmet, body-armour, brassards, cuisses reaching 
to the knee, and boots. The weapons were lance, pistols, axe, 
sword and dagger. Steel saddle, peytral or horse breast-plate, 
brassard and cuisse. (See also Lance). 
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Drum and Fife. Drums and fifes were employed by Henry VIII. at the 
siege of Boulogne in 1544 (see Itymer). They were part of the 
equipment of the City trained bands in 1583, (Stowe’s Chronicle, 
p. 702). Markham, as above, gives the whole of Epistle 5 to the 
account of drums and fifes. (‘‘Five Decades of War’). They 
continued in use during the Great Rebellion. The fifer is shewn 
with the Guards in the coronation procession of James II. After 
this the fife was discarded and revived in 1747. 

Fife. See Drum and Fife. 

Gauntlets. Gloves of mail, articulated plate or leather. 

Gorgets. A defence for neck and throat in two parts, joined by loose 
rivets or straps at the side. 

Lance. This weapon originated from the long tilting lance. As it 
was, in our period, cut down to a shorter length, it was also known 
as the ‘“‘demi-lance.’’ The terms are also used for the lancer or 
demi-lancer, viz: the complete man, furnished with horse and arms. 

Lieutenant. Lieutenants and captains are mentioned at the battle 
of St. Quentin. (1557). 

Lieutenant general. ‘The lord lieutenant. 

Light Horse. Markham, as above, states that the light horse wore 
burganets (open faced helmets with ear flaps), gorgets, cuirasses 
and gloves of mail. They carried a ‘“‘chasing staff’ or short spear 
pistol, sword and dagger. The horses had leather saddle, peytral, 
and crupper. It is uncertain if these were of metal. They were 
probably merely parts of the leather harness. 

Lock. The contrivance, match-, wheel-, or flint-lock, with which the 
piece is fired. 

Maich. The slow match used with the match-lock musket. It was 
made of cotton or hemp soaked in strong saltpetre. When carried 
alight it was placed in a tin tube pierced with holes or in the lining of 
the hat to protect it from rain and also to hide the glow from the 
enemy. (See illustration of the musketeer). 

Musket. In the late 16th century a heavy matchlock fire-arm used 
with a rest. In 1621 it was four feet long, and twelve bullets 
went to the pound. (See illustration of the musketeer). 

Murrion, Morion. An open helmet with brim and high comb. 

Muster Master. The muster master superintended the trainings and 
was responsible for the supervision of the men mustered, their 
horses and their armour,—a kind of adjutant. 

Peytral, poitrel. Armour for the chest of a horse ; in the 17th century 
also leather breast straps. 

Petronel. A fire-arm between the pistol and the musket, (cf. the 
modern carbine). It was also called ‘‘poitrinel.” as it was fired 
from the breast and not from the shoulder. 

Pike, pikestaff. In 1640 the pike was from fifteen to eighteen feet long, 
and cost 4s. 6d. It was principally used to protect the musketeer, 
who ran under its shelter to re-load his piece. The staff was of 
ash and the short. point was attached to the staff by ops ‘*cheeks’”’ 
of iron to prevent the head being cut off. 

Pistol. The pistol, said to have been invented at Pistoia, was. seldom 
a matchlock. (The matchlock pistol shields in the Tower, temp. 
Henry VIII., are the only known examples). It was fired by a 
wheel lock, a contrivance in which a steel wheel, worked by a spring, 
revolved against a piece of iron pyrites to make sparks. The 
snaphaunce, or flint lock, came into being early in the 17th century. 
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Pouldron, poldron, pauldron. Armour for the shoulder, generally 
attached to the brassard. 

Prest Money. Imprest for providing stores and victuals for the army 
on march in England. 

Provost Marshall. In charge of the lay out of the camp, the setting 
of the watch, the protection of munition stores, the keeping of 
order, and the punishment of delinquents. 

Rest. <A staff with forked top on which to use the musket. Turner 
(‘‘Pallas Armata’’ 1683) mentiones a ‘‘swine-feather,’ a variety 
of rest with a spike at the head to protect the musketeer while 
loading. 

Sergeant. A non-commissioned officer in command of a company. 

Staff. A short spear for light horsemen called a ‘‘chasing-staff.”’ 

Tace. Small plates of metal attached to the front of the breastplate, 
to cover the gap between cuisse and breastplate. 

Vambrace, (avant-bras). A defence for the fore-arm.
